Anent Dyestuffs Legislation 


Dyestuffs legislation seems to take two steps 
backward to every step it takes forward. Let so 
much as one constructive sentence rear its head among 
the paragraphs and paragraphs that have been writ- 
ten into bills intended to foster and safeguard an 
American dye industry, and at once it becomes a 
target for the missiles of those who care not two hoots 
in Sheol whether there be an American dye industry 


or not. 


In the legislative limelight at the present time is the 
Moses amendment to the Longworth dye bill, which 
removes the embargo clause. Senator Moses’ sub- 
stitute was advanced at the request of the textile in- 
terests, who are strongly in favor of wiping out the 
embargo features now a part of the bill. 

Instead of prohibiting the importation of dyes in 
groups I and II of the Longworth bill, the Moses 
amendment proposes additional duties. It strikes out 
the latter part of the bill as it was reported to the 
Senate by the Finance Committee; and permits the 
entry of such dyes, with the stipulation that on any 
dyes being made and offered for sale in this country 
on a commercial scale there be placed an additional 
duty equal to the difference between (1) the sum 
of the dutiable value of such article plus all non-duti- 
able costs, charges and expenses incident to importa- 
tion, and any duty imposed by section 500, and (2) 
the fair wholesale selling price in the United States of 
a like article or satisfactory substitute of domestic 
manufacture, plus 20 per cent. of this price. Senator

tion. In fact, the reverse is true. 


Instead of getting solidly behind the movement to 
create an American dye industry, so essential to the 
chemical independence of this country, and the need 
for which is just as imperative now as it was a year 
or more ago, various interests consistently retard any 
attempt at constructive endeavor through the intro- 
duction of reactionary legislation and the inspiring of 
movements the carrying to fruition of which would 


serve to benefit a few at the expense of the many. 


It has been said so often that it is in danger of 
becoming bromidic, that the American chemist is well 
able to make dyes and coal-tar products equal to 
those produced anywhere else in the world. But 
the placing of the color and allied industries upon 
a permanent basis in this country will require an in- 
vestment of millions of dollars. No such outlay can 
reasonably be expected unless investors are more sure 
of a return than they are at present. Not only that, 
but the removal of all restrictions on the entry of 
foreign dyes and coal-tar products, whether repara- 
tion allotments or otherwise, will mean grave finan- 
cial losses to many American manufacturers who 
have invested millions to give American consumers 
the dyes and chemicals they so urgently needed at a 


time when they could be obtained nowhere else. 


It would seem to the Reporter that, instead of 
looking upon the present situation as an opportunity 
to further selfish interests, the best national ends 
would be served by adopting a national point of 
view. The country will ultimately gain absolutely 
nothing if every time a producer or a consumer or an 
importer of dyes takes a survey of the situation he 
discovers that he, himself, is the most dominating 


figure in the landscape. 


Dyes and coal-tar products are an essential, an 
indispensable part of our national existence. America 
has long needed a dyestuffs industry—a dyestuffs 
industry that will reflect American genius, American 
spirit and American independence. Such an industry 
can grow until it assumes proportions second to none. 


But first it must be fostered and encouraged. 


Instead of “‘so many men, so many minds, every 
one his own way,” all selfish interest should be 
merged for the common good. All opposing factions 
should forego the advantage that each seeks to derive 
for the moment, and plan and labor together so that 
an American dyestuffs industry may become an ac- 
complished fact. Such an industry must in a short 
time command the respect and good will not only of 
domestic consumers, but of consumers in the utter- 


most markets of the world. 





Questionable Economy 


A golden opportunity has been lost by the Senate 
Committee on Appropriations. It had presented to it 
the chance to prove to the business men of the country 
that its decisions in regard to the various items in the 
Legislative, Executive and Judicial Appropriations 
bill were inspired by knowledge and a proper appre- 
ciation of the needs of the hour, but with character- 
istic legislative shortsightedness it has thrown this 


chance away. 


Solicitations by chambers of commerce, business 
organizations and individuals that the appropriations 
asked by the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce to carry on its meritorious endeavors for the 
promotion and development of American business 
abroad during the coming fiscal year be granted,

As reported by the committee, the bill contains 
no appropriation for commercial attaches nor for the 
promotion of other activities of the Bureau. Instead

Nitrates Made Available for Fertilizer Purposes 
in Resolution Introduced by Senator Smith 


WASHINGTON, April 2, 1920. 

Senator Smith of South Carolina introduced 
and later reported from the Senate Committee on 
Agriculture, and the Senate passed a resolution 
authorizing the Secretary of War to turn over to 
agricultural fertilizer distributors or emergency 
users a supply of nitrate of soda for fertilizer pur- 
poses. Senator Smith said the resolution had been 
approved by the War and Agricultural Depart- 
ments, and that it is safeguarded, and that the 
same machinery is provided that was provided 
last year for distribution of Government purchases 
of Chilean nitrates for the farmers. 

The resolution follows :— 

Resolved, etc., That in order to meet the existing 
emergency in the shortage of fertilizers, the Secretary 
of War is hereby authorized to turn over to agricultural 
fertilizer distributors or users in this country such quan- 
tity of nitrate of soda held as a reserve supply by 
the War Department as in his opinion can be spared 
consistently with the military needs« of the Government, 
such stocks so turned over to be replaced by such fer- 
tilizer distributors or users with an equivalent amount 
of nitrate, the turning over and replacement being 


under such guaranties as the Secretary of War may 
prescribe.

Naval Stores Situation 


A correction recently made by the Bureau of 
Chemistry, United States Department of Agriculture, 
of an earlier report on the total stocks of turpentine 
at all points on February 2, 1920, if anything, serves 
to call attention to the extreme shortage of turpentine 
stocks in this country. In revising its res, the 
Bureau of Chemistry finds that, instead of 36,923 
barrels, the reserve on February 2 totaled 54,174 
barrels. The stocks held at New Orleans were 10,- 
352 barrels. 

On the basis of the corrected report, the turpentine 
stocks on February 2, 1920, at those points which 
were covered in the report of March 31, 1919, were 
50,926 barrels, instead of 33,677 barrels. The 
stocks for March 31, 1919, at the points covered in 
that report, were 131,288 barrels. 

Never before in the history of naval stores were 
prices so high and stocks so scarce, paralleling to this 
extent the situation existing in other Reporter indus- 
tries. Though turpentine is quoted at $2.47 a gallon 
in the New York market (a price nearly 50 cents 
higher than obtained during the Civil War, when a 
virtual famine existed in the North), there is practi- 
cally none to be had. Some stock is tied up in the 
holds of coastwise vessels as a result of the dockers’ 
strike in New York harbor, but, based on shipments 
that have come from Savannah during the recent past, 
the quantity cannot be large enough to have any ma- 
terial effect on prices in the immediate future. 

On the threshold of a new season, it seems almost 
a foregone conclusion that the entire production of 
naval stores during the coming year will barely suf- 
fice to meet the demands, if, indeed, it will not tall 
short of satisfying the world requirements. Last 
year’s crop was a disappointment. The coming crop, 
it is generally believed, however, will be at least 25 
per cent. larger, for more labor is available. At the 
present high market prices for turpentine and rosin, 
producers can afford to pay the abnormal demands 
of labor and still make a profit. 

Rosins are statistically in the same position as 
spirits of turpentine, though prices are relatively much 
easier. Trading in the primary markets is quiet, due 
partly to the shipping strike at Atlantic ports and 
mainly to the fact that buyers are not eager to pay 
the prices asked. Indications all point to an increase 
in price rather than to a decrease, for until the new 
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crop starts moving no relief can be expected. With 
the settling of the dockers’ strike and the resumption 
of shipping, which at this writing seems to be farther 
away than ever, buyers will no doubt take steps to 


cover their future requirements. 


Argentina, which is a large consumer of American 
rosins, is in a prosperous condition and is expected to 
buy heavily during the coming year, though at pres- 
ent she is literally quiescent, awaiting the outcome of 


her labor difficulties. During the 1919-20 season 


(April-January), our rosin exports to South America ———- 
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totaled 168,931 barrels. Japan, which also is a large 


buyer of American rosins, taking nearty one-third 
of all the rosins shipped from the United States in 
January of this year, during the 1919-20 season 
bought 80,869 barrels, about one-seventh of our to- 


tal exports.

The whal- 
ing ships Aberdeen, Moran and West- 
port have arrived from their winter 
dock at the South Bay whaling station 
and more will be in soon. It is said 
that whaling sailors will be fewer in 
numbér this season and that they will 
ask a considerable increase in wages. 
The whale hunting area here covers 
about thirty miles out to sea and about 
seventy-five miles in either direction 
from Gray’s Harbor. 


The plant of the Baltimore Roofing & 
Asbestos Manufacturing Co. at Asbes- 
tos, Carroll county, Maryland, was sold 
at public auction under receivership 
proceedings March 25 to interests rep- 
resented by Arthur E. Van Bibber of 
Philadelphia for $555,000. It is under- 
stood that Mr. Van Bibber heads a 
concern which will engage in the man- 
ufacture of linoleum. The sale was 
ordered by the Circuit Court of Balti- 
more following proceedings instituted 
by Oliver R. Emigh and others. The 
plant is on the line of the Western 
Maryland Railway, near Finksburg, 
about 24 miles from Baltimore. The 


tract. comprises nineteen acres of land. 


The Artcraft Roofing Co., Louisville, 
capital $3,000, has been incorporated by 
L. M. Rice, Jr., Fred Von Siebenthal, 
James R. Rice and others, to handle 
paints and roofings, doing a jobbing 
and contracting business. The same 
men are interested in the Central 
Paint & Roofing Co. 


The Cincinnati Varnish Company 
has installed two of its four new paint 
mills. When the four are in operation 
William L. Moore, president of the 
company, said production will be in- 
creased from 25 to 30 per cent. The 
company is also contemplating install- 
ing role, modern equipment in the 
near future. 


Harry S. Pottef, general manager of 
the Wellington Glass Co., whose big 
glass factory was recently destroyed 
by fire, is said to be considering the 
erection of a big plant at Cumberland, 
Md. The enterprise, it is said, will 
eall for an investment of $200,000. 
Frostburg is reported to be an active 
competitor for the industry. 


Furnaces at Youngstown, O., steel 
plants are being so altered that they 
may burn either oil or coal. The changes 
necessary do not take long to make, 
and it is planned to burn oil during pe- 
riods of coal shortage, rather thin per- 
mit departments to suspend. Oil is more 
expensive as-a fuel than coal, but its 
use is cheaper than suspending the 
mills, states an operating official. 


E. A. Oldershaw, who has been en- 
gaged in the structural paint and 
water-proofing business for over 15 
years, and who was one of the or- 
ganizers of the Universal Compound 
Co, in 1902, is now in charge of’ the 
water - proofing department of the 
Mitchell-Rand Manufacturing Co., New 
York, as manager of _ sales.

the company offered them at $167 each, 
the city to tear them down. transport 
and re-erect them. The du Pont com- 
pany, through its quartermaster’s de- 
partment, is arranging to make allot- 
ment of ground to such of its work- 
men at Carney’s Point as desire to cul- 
tivate home gardens this summer. 


The Pennsylvania State Department 
of Agriculture, Harrisburg, announced 
last week that seventy-nine per cent. 
of the farmers of the Keystone State 
are using fertilizers, and that during 
1919 their purchases aggregated 404,- 
923 tons, at an estimated value of $13,- 
080,853. This is a record for a year. 
Lancaster was the most liberal user 
with over 27,000 tons, valued at $976,- 
000; York next with 24,618 tons ‘at 
$830,857, and then Chester, 17,405 tons 
at $587,000, and Berks, 13,349 tons at 
$417,150.

foreign fields. 


OPIUM CROP IN 
GREEK MACEDONIA 


Approximated 4,500 Pounds in 
1919, Against 5,600 in 1918 


WASHINGTON, April 2, 1920. 

Greek Macedonia yielded, in 1919, ap- 
proximately 4,500 pounds of opium, where- 
as the previous year’s crop amounted to 
5,600 pounds, according to figures com- 
piled by Vice-Consul Anderson at Salo- 
niki, from reports made by the larger 
opium dealers of Saloniki. In the fact 
of a fairly large reduction in yield the 


price paid for the 1919 crop is less than 
half the price paid for the 1918 crop. 
Overabundance of rainfall during the har- 
vest time, frosts, and a shortage of labor 
and animals were responsible for the re- 
duced yield, while on the other hand large 
stocks of opium left over from the crops 
of previous years and an apparent stag- 
nation of the market are responsible for 
the lower prices prevailing recently. 

Available stocks in Greek Macedonia do 
not exceed 2,840 pounds grown within its 
limits. However, there are approximately 
42,000 pounds stored in Saloniki remain- 
ing from the Serbian crops of 1917-18 
and 1918-19. According to conservative 
estimates the available stocks on hand at 
the end of January, 1920, amount to 2,150 
cases (320,500 pounds), as follows:—In 
Saloniki, 300 cases or 45,000 pounds; in 
Serbia, 1,400 cases or 210,000 pounds; in 
Bulgaria, 450 cases or 67,500 pounds. 

Precise information regarding the stock 
of opium in Bulgaria is not available here, 
but it is understood that there existed 
in that country at the time of the armis- 
ice 112,000 pounds. It is reported that the 
Bulgarian. Government has sent a large 
part of this stock to the United States. 
Opium dealers here estimate the present 
stock in Turkey at approximately 8,000 
cases, or 1,200,000 pounds. 

Prices prevailing in the Anatolian, 
Smyrna and Constantinople opium mar- 
kets have an important influence on the 
opium market in Saloniki. The existence 
at Constantinople, Smyrna and in Ana- 
tolia of considerable quantities which 
were held up during the war greatly in- 
fluenced the Saloniki market at the time 
of the armistice, causing a considerable 
drop in prices. 

The present market price for Greek 
Macedonian new crop opium, testing 13% 
to 14 per cent. morphine, is about $4.30 
per pound f. o. b. Saloniki; the price ob- 
tained last year at this time was $10.20. 
In these figures the exchange difference 
of the American dollar must be taken 
into consideration, its rate being in Jan- 
uary, 1919, abot 5.30 drachmas, while its 
present rate is about 7 drachmas. At 
present (January 29, 1920) the opium 
market is rather quiet and transactions 
are rare. 

Barring adverse weather conditions, 
prospects for a much larger acreage dur- 
ing the coming season are bright. Many 
fields devastated by the war have been 
cleaned and put into condition to receive 
the next crop. 

The principal exports of Greek Mace- 
donian opium during the last year have 
been to America and England, opium 
dealers estimating that more than 75 per 
cent. of the total quantity exported was 
sent to these countries. The remainder was 
exported to France, Holland, Scanda- 
navian countries, Cuba, Mexico and Ger- 
many.

SULPHURIC ACID DEAL 


Tennessee Copper & Chemical Co. En- 
ters Into New Three-Year 


Contract 


The Tennessee Copper & Chemical Co. 
has entered into a new three-year con- 
tract to supply sulphuric acid to the In- 
ternational Agriculiural Corporation. 
The present contract between the two 
companies, under which the International 
Agricultural Corporation can demand the 
Tennessee company’s entire output at 
$4.81 a ton expires on the last day of 
1920.

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VALORIZED TO PREVENT “DUMPING” 





St. John Perrett, of War Trade Section, Goes Abroad to Discuss 
Details—Oppostion to Bringing in German-Made Goods 
Develops—Treaty Situation a Factor 


WASHINGTON, April 2, 1920. 


Valorization of German dyestuffs and 
chemical drugs on the reparation lists 
under the Peace Treaty is proposed, to 
meet the international exchange situa- 
tion. With the German mark at approx- 
imately only 1/25 of its value in 
war days, it ‘is pointed out by govern- 
ment officials here that importation of 
reparation products into allied countries 
can not but amount to “dumping,” if the 
present rate of exchange is adhered to. 

But it is suggested that it would be 
possible for the allied governments to 
get together and agree on valuing the 
German products outside of Germany; 
for example, on the basis of the pre- 
war base of exchange, or at least at 
some point between that and the present 
extremely low rates of exchange. It is 
understood that St. John Perrett, head 
of the War Trade Section of the State 
Department, will take up this matter in 
Europe. 

It is thought that if German dyes and 
drugs could be valorized in some such 
manner there would not be so much op- 
position to their importation into allied 
countries. Certain American interests 
are not alone in such opposition, it is 
stated. Dye, chemical and drug _ indus- 
tries in England, France and Lialy are 
confronted by the same question of ex- 
change, which threatens to produce 
“dumping” of stuff which the treaty en- 
titles the allied nations to receive, but 
they do not want to receive, it is 
said here, at the expense of their own 
industries. 

It is doubtful if a valorization plan 
such as outlined above could be made 
GILECLIVe With UUs yoverniuient without 
legislative action. Staie Department of- 
ficials are understood to be in favor of 
America @xercising her option under the 
Peace Treaty to obtain a share of the 
German reparation dyes and drugs, but 
it is not settled in the minds of some 
whether this can be done without ratifi- 
cation of the treaty by the United States. 
The views of the allied powers and of 
+e tana on this question are not stated 
1ere, 

Certain chemical and drug. interests 
opposed the proposed exercise of the 
American option, but their views do not 
receive sympathy in some government 
circles. The protests are based in part 
on the fact that during the war there 
was a strong movement to boycott Ger- 
man products. That feeling should pass 
with the war, some government econom- 
ists insist. They declare that Germany 
can not be expected to recuperate and 
to pay her indemnities and carry out 
other provisions of the treaty unless she 
can trade with the rest of the world. 

The following excerpts from the copy 
of a letter addressed to St. John Perrett 
by John Queeny, chairman of the Board 
of the Monsanto Chemical Works, St. 
Louis, embody the protests made against 
exercising the option on the German rep- 
aration drugs and chemicals :— 

March 18, 1920. 
Mr. St. John Perrett, War Trade Section, State 


Department, Twentieth and B_ Streets, 
Washington, D. C. 
Dear Sir:— 


I was much surprised and chagrined to learn 
that there was a tendency on the part of your- 
self and your associates to accept the quantity 
that would be apportioned to this country. 

It is less than two years that we, in this 
country, loathed and despised everything Ger- 
man. What has happened to cause us to for- 
get or try to gloss over what they did? We 
know of nothing the Germans have since done 
that would indicate that they felt sorry or had 
any regret for the harm they did the world and 
the countries they invaded that should elicit 
oy feeling of sympathy from us or any one 
eise. 

I must again say we were surprised to learn 
that any one connected with this government 
was disposed to have any leaning toward them 
or their goods, and particularly as the manu- 
facturers of this country made their invest- 
ments in good faith to produce and manufac- 
ture in this country the chemicals that were 
needed here and for which we were dependent 
on Germany for before the war. The manu- 
facturers in the United States are now in posi- 
tion to supply all the goods of this character 
that are needed in this country and have made 
their investments in the buildings and appa- 
ratus necessary for that production. 

To now upset these calculations and the in- 
dustry by bringing large quantities of German- 
made chemicals into this country would be a 
crime and a betrayal of the manufacturers who 
in time of need stood for this government with 
their sons, their money, their brains and their 
energy and everything they had to give to 
support the government. 

If there are any people in this country who 
want any of these German goods, let them go 
over and get them there, and, I would add, it 
onant prove a good thing if they would stay 
there. 

For the sake of our boys who are buried in 
France, and to their memory, don’t let it be 
said that the United States Government lent 
itself to importing into this country German- 
made chemicals to compete with those made 
oe Aa manufacturers, no matter the 
cost. 

I strongly urge, therefore, that the United 
States Government absolutely reject all and 
any part of these goods, regardless of what any 
other government might do.

The question whether the German 
chemical drugs allotted under the rep- 
aration clauses of the treaty shall be 
taken by this government has not yet 
been officially decided, it is stated. Ac- 
cording to some authorities, the United 
States can not get German reparations 
products as the treaty was rejected by 
the Senate. Although the treaty is in 
effect as between the parties ratifying it, 
without regard to the United States, it 
is doubted in these quarters whether this 
government can claim any benefits un- 
der it. 

If this interpretation is correct it is 
not seen how America can get reparation 
drugs and dyes even if officials want to, 
unless it would be through negotiation 


pre-. 


allied nations with a view to 
part of their shares of the 
reparation products, or by direct nego- 
tiations with Germany, or by purchase 
from the latter government. It is such 
phases as these of the dyestuffs and 
chemical drug situation that St. John 
Perrett is reported to plan taking up in 
Kiurope. It is also said that he will en- 
deavor to pry loose certain shipments of 
German dyes negotiated for by Dr. 
Herty and sent from Germany to Rot- 
terdam for export to the United States. 
Some lots of these dyes are understood 
to be tied up at Dutch ports by strikes 
and other difficulties. 

The Tariff Commission is trying to 
keep in touch with the situation in Ger- 
many through John Ernster, trade com- 
missioner, who has been representing the 
commission in that country for some 
time past. He may look into the dye 
situation among others. Mr. Tyler, an- 
other of the commission’s staff, has re- 
cently returned from England, and is 
reporting on the dye situation and other 
matters of interest in that country. 

Senator Penrose of Pennsylvania, 
chairman of the Finance Committee, is 
expected to return to the city shortly 
and it is reported in some quarters that 
further action in connection with dye- 
stuffs legislation will not be taken until 
after his return. 

A few members of the Finance Com- 
mittee met Monday and talked over cer- 
tain phases of the Moses amendment to 
the dye bill with representatives of the 
Tariff Commission, but a quorum of the 
committee could not be found. 

Members of the Tariff Commission 
assert that the commission is not op- 
posed to the Moses amendment and that 
it is not within the provinces of the 
commission to pass upon the question 
whether the Moses amendment is. su- 
perior to the Longworth license system, 
the embargo feature of the Senate dye 
bill, or what noi. The commission does, 
however, it is admitted, criticize admin- 
istrative features of the Moses amend- 
ment. Some of them are declared to be 
unworkable. 

The situation as regards dyestuff leg- 
islation seems badly muddled. Senator 
Moses reports that opposition to the 
Senate dye bill is developing rapidly. 
He states that leather interests and ink 
people as well as.textile manufacturers 
are opposed to the Senate bill. 


HOOKER CO. SELLS 
TWO-YEAR NOTES 


Dispose of $1,000,000 Issue— 
Funds Will Be Used to 
Enlarge Plant 


The Hooker Electrochemical Co. has 
sold, through Wm. A. Read & Co., $1,000,- 
000 in two-year 7 per cent. gold notes. 
The notes are redeemable on two weeks’ 
notice, either as a whole or in part, at 
102% and interest to August 20, 1920. 
The company agrees to pay the Federal 
norma! income tax on the issue up to 
2 per cent. 

The cgmpany is one of the large pro- 
ducers oe caustic soda, bleaching powder 
and chlorine. Its net income during the 
past nine years has averaged more than 
8% times the amount of the interest on 
the notes. Orders now on hand will 
keep the plant running to its full capac- 
ity for the remainder of the fiscal year. 

The issue will constitute the entire 
funded debt of the company with the 
exception of a $200,000 mortgage on its 
building at 25 Pine street. This buildin 
is valued at $450,000. The trust dee 
does not allow the company to mortgage 
any of its plants or other property dur- 
ing the life of the notes or to incur any 
obligations of any kind excepting those 
arising in the usual course of one year 
and maturing in not over one year. 

The issue is planned to increase the 
working capital of the company, to retire 
outstanding loans and to enlarge the 
present plant of the company at Niagara 
Falls, N. Y. The last balance sheet of 
the company shows net tangible assets of 
$4,480 for every $1,000 note of the issue. 

In his letter President Elon H. Hooker 
states that the plant at present has a 
capacity of 63 tons caustic soda, 55 tons 
chlorine, made into bleach, 30 tons muri-

Data Not Yet Complete 


The data at hand are not sufficient to 
indicate the quantity of brine in the 
region. There is a difference of opinion 
as to the source of the brines. Some 
contend that they are of deep-seated 


origin; others contend that they are 
confined to a relatively thin stratum 
near the _ surface. Furthermore, the 


clayey mud that underlies the lakes is 
more or less impervious and prevents the 
brine from flowing freely. Test holes 
sunk in some of the lakes encountered 
flows of water at several different hori- 
zons, which indicates that the water-bear- 
ing strata are separated by layers of 
more or less impervious material. In 
Cedar Lake sandstone was encountered 
5 feet below the surface, and in Guthrie 
Lake limestone was found 7 feet below it. 
Flows of water were noted at the upper 
surface of both the sandstone and the 
limestone, but whether these rocks are 
porous enough to carry an appreciable 
amount of brine is not known. Mound, 
Rich, and Brownfield lakes contain brine- 
bearing muds at a depth of 20 feet. Brines 
have been reported in Mound Lake at a 
depth of 20 feet. 


Probable Commercial Value 


The feasibility of producing potash 
and bromine from these brines at a cost 
that will permit ocmpetition with potash 
and bromine produced from other sources 
depends on many factors, including the 
quantity of available brine in the region 
and the development of an economical 
process of extraction, and cannot be fore- 
told.

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BARIUM CHLORIDE SUIT 


Involves $6,600 Damage Claim 
Against Dutch Corporation and 


Plaintiff Obtains Attachment 


An attachment against the property of 
the N. V. Trans-Atlantische Handel 
Maatschappij corporation has _ been is- 
sued by Justice Newburger of the Su- 
preme Court upon the application of 
Thomas B. McGovern. Jr., & Co., who is 
suing the Dutch concern for $6,600 al- 
leging breach of contract. The plaintiff 
alleges that a contract was executed with 
the defendant, a foreign corporation with 
headquarters at Rotterdam, Holland, un- 
der which the latter was to deliver 100 
long tons of chloride of barium white 
crystalline at 5%c. per pound. Ship- 
ment was to be accompanied by the 
American consul’s certificate of purity. 

On March 23, 1920, the barium chlo- 
ride arrived aboard the steamship Man- 
churia and on the next day the plain- 
tiffs were presented with an invoice for 
220,077 pounds at the agreed price of 
$11,007.70. Contrary to the terms of the 
agreement, contends the buyer, an en- 
dorsed bill of lading drawn to the order 
of the Guaranty and Trust Co., of New 
York, together with the consul’s certifi- 
cate of purity, were forwarded with a 
sight draft for $10.773.11. 

Accordingly, the buyer asserts it asked 
for an opportunity to inspect and exam- 
ine the shipment to determine whether 
it conformed to the quality specified in 
the contract. It is alleged that the de- 
fendants, however, on March 24, in vio- 
lation of the contract sold the barium 
chloride to another concern. 
quality contracted for was 8'%c. per

At the time, says the plaintiff, the 
market price of the merchandise of the 
price. The plaintiff declares that the 
failure of delivery by the defendants 
caused it to sustain a loss of 3c. per 
pound and sues for $6,600, representing 
the aggregate amount.

SEEK TO SEPARATE 


Van Hauen & Fleissner Chemical 
Works in Action to Dissolve 
Partnership 


An action to dissolve the partnership 
of the Van Hauen & Fleissner Chemical 
Works, 11 and 13 Seabring street, Brook- 
lyn, was brought before Justice Kapper 
in the Supreme Court, that borough, last 
Wednesday, by the junior member of the 
firm. Mr. Fleissner also asked for an 
accounting of the transactions of the 
partnership and the appointment of 
either or both members of the firm as 
receivers. Justice Kapper named both 
partners receivers, with equal power to 
conduct the business. 

The partnership was formed on Sep- 
tember 27, 1918. The plaintiff states 
that no equitable division of the assets 
and good will of the business can be 
made without great loss to both parties 
except by the sale of the property and 
disposition of the proceeds. In _ his peti- 
tion he charged that the defendant ‘“‘has 
violated the partnership agreement and 
still does.” 

According to this agreement, the plain- 
tiff asserts, the monies received in the 
business was to be deposited in the bank 
and be subject to draft only over the 
signatures of both parties; but the 
money was deposited in the name of the 
defendant and subject to his draft only. 
The value of the business property is 
given at $35,000, and the liabilities of 
the concern $3,000. 

Mr. Van Hauen, in his answer to the 
petition, stated that he furnished the 
plant when the partnership was formed, 
and that the plaintiff agreed to contrib- 
ute $1,000 as his share, but gave only 
$200 and a note for the balance. He 
said that the business has prospered and 
has showed a profit each year so that 
the net assets of the firm are now in ex- 
cess of $25,000. He charged that the 
plaintiff interested himself in outside 
matters and was frequently away from 
the business. He said he never prevent- 
ed Fleissner from participating in the 
management of the business, and that 
prior to 1920 he kept the books and 
monies of the firm under his control with 
“ knowledge and consent of the plain- 
tiff. 


Amitalo Corporation Sued for $5,139 
for Alleged Breach of Contract 


Suit has been brought in the New York 
Supreme Court by the Paragon Sales 
Corporation against the Amitalo Corpo- 
ration for damages of $5 139.44, for al- 
leged breach of contract. The plaintiff 
alleges an agreement was entered into 
on February 6, 1920, under which the 
defendant agreed to sell 1,946 bags, con- 
taining 132 pounds each, of Brazilian 
white crystals. The price was $17.75 
ex dock to New York less five points 
brokerage.

Exports to Nearly All Countries of 
Europe in 1919—Prices and 


Catch 


BERGEN, March 15, 1999, 


The codfish catch in 1919 wag awaited 
with great interest, as there was Teago 
to believe that the season’s quality would 
be in great demand. However, jt s00n 
became evident that the exportation of 
fish to the different countries wag jm. 

ossible, and consequently the Norweg. 
an Government was forced to buy all 
the fish and herring. On the other han4 
beginning March 3 _ the — government 
ceased to purchase all fish oils, and from 
the date mentioned the oil market workeg 
independently without any intervention 
from the government. 


Exports of fish oils were made to most 
of the European countries, and anywhere 
oversea. Considerable quantities of jij 
were bought by the governments of the 
Central Powers, and there is good req. 
son to believe that the greater part of 
the season’s production was disposed of 
in this manner. 


The prospects for the 1920 catch 
bright. However, on account of the ih 
prices for fishing tackle the number of 
fishing boats will certainly be smaller 
than usual. It is generally supposed 
that the price of codliver oil will re 
main high as the demand is great and 
the stocks available are small. 

The making public of statistics was 
prohibited during the war. so it is im- 
possible to give in detail the quantities 
of oil exported. In 1919 there were ex. 
ported 35,639 barrels of medicinal oil,

DRUG AND CHEMICAL 


Trade of Japan Active in 1919, Es- 
pecially in Crude Botanicals— 

Exports in 1916-1918 

WASHINGTON, April 2, 

The centers of the drug and chemical 
trade of Japan are Osaka and Tokyo, 
through which ports passed a large pro- 
portion of the products, which were ex- 
ported in quantities valued at approxi- 
mately $28,000,000 in 1916. $33,000,000 
in 1917, and $37,000,000 in 1918. The 
imports of drugs and chemicals in 1916 
approximated $28,000,000; in 1917, $32,- 
000,000, and in 1918 exceeded the ex- 
ports, being valued at $39,000.000. The 
trade continued active in 1919, especially 
for sulphate of ammonia, for which the 
prosperity of the farmers has created an 
active demand for fertilizer. Various 
crude and botanical drugs are obtainable 
in Japan, such as ginseng, pyrethrum 
flowers, scopola root, valerian root, camo- 
mile flowers, and cocoa leaves, and such 
prepared botanical drugs as camphor, 
menthol crystals and oil, insect powder. 
quinine, iodine, aconite, and peach bark 
extract. 

On the other hand, many of the drugs 
and medicines in common use are im- 
ported. Patent medicines, which must 
pay a duty of 30 per cent. ad valorem, 
are sold by thousands of small druggists, 
as well as by maimed soldiers and other 
peddlers. Unless they contain poison 
they may be sold without prescription, 
after the government officials have ex- 
amined the formula and granted permis- 
sion. They are subject to an additional 
internal revenue tax of 10 per cent., 
which is also levied on medicines made 
in Japan but remitted for those exported. 

Patent medicines range in price from 
10 sen up, the average price being about 
50 cents. Preparations withstand the ef- 
fects of the moisture better if they are 


packed in tin or glass rather than card- 
board containers.

Syrups and Alcohols Not Permitted to

A law _of March 23, published in the 
Journal Officiel of March 25, 1920, ratifies 
the decree of December 29, 1919, which 
prohibited the importation of sugar, 
molasses, vat syrup (sirops de batterie), 
and foreign alcohols into Martinique, 
Guadaloupe and Reunion, and extends the 
application of the decree to French 
Guiana, states a cablegram from Com- 
mercial Attache Adams from Paris. A 
decree of March 23, published in the Jour- 
nal Officiel for March 25, 1920, removes 
the restrictions on the importation of 
sugar into all the French colonies except 
the above, and into a!l the protectorates 
except Tunis and Morocco.

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AMERICAN DRUGS 
SELL IN SWEDEN 


Steady Demand for Products 
Formerly Obtained in Eng- 
land and Germany. 


WASHINGTON, April 2, 1920. 

There has been lately a steady demand 
for drugs from the United States, which 
hitherto have been imported from Eng- 
land and Germany. The quantities need- 
ed, however, are comparatively small per 
capita, because of the very restricted sale 
of all drugs, for under the law prescrip- 





tions are absolutely necessary in each 
case. The trade is of the opinion, how- 
ever, that the demand lately shows a 
Steady and noticeable increase, which 


would justify a more liberal import, ac- 
cording to Consul Sholes at Goteberg, 
Sweden, 

As regards so-called salvarsan, there is 
a most serious opposition to be met on 
account of the very distinct predilection 
among Swedish medical men to use the 
original German product. This brand has 
always been obtainable in any quantity, 
even during the war, and at favorable 
prices. If, however, the American product 
can meet the keen price competition of 
the German, it is suggested that Swedish 
medical men and institutions be ap- 
proached by means of appropriate adver- 
tising, and further, that a generous sup- 
ply, free of charge, be offered for dis- 
tribution among the municipal hospitals 
of the country for free use, so that the 
Swedish medical profession may become 
acquainted with the use and advantages 
of the American product. 

It should be borne 
drugs must conform 
pharmaceutical law as to the degree of 
purity, composition. ete., which neces- 
sarily must be established by an analy- 
sis issued by proper and impartial Amer- 
ican authorities. 

Among other drugs which could be ad- 
vantageously introduced are senega root 
golden seal, sabadilla seed, and barbital. 
Barbital is now being imported in pack- 
ages weighing 0.5 of a kilo net, but as 
it is retailed in very small quantities it 


has to be repacked here in the retail 
stores. 


At present all sales of American drugs, 
as well as of other goods, are restricted 
by the very high rate of exchange. The 
freight rates are also unfavorable. The 
rate for drugs from New York to Gote- 
borg is at present (January 19) 1.25 
crowns per kilo ($0.335), while the rate 
from Great Britain is only 0.15 crown 
($0.04). It has therefore proved to be 
more advantageous for the Swedish im- 
porters to buy American drugs via Great 
Britain, owing to the more favorable 
rate of exchange for the poynd sterling 
and the almost insignificant eight rate. 

The wholesale houses here are accus- 
tomed to make payment upon receipt of 
the goods in a Satisfactory condition, but 
other terms could probably be arranged 
for first-class American products quoted 
at lower prices than are asked for others,

For the building de- 
pe which has been more or less 
dammed up for some time, is ap- 
parently about to burst with great 
force, and the actual construction of 
the buildings permitted for will be 
carried on. It is probable that the in- 
creased demand will pretty nearly 
match the increasing stocks, with the 
tendency perhaps towards a slightly 
easier supply situation. 

This same demand will call for bet- 
ter supplies of dry colors, and while 
the outlook for improved production 
in these lines is not so bright, yet there 
jg not much talk of any considerable 
advances, though certain few items 
which depend on chemicals, in short 
supply, will advance a little, and some 
of the imported earth colors will be 
affected by the growing difficulties of 
production and shipment in Europe. 


Advances made this week on ver- 
milion reds and para red toners are 
hardly to be considered as representa- 
tive of the dry color situation. Para 
red toners advanced to $1.90 a pound 
and vermilion reds to $1.65, due in each 
case to the stronger position of basic 
material. Green chromes are stronger, 
but.the same price quotations hold. 


In the field of minor paint materials 
increasing firmness is noted all along 
the line, which may or may not result 
in slight advances. Barytes are not 
quoted any longer, because producers 
feel that it is necessary to catch up 
with their deliveries before they can 
consider any more new business. But 
producers say that they expect to catch 
up in the not distant future. For one 
thing, the railroad situation, as it 
affects them, seems to be a little bet- 
ter than it has been recently. Blanc 
fixe is strong because of its scarcity, 
and prices on all the other minor paint 
materials are very firmly held. 


Following will be found a detailed

PIG LEAD AND SPELTER 


PIG LEAD.—Bidders and sellers are 
failing to agree on prices this week, 
and in consequence there is not very 
much actual business. The leading in- 
terest still asks 94c. per pound, New 
York, with 9c., Bast St. Louis, but the 
outside market, though a quarter of a 
cent below these prices, is still asking 
more than the trade, as a whole, is 
willing to pay. Bids are averaging 
around 8.70c., New York, and 8.45c., 
East St. Louis.

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PIGMENTS 


WHITE LEAD (Basic Carbonate).— 
The quiet tone of the pig lead market 
this week is reflected in the market for 
white lead and other lead pigments. No 
price changes were found necessary 
and there is little or no bullish talk. 
Producers are expecting more generous 
supplies of the raw material at figures 
that will be easier rather than stronger 
than those now prevailing. Demand for 
white lead is good and still beyond pro- 
ductive facilities, though the tenseness 
is not so great as two months ago. 
Prices now are as follows:—American, 
dry, in casks, 10% @l11c.; in oil, in 100. 
pound kegs, less than 500 pounds, 15%c. 
per pound; 500 to 2,000 pounds, 13.95c.; 
2,000 to 10,000 pounds, 13.61c.; 10,000 
to 30,000 pounds, 13.12c.; car lots, min- 
imum 15 tons, 12.98c. 

WHITE LEAD (Basic Sulphate).— 
Producers are still quoting 9% @10\c. 
a pound for white lead, basic sulphate, 
and the tendency is not towards 
stronger prices, with the lead market 
having its present easy tone. Demand 
is good, but the ratio between demand 
and supply is not so serious as for- 
merly. 

RED LEAD.—Red lead prices are 
still holding at the figures which have 
been prevaiilng for some time, though 
the tone of the market is a little easier 
than before. Producers are not anxious 
to strengthen prices under the present 
circumstances. It is expected that de- 
mand will grow stronger in the next 
month, but at the same time the sup- 
plies of raw materials are tending to 
improve. Prices are as follows:—Red 
lead, dry, in casks, remains at 124%@ 
12%c. Quantity quotations are:—In 
100-pound kegs, up to 500 pounds, 
15%c. per pound; 500 pounds up to

LITHARGE.—Litharge prices are un- - 


changed. The easier tone of the pig 
lead market has stopped the bullish 
trend of litharge for the time being, 
and the outlook is of a conservative 
nature at present. The present prices 
are as follows:—American powdered in 
casks is quoted at 11%@12%c. per 
pound. In 100-pound kegs, for less than 
500 pounds the price is 15%c. Other 
quantity prices are:—500 pounds up to 
2,000 pounds, 13.95c.; 2,000 pounds up 
to 10,000 pounds, 13.61c.; 10,000 pounds 
up to 30,000 pounds, 13.12c.; carload 
lots, minimum 15 tons, 12.98c. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—Though pro- 
ducers have not found it advisable to 
lower the price of orange mineral be- 
low the prevailing 15% @16%c. a pound 
there is a somewhat easier tone to the 
market that is hinting at a slight bear- 
ish movement in the near future. 

LITHOPONE.—Prices of lithopone 
are still ruling strongly at 8c. a pound 
for carlqad lots in barrels, with a frac- 
tion of a cent higher for smaller 
amounts and 7%c. for carload lots in 
bags. Producers are able to take less 
than half the business that is urged on 
them by impatient buyers. What busi- 
ness is taken is for prompt delivery. 
New contracts cannot be placed at this 
time, for producers are too well con- 
tracted ahead. 

ZINC OXIDE.—Producers of zinc 
oxide are asking and obtaining the 
same prices which have prevailed in 
the market without change for more 
than half of the new year. Demand 
from the automobile trade and other 
great users of oxide is very strong and 
is serving to maintain prices at the 
present level.

The market for other paint materials 
is very firm now, with producers sold 
well ahead and showing little desire 
for new business. sarytes, putty, 
casein, blane fixe, whiting, and all other 
items on the list are all in strong de- 
mand, but there is difficulty in getting 
sufficient supplies because of lack of 
raw materials in some cases, railroad 
car shortage in others, and a combina- 
tion of additional causes. 

BARYTES.—Producers say that there 
is slight improvement in the railroad 
situation, but that there are still so 
many handicaps to prompt shipment 
and full production that they are not 
able to accomplish the double purpose 
of filling contracts and taking on much 
new business, so they are cutting off 
the new business, As a matter of 
fact, there is really no barytes in large 
amounts for prompt delivery. Fixed 
contract prices have been withdrawn.

| stores market is in a very 
with turpentine quoted 
yrecedented prices and no sup- 
had, and rosin relatively 
weaker in price and with very slight 
supplies in sight. The end of the crop 
stocks almost gone at the 
primary markets, with no more stocks 
coming into sight. And the shipping 
tie-ups along the Atlantic Coast pre- 
yent the movement of such supplies as 
there are. Turpentine at $2.47@2.50 a 
gallon could not be had any more easily 
if twice the amount were offered, ex- 
cent perhaps for the smallest resale 
lots. The market is waiting for the 
relief which will come with the open- 
ing of the new crop year. The mere 
finishing of the strike would give little 
relief, for the small stocks that would 
become available would very quickly 
be absorbed. Substantial relief will 
come only with the fresh stocks of the 
1920 season. These should be consid- 
erbly better than they were last year. 
It was recently estimated that this 
year’s crop should be some 25 per cent. 
better than last year’s, but it is likely 
that the increase will be still greater. 
For there is more labor available now, 
and producers will be more willing to 
pay the necessary wages to secure this 
labor, because of the promise of con- 
tinued high prices during the present 
year. Turpentine brought in in 1920 
will not continue to fetch $2.50 a gal- 
lon, but the prices will be far greater 
than they ever were before. 

For rosin prices the outlook is good. 
Export demand to the Orient should 
be good, and to South America also, 
though there is good reason to fear 
that Europe will not be a heavy pur- 
chaser this year. 


TURPENTINE 


In the New York market the price of 
turpentine is nominally quoted at $2.47 
@2.50 a gallon. . 

This is the nominal price, but for all 
practical purposes it might just as well 
be $3 a gallon, for there is nothing to 
sell, that is, nothing beyond occasional 
sales of very small resale lots. Stocks 
have been entirely absorbed during 
the shipping tie-up, which is protracted 
far longer than was expected. It is not 
unlikely that nominal prices will ad- 
vance still more till the shipping tie- 
up ends. Such unprecedented rates 
were not dreamed of some months ago, 
but the market is doing unbelievable 
things these days. Yet when one sees 
the conditions responsible there is 
nothing amazing. A year of good de- 
mand was coupled with short crops, 
and was ended by a complete cutting 
off of supplies by this strike, which not 
only affects New York harbor but 
Savannah and the other ports along 
the coast.

ROSINS 

Practically no business is being done 
in the New York market because 
stocks are almost non-existent. The 
shipping tie-up makes it impossible to 
renew stocks. In spite of this statis- 
tical position prices on the whole have 
remained stationary, or actually fallen 
back because the demand is very light. 
The demand is light because buyers 
know that deliveries are out of the 
question, except for the smallest 
amounts. Little prospect of early re- 
lief is held out by the labor situation, 
for the strike apparently is growing 
more effective, and dealers are rather 
discouraged. Ships in the harbor have 
some rosin, but not very much, for 
there has also been interference with 
shipping in Savannah. 

When the shipping situation clears 
there will be some exporting to Japan 
and South America, though very nttle 
to Europe. By that time the new crop 
should be coming in. But there is 
every indication that prices will hold 
up well through the early part of the 
crop season, at least, for the demand 
will undoubtedly exceed the supply by 
a considerable figure, even with a crop 
totaling 25 per cent. more than last 
year’s. It must be remembered that 
there is no carry over this year as 
was the case last year.

The rosin market on the first day of this 
week was in the ‘‘nothing doing’’ stage, as no 
buyers had been in the market for several 
days, but on Wednesday the market was 
cleared of all the small lines that. had been 
offered and carried over for the few days pre- 
vious at only very small declines under the 
previous day’s figure. On every day since that 
time we find sales of very small lines, with 
one to three buyers bidding for same, offering 
slight advances for the different grades, to- 
day’s market was posted firm, with sales of 
only twenty barrels, which shows that at this 
time the receipts are very small. 

However, we do not think that all the rosin 
received is being offered on the market, as 
some are of the opinion that during the month 
of April there will be a better interest in this 
market, and higher prices may be expected. 
Those who feel this way may have good rea- 
son for believing so, because the stocks at 
this port are now about 19,000 barrels, and 
on this day a year ago the stock of turpen- 
tine was about 19,000 barrels, and the stock 
of rosin about 64,000 barrels. During this past 
year this very large supply of rosin carried 
over has been consumed and all the crop pro- 
duced during this past season, which shows 
that consumers of rosin will have to look to 
the new crop only this year to supply their 
demands. This may cause rosin of all grades 
to hold its own and bring a good figure the 
first months of the new season.

OIL PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER 


FEDERAL BUYING 
AND SELLING 


Reporter’s Articles Bring Explan- 
ations From Various Govern- 


ment Officials in Washington 


WASHINGTON, April 2, 1920. 
Secretary of Commerce Alexander ex- 
pressed considerable interest in the edi- 
torial of March 29 dealing with the sub- 
ject of the purchase of materials by one 


department of the government, while 
other branches of the government are 
selling the same sort of material. 


“IT have sent photostateu copies of the 
Reporter’s editorial on ‘Wasteful Gov- 
ernment Trading’ to the heads of the va- 
departments,” said 


rious government 
Judge Alexander, “but have as yet re- 
ceived no replies from them.” 


It is understood that Judge Alexander 
will hold the Reporter issue of March 29, 
with its editorial along the same gen- 
eral line as that above referred to and 
its list in parallel columns of goods be- 
ing bought and sold by the government 
at the same time, and use it to check 
up the reports from other departments. 

In connection with the government 
practice complained of, Chief Clerk Lib- 
bey of the Department of Commerce said 
that drugs and chemicals deteriorate if 
kept great lengths of time, that this per- 
haps accounts for the fact that the War 
Department is unloading great surplus 
stocks of such commodities and certain 
other departments are buying similar 
stocks. 

Mr. Libbey said that Congress passed 
a law a year or two ago providing that 
surplus government stocks should be 
taken off the hands of the departments 
concerned by other departments that 
might need them. Under that law the 
President issued regulations providing 
that the General Supply Committee 
should be a clearing house for surplus 
supplies of all kinds, and it is claimed 
that this is being done now. 

The General Supply Committee recent- 
ly called for bids on drugs and chemi- 
cals, paints, oils, hospital supplies, etc., 
of which some departments have sur- 
plus stocks, it is said. It is suggested 
that this act of the committee may be 
prompted by the fact that the contracts 
to be let on the basis of bids received by 
it are for furnishing materials during 
the next fiscal year beginning July 1. 
It is also stated that the fact that the 
committee is calling for bids does not 
prove that all of the articles bid on will 
be needed during the next year or will 
be bought. The practice is said to be 
to get bids on everything the depart- 
ments are likely to need, so that the best 
bidders will be known as government 
needs develop. If a thing is not needed 
it will not be bought, it is said, but the 
government wants to know where it can 
buy everything, and at what price, if 
needed. 

Another explanation suggested for gov- 
ernment sale of supplies it is at the same 
time buying, is that perhaps the surplus 
stocks are so situated that it would cost 
more in freight rates, ete, to get them 
to the point where they may be needed 
by other departments; that it is simpler, 
easier and cheaper to buy new stuff and 
sell the old stuff.

The disputed 
charges were based on a rate of 87% 
cents per 100 pounds and the complaint 
is based on the fact that there was a 


lesser rate contemporaneously in effect 
on cottonseed oil between the points 
mentioned.

Trade Commission’s Work 


Mr. Davies said that section 5 of the

deceive. He said in reply to questions 
that the Trade Commission has done 
great work that is not generally appre- 
ciated. His hobby, while on the commis-

Prosecutions should be carried out by 
the Depariment of Justice where neces- 
sary. Mr. Davies said. Results are de- 
sired instead of indictments and prose- 
cutions, he*added No criminal convic 
tions under the Sherman law have stuck, 
the witness said, because courts and juries 
are loath to convict for economic crimes 
One of the original purposes of the Trade 
Commission law, Mr. Davies said, had 
been to provide advice for business men 
in advance of action along lines of com- 
bination, but unfortunately it was not 
earried out. The Sherman anti-trust law 
is the fundamental bill of rights, Mr 
Davies said, but admitted it tends to 
prevent combinations even though they 
may be desirable. Any legislation now 
enacted, he urged, should take into ac- 
count the work of the commission in 
connection with misbranding. He sug- 
gesied the Trade Commission be called 
to testify. He admitted the commission 
has not considered misbranding cases 
involving foods and drugs except after 
the Agricultural Department had refused 
to act and that technical analyses of 
goods would probably have to be made 
by the Bureau of Standards, Bureau of 
Chemistry or other technical bureaus of 
the government even though the Trade 
Commission were charged with enforce- 
ment of the law. The latter should 
contain provisions defining misbranding, 
ete., and for criminal prosecution in cer- 
tain cases. 

The British marks act has led to few 
prosecutions, Representative French said. 


Mr. Davies promised to submit sugges- 
tions in concrete form as to amending 
the bill. 
Macdonald Testifies 

M. Q. Macdonald appeared in a dual 
capacity as lawyer and as stating the 
views of the paint and varnish industries 
on the question of misbranding, at the 
suggestion of a member of the commit- 


tee. Mr. Macdonald has an office here 
for the Unfair Competition Committee of 
the paint and varnish trades. 


He told the committee that the Paint 
Association of the United States had 
condemned misbranding as far back as 


1913, and quoted a resolution adopted on 
the subject at that time. A _ slight tol- 
erance should be allowed in zinc, it was 
said. Mr. Macdonald favored the gen- 
eral principles of the Rogers and Bark- 


ley bills. He has been in close touch 
with Mr. Davies with regard to the 
measures. He answered many questions 


asked by members of the committee. 
Some of them expressed the opinion 
that the French and Rainey bills are 
dead, but that the Barkley or Rogers’ 
bill, or a combination of them, might be 
acted upon favorably by the committee, 
but that action by the House can hardly 
be expected during this session of Con- 


gress.

Thus the efforts of 
friends of the Commerce Bureau do not 
seem to have borne the fullest fruition. 

The bill contains an appropriation of 
$4,500.000 for enforcing the national pro- 
hibition act and the narcotie act, an in- 
crease of $750.000 over appropriations 
for the current year for these purposes, 
but a decrease of $250,000 from the esti- 
mates for the next year.

GREAT SUMS, SAYS FRANKFORTER 





Falke Chart, on Which Payments Were Based, Overestimated Pro- 
duction, States Witness—Discusses Advantages of By- 


Product Oven—Alcohol 


WASHINGTON, April 2, 1920. 
Concluding his testimony on the settle- 
ment of government war contracts for 
toluol, G. B. Frankforter, of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, former major in the 


army, and now engaged in connection with 
ich settlements, made a strong plea for 
the substitution of by-product for beehive 


coke ovens, in order to prevent further 
waste of coal contents 

The government lost great amounts of 
money by using the Falke chart in set- 
ling the toluol contracts, according to 
Major Frankforter, testifying before the 
Graham Committee investigating war ex 
penditures That chart was based on a 


production of the maximum possible quan- 
tity of toluol There was a difference of 
10 per cent. in estimated production of 
toluol under the Falke chart and the real 
production The witness knew nothing of 
steps to revise toluol settlements. He is 
working on settlements of gas stripping 
plant contracts. Most of them have been 
settled in the compulsory order group. 
Most of these stripping plants were built 
by_ the government in city gas works. 
The President issued an order during 
the war commandeering all toluene, which 
continued from October, 1917, to July, 





1918 This was known as order 500, and 
wa succeeded by another order in the 
latter month. 

When toluene was completed the gov- 


ernment paid $1.50 per gallon for it, but 
questions arose what should be paid on 
the unfinished product. Major Frank- 
forter said this material is largely bezol. 
or light oil produced in the gas stripping 
process. He opposed paying for the 
toluene in that material and suggested 
paying for the material itself at cost, 
which was about 15 or 16 cents per gal- 
lon. This question is before the Board of 
Contract Adjustment of the War Depart- 
ment. The contractors want payment on 
the basis of toluene content. 


Frauds Being Probed 


The witness told the committee of cer- 
tain cases involving fraud on the govern- 
ment, which are being probed to the bot- 


tom. Chairman Graham asked the wit- 
ness to prepare a_e statement showing 
tolvol contracts, settlements under the 
Falke chart and otherwise. payments 
made, ete., in connection with the Jones- 
Laughlin Steel Co., and other concerns. 
Representative Jeffries asked the wit- 
ness about the vield of ammonium sul- 
phate. He said 25 pounds of sulphate per 


ton of coal used in by-product coke ovens 
is an excessive estimate. The witness 
said the Carnegie Steel Co. of Pittsburgh 
is producing, by its by-product coke ovens, 
60,000 gallons bezol per day and 4/10 gal- 
lon toluene and 23 pounds sulphate per 
ton of coal That company has 726 by- 
product coke ovens In round numbers, 
there are completed 19,000 by-product 
coke ovens in the United States. the wit- 
ness estimated. Chairman Graham said 
853 were building Januarv 1, making a 
grand total of about 11.000. 


The witness said the committee could 
do a lot of good by propaganda against 
the beehive coke oven. Normally. he said. 
America would consume 600,000,000 tons 
hituminous coal, of which 400,000,000 


tons is burned and by-products wasted. 
This would yield 2,224.000,000 units of 
1.900 cubie feet gas, which at 10 cents 


per 1,000 would mean $224,000.000 wasted ; 
3.600,000 gallons tar and toluene. which 
at 4 cents per gallon would amount to 
$144,000.000; ammonium gas 1,250,000 
tons, which at $60 per ton would amount 
to $75.000,6000: making a grand total of 
$443.000,000 per year, which would be 
recovered if all that coal were coked in 
by-product ovens. Members of Congress 
should urge substitution of by-product for 
heehive ovens, because 33 1-3 per cent. of 
the by-product of coal burned is now 
wasted. The production of ammonium

according to Frankforter’s testimony. If 
all coal were coked there would be enough 
ammonium to fertilize all the land in the 
country, Mr. Graham suggested.

Extraction of toluene from gas would 
reduce‘slightly the heating units, the wit- 
ness said.

MAY BE CHANGED 


Too Much Red Tape, Say Drug 
Trades—W ould Simplify 


Procedure 
WASHINGTON, April 2, 1920. 
tevision of portions of regulations 


Nos. 60 and 61 has been suggested to 


the Internal Revenue Bureau by repre- 
sentatives of the drug and related trades, 
following a conference here at which 
certain amendments offered to regula- 
tions No. 61 by the United States In- 
dustrial Alcohol Co. and the Manufac- 
turing Perfumers’ Association were 
thoroughly discussed. Regulations 61 
were issued for enforcement of title 3 
of the Volstead act. 

Included in the conference were W. L. 
Crounse, representing the perfumers 
and the Wholesale Druggists’ Associa- 
tion, who presided; Mr. McGovern, coun- 
sel for the United States Industrial Al- 
cohol Co.; President Spiehler of the Per- 
fumers’ Association; S. P. Henry of the 
Drug Trade Conference; Eugene Brok- 
meyer, representing the National Asso- 
ciation of Retail Druggists; R. C. Sto- 
fer of Norwich, N. Y., President Ameri- 
ean Drug Manufacturers’ Association; 
Frank A. Blair, Chicago, and Henry 
Thompson of this city, representing the 
Proprietary Association. 

At the conference among trade repre- 
sentatives it is reported that Mr. Mc- 
Govern presented amendments to the reg- 
ulations that were desired by his inter- 
ests, and these were supported by Mr. 
Spiehler. The matter was gone over 
fully and some of the amendments sug- 
gested were further changed to meet 
the views of some of the trade represen- 
tatives present. 

The purpose of the proposed revision 
of the regulations, it is stated, is to 
simplify the forms and procedure used 
by the Internal Revenue Bureau in con- 
nection with the distribution of indus- 
trial alcohol, including denatured alco- 
hol. It is complained that there is so 
much red tape surrounding the procedure 
of complying with the regulations as now 
drawn that the result is that users of 
aleohol like manufacturing perfumers 
and others can not get alcohol when 
and in quantities required, although they 
have permits. Frequently jobbers of al- 
cohol have not enough to supply the de- 
mands of large manufacturers and only 
a part can be delivered at one time. Un- 
der the regulations it is said long delay 
results in getting action on the applica- 
tion. 

The fear was expressed by some trade 
representatives that modification of reg- 
ulations 61 in some respects might af- 
fect the right of court review under the 
law and regulations 60. It was urged 
that this right be not jeopardized. The 
assembled trade representatives are un- 
derstood to have decided finally that 
amendments suggested at first to regula- 


* tions 61 should be submitted to the de- 


partment, for use in connection with re- 
vision of either regulations 60 or 61 in 
certain respects. 

After the trade conference a commit- 
tee representing it appeared before Dep- 
uty Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
Gaylord, acting for Prohibition Commis- 
sioner Kramer, and presented the conclu- 
sions of the conference and its sugges- 
tions. with draft of amendments pro- 
posed, ete. Mr. Gaylord is understood to 
have promised a reply within ten days. 


Fruit Juice Tax Too High, Grape 
Growers Tell Senate Sub- 


Committee 
WASHINGTON, April 2, 1920. 

A subcommittee of the Senate Finance 
Committee on Tuesday gave an execu- 
tive hearing to Congressmen from grape 
growing districts and representatives of 
grape industries, in support of the Haw- 
ley bill to reduce the internal revenue 
tax on fruit juices to two cents per gal- 
lon. Among those talking were Repre- 
sentatives Reed of New York, Shreve of 
Pennsylvania and Biggs of Ohio. The 
subcommittee was told that the present 
tax is altogether too high on fruit juice 
soft drinks. A hearing had previously 
been held on the fruit juice tax question 
some time ago, but the finance com- 
mittee has not seen fit to report the 
Hawley bill.

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NEW BOOKS 
ROGERS CHEMISTRY 


Third Revised and Enlarged Edition 
of Authoritative American Work 
Makes Appearance 


That the American chemical industry 
has made gigantic strides since 1915 is 
amply attested to by the third edition 
of “Industrial Chemistry,” which has 
just come to the reviewer’s desk. If 
any visual evidence were needed of the 
growth of this American industry, it can 
be found in ‘this authoritative American 
manual, edited by Allen Rogers, in 
charge of the chemistry department of 
Pratt Institute, Brooklyn, N. Y., and 
who counts among his collaborators men 
who are internationally known for their 
knowledge and pre-eminence in their 
chosen fields. 

The new volume contains 1,208 pages, 
exclusive of the index, as against 980 
pages in the second edition, and many 
new illustrations have been provided. 
Some of the material that appeared in 
the second edition has been eliminated 
in the present volume, but to offset this 
four entirely new chapters have been in- 
troduced. The section on white lead, by 
G. W. Thompson, has been amplified. 
It is to be regretted that no details were 
obtainable of the electrolytic method of 
manufacture, to which the author refers. 
However, if no information on_ this 
method has been obtainable, there is the 
description of the Euston process, which 
finds space in this edition. Several 
pages devoted to lead poisoning, and lead 
as a factor in other diseases, are found 
in the present edition, a feature that 
is new to the work. 

An entire new chapter has been added 
on turpentine and rosin from the pen of 
Charles H. Herty, editor of the Journal 
of Industrial and Engineering Chemistry. 
Other new chapters are devoted to the 
application of colloid chemical principles, 
dehydrated, dried and evaporated foods, 
and one on baking. 

Throughout the new volume one can 
find evidences of careful revision. We 
note that many of the typographical and 
grammatical errors that appeared in the 
previous edition have been corrected. 
For instance, on page 362 of the latest 
volume, which was 308 in the second 
edition, the word “other” has been in- 
serted before the word “chemical” in 
the first line of the last paragraph on 
that page. It is little things like this 
that denote the scrupulous care that has 
been exercised in preparing the third 
edition for the press.

The strike 
by longshoremen and tie-up of railroad 
orders are annoying shippers of fish 
and animal oils. Oriental herring oil 
No. 3 was quoted at 90c. per gallon in 
sellers’ tanks, f. 0. b. Pacific coast. 

MENHADEN OIL.—The menhaden 
oil market was quiet in the period that 
terminated, and factors in the crude 
market reported that buyers’ views 
were about 5c. lower than _ sellers’, 
Crude menhaden oil of Southern origin 
was quoted at 95c. per gallon, f. o. b. 
Baltimore, in barrels. Northern crude 
oil was quoted at 95c. in buyers’ tanks, 
fish factory. Buyers have been fairly 
active in the refined and bleached oil 
markets. Light pressed oil was quoted 
at $1.19 per gallon, New York; yellow 
bleached, $1.21; white bleached, $1.24@ 
1.29; blown, $1.39. 

The factors in the crude menhaden 
oil business estimate that costs to pro- 
duce it will be higher this year than 
last year.

SALMON OIL.—The salmon oil mar- 
ket was quiet in the week and stocks 
are not regarded as large. Some inter- 
ests expect to see a lessening in impor- 
tations of foreign oils. Oil was quoted 
at 90c. per gallon in sellers’ tanks, 
f. o. b. Pacific coast. 

SARDINE OIL.—The sardine oil 
market was firm in the period and 
stocks were light. Demand from users 
of this oil will be good in the impend- 
according to reports from 
commercial travelers. Oriental oil was 
quoted at 90c. per gallon in sellers’ 
tanks, f. 0. b. Pacific coast. 

SEAL OIL.—Sealing men in Canada 
are not encountering large packs and 
the packs are not as numerous as in 
former seasons, according to reports 
from factors in New York.

Lever Bros. Net Declines Declares 
Lord Leverhulme to Stockholders 
—High Costs Explained 


LONDON, March 15, 1920. 

In a recent address to the shareholders 
of Lever Bros., Ltd., at Port Sunlight, 
Lord Leverhulme said that the dividends 
of the company during the war and last 
year averaged less than in pre-war years, 
and were less than 214 per cent. on their 
turnover. He went on to show the tre- 
mendous increase in the cost of raw ma- 
terials. With regard to profits, laundry 
soap in the June quarter of 1914 showed 
10.83 per cent.; in December quarter, 
1919, it was 6.34 per cent; on laundry 
flakes, 1914, it was 10.23 per cent., and 
in 1919 1.25 per cent. ; toilet soaps showed 
12.9 per cent. in the first period and 11.13 
per cent. last year. 

He stated that the Brussels works of 
the company had fortunately been re- 
stored, and were in full operation, but 
their Lille works would be very difficult 
to remedy and they could not reopen 
them until May. The German works were 
still in the hands of the enemy. The 
created capital was now £100,000.000 and 
they would need it for their business in 
the future. The sharelfolders now num- 
bered over 80,000, which was the longest 
list of shareholders except in the case of 
one or two of the largest railways.

Following is the situation in the Seattle mar-

CHINA WOOD OIL.—This offering has been 
neglected by traders generally, and weaker 
ideas at primary shipping points made holders 
of local stocks willing to sell at less than was 
heard at the ciose of the previous week. There 
was no scramble to sell that could be said to 
indicate any bad break, but the week ended 
with spot stock in sellers’ tanks quoted off a 
cent at 23%@24c., while the c. i. f. list was 
down a half cent to 22-4c. Cables noting the 
easier situation at Oriental shipping points did 
not give any reason for this change in the 
situation, but several of the larger handlers 
here attributed it to nervousness over the slow- 
ness of the market during the past month or 
so. Fair sized arrivals were reported with 
plenty of rolling stock to handle the Eastern 
shipments. 





TEA OIL.—Advices that this product was 
easier at Oriental shipping point led to cuts by 
local holders during the week, and the close 
was off to I6e. on spot stock in sellers’ tanks. 
Cooperage sales also reflected this weakness, 





but the decline there was not so marked. A 
small increase in holdings is reported, but 
nothing to occasion any forced selling. 


COCOANUT O1L.—Cocoanut oil was one of

COPRA.—Tnere were not enough deals in this 
offering during the past week to lead to any 
change in the asking prices here, but this 
offering did share in the better undertone noted 
on cocoanut oil and closed quite firm at 10 
cents on spot in the sellers’ carrier and 916c. 
asked on c. i. f. deals. 

PEANUT OiL.—There was more of a selling 
movement on peanut oil during the past week 
and buyers were quick to learn this and so 
handled themselves as to attract all the bar- 
gains they could draw out. Prices were at 
their lowest in the middle of the week, but 
closed quota lly under those of the week be- 
fore. Most of the deals were again of the 
single tank order and—as was the case with 
China wood oijl—the start of the break could 
be traced to lower prices at the primary ship- 
ping point. The week c.osed only fairly steady, 
with spot in sellers’ tanks available at 21444 
21%c. while c. i, f. asking prices were off to 
204%2G420%c. as compared with 2lc. for the 
week previous. 

SESAME OIL.—The quoted ranges on this 
product failed to break in sympathy with the 
easier strides on peanut oil, but it was not 
noticable that practically no sales were closed 
at the upper ends of these ranges. The close 
was rather easy with spot in sellers’ tanks 
at 19@19\%c., and c. i. f. lots at 18@18%c. 
Cable advices reported no changes at primary 
shipping points. 

COTTONSEED OIL.—Chinese cottonseed oil 
broke early this past week to fully a half cent 
under opening prices, but more than regained 
this later so that the close presented no change 
from the week previous, when spot in sellers’ 
tanks was held at 18%@18%c., and the c. i. f. 
listing was 17%@18c. From the way large 
users came in at the low mark of the week 
it was apparent that the flurry savored of a 
buying raid. 

SOYA BEAN OIL.—Further.declines on bean 
oil were again the rule during the past week, 
not a little of this being attributed to drives 
on the part of buyers to make Oriental holders 
nervous as to the future outlook. The week 
closed with spot in sellers’ tanks off three- 
quarters of a cent to l6c., while the c. i. f. 
list was down the same amount to 15%c. There 
were actual sales made at both of these prices, 
with deals averaging between three and five 
tanks. 

PERILLA OI1L.—Sympathetic weakness de- 
veloped on this offering during the past week, 
but there was a notable absence of trading 
of suflicient volume to bring about any big 
change in the quotations. Spot in sellers’ tanks 
was being held at 21@21%c. at the close with 
ec. i. f list of 20%c. on tops and 19%@20c. on 
ordinary commercial grades. Stocks here con- 
tinue light, 

CASTOR OIL.—This industrial might have 
broken a little in price during the past week 
had there been any demand for it, as stocks 
have been increasing some of late. In the 
absence of such provocation, the market closed 
steady at the old prices of 17%c. on spot in 
sellers’ tanks and 16%c. on the c. i. f. list. 

RAPESEED OIL.—There were more sales of 
this oil during the past week than have been 
made in some time and the prices stiffened 
perceptibly. As a result spot in sellers’ tanks 
was held at 19\%c. at the close, and actual 
deals had been reported at this figure as well, 
while the c. i, f. market was up a cent to 
194c ‘Water white’’ sold as high as 19\c. 
in the early part of last week, and this grade 
seems in good demand again. 

HEMPSEED OIL.—Continued lack of interest 
leaves the prices on this oil without any 
changes from the week previous, when spot 
in sellers’ tanks was held at 18%c. and c. i. f.

It becomes more 
apparent that muc h of the trading during re- 
cent months has been in paper rather than 
oil, and when the contracts mature it is diffi- 
cult to judge what result it may have on the 
market, and large operators are apparently 
moving cautious under present conditions. 

PEANUT OI1L.—This oil has sold as low as 
19c. c. i. f. in cases and 20%c. in sellers’ tank 
cars, although it is difficult to find buyers in- 
terested even at these low limits. There js a 
tendency, however, for Oriental prices to more 
nearly approach buyers’ ideas than for some 
time past, and if cottonseed oil regains some 
of its lost prestige, it is possible a considerable 
business might be done in peanut oil shortly. 
COCONUT O1L.—This oil was a prime favo- 
rite at 17%%c. during the early part of the week, 
with some of the larger holders indicating the 
possibilitiy of 18c, and 18'z,c. per pound. The 
position of this oil appears to be quite strong, 
and with copra difficult to obtain at less than 
9%c. per pound, still higher prices are looked 
for. 


CHINA WOOD OIL.—Buyers have been out 
of the market for some time, and as some 
rolling distressed lots have been sold as low as 
%c., practically no trading has been done. 
The market for futures is still nominally 23%¢c. 
to 23%c., with prices at the primary market 
still higher. 

PERILLA OIL.—This oil has taken a new 
lease of life apparently as a result of the in- 
creased price of linseed oil, and several lots 
have sold in barrels at 21%c. Pacific coast. 
Further lots are still available at 2lc. 

RAPESEED OIL.—This oil is still available 
at 2l'%sc. in barrels, but buyers are showing no 
interest. 

ORIENTAL COTTONSEED OIL.—An_ offer 
was noted in the market of four sellers’ tank 
cars at 124sc, per pound, but as no guarantee 
was given of free fatty acid content, buyers 
refused to counter. 

COPRA—Is nominally 9%c. per pound, with 
many inquiries in the market, but no stocks 
are available at present. 

VEGETABLE TALLOW.—The same dispar- 
ity in prices still obtain and no business is 
passing. 


JAPAN OIL MARKET 


TOKIO, Japan, Feb. 16, 1920. 


CHINAWOOD OIL-—Is dull and featureless. 
Linseed oil is also heavy and immobile. The 
former is quoted at 29 yen per case, while the 
latter is offered at 29 yen or a little lower. 

COCOANUT OIL—Is almost entirely out of 
demand, and hardly any transactions for big 
parcels are reported. The price is weak, but 
holders are maintaining their high price—46 
yen per picul—on the ground that the visible 
stock in the market is exceedingly small, there 
being little prospect for its early replenishment. 

COD OIL—Is hardly inquired after by foreign 
buyers and the market is strictly confined to 
this country at present. However, the stock is 
small and the price is maintained. Refined is 
quoted at 8.20 yen per can. 

COPRA—Is extremely dull and inactive. Even 
a nominal price is not quoted However, the 
official trade returns for January record a fair 
import of copra The value of the month's 
importation is placed 241,000 yen. 

HERRING OIL—Is in fair demand at home 
and its price is pretty well maintained. Re- 
fined oil is quoted at 7.50 yen per can. Crude 
is quoted at 7 yen per can. However, inquiries 
from overseas are falling off and hardly any 
substantial transactions are reported. Shark 
oil and sardine oil are featureless. Both are 
offered at the same figures as herring oil 

PEANUT OIL—Is quite dull and inactive. 
Only rarely is substantial business reported. 
However, the price is kept to the high level of 
58 yen per picul because, owing to the boom in 
Silver, the cost of Chinese peanuts is rapidly 
increasing and oil mills are forced to suspend 
their supply. 

PERILLA OIL—Is quiet and immobile be- 
cause paint manufacturers in this country 
whose business is slack make no active de- 
mand, while foreign inquiries are still far from 
aving recovered. The price is maintained only 
On account of the mills’ strong attitude. The 
—— ranges between 29 yen and 29.50 yen per 
OnATESEED OIlL—Is weak and_ unsettled. 
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close of January the price threatened to cross 
the level of 38 yen per picul, but demand from 
Europe and the United States has been too 
slack to help in the maintenance of this soar- 
ing: tendency. Inquiries are often received, but 
do not mature into big business. Therefore the 
oil is now losing its strength and its market is 
often betraying a weak disposition. The price 
has also slackened off a little to 37.50 yen per 
picul. 


WHALE OIL, REFINED—Is quoted at 9 yen 
per can, and it is believed by the market that 
no change will be observed in the price practi- 
cally all through the present season. The ex- 
port of this oil is exceedingly dull and inactive, 
and holders depend only _on demand from do- 
mestic users for the present.

Texas Railways Now Prohibit Ship- 


ments to Louisiana Except 





on Permit 
DALLAS, Tex., April 2, 1920. 

The Texas Cottonseed Crushers’ Asso- 
ciation advises its members that the 
Texas & Pacific Railway has placed an 
embargo against the transportation from 
any Texas point of any cottonseed, seed 
cotton, or cottonseed products. not in- 
cluding oil, destined for any Louisiana 
point. This is because of the quarantine 
established by the State of Louisiana 
against these products from Texas, ex- 
cept upon permits from the Department 
of Agriculture of Louisiana, at Baton 
Rouge. 

The M., K. & T. Railway has a simi- 
lar embargo. While other roads declare 
the local agents have not as yet received 
notice of such embargoes for their lines, 
in due time it is expected that the em- 
bargo will be laid, as the quarantine has 
been effective since March 10, 1920. 

Roads with embargoes will not accept 
such commodities for transportation un- 
less the necessary permit is ‘submitted 
along with the shipment. 

Arkansas has placed the quarantine 
against all cotton and cottonseed and 
eottonseed products from Texas destined 
for any Arkansas point. Permission 
to make shipments must be obtained 
from the Arkansas State Plant Board at 
Little Rock, Ark. 

T. & P. agents announce that the em- 
bargo provisions apply to all shipments, 
even those intended for export through 
New Orleans port. or for transportation 
into some other State, through the State 
of Louisiana.

GARLAND BILL OPPOSED 


Probable That Measure Giving Re- 
lief to Mineral Producers May 
Not Pass 


WASHINGTON, April 2, 1920. 

Representative Garland of Pennsyl- 
vania, chairman of the House Commit- 
tee on Mines and Mining, and author of 
the bill giving war minerals producers 
the right of appeal from the awards of 
the War Minerals Relief Commission to 
the United States Court of Claims, is op- 
posed by leaders of the House of Rep- 
resentatives. The outlook for its pas- 
sage is regarded as bad at present. 

tepresentative Mondell of Wyoming, 
Republican leader of the House, opposes 
the bill because he says he fears that it 
would involve a great deal of expense; 
that the Court of Claims would have to 
set up a staff of engineers and other ex- 
perts to carry out the purposes of the 
bill. This means that it would be im- 
possible to get the bill up by unanimous 
consent. 

Mr. Garland has conferred with Rep- 
resentative Madden of Illinois, chairman 
of the Steering Committee of the House, 
who says that the minerals producers 
have already received a fair deal; that 
the commission has worked hard, thor- 
oughly and honestly, and that they are 
not entitled to get any more, or to have 
an appeal. Mr. Madden’s opposition 
means that the Committee on Rules

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would probably not report a special rule 
for consideration of the bill, Mr. Garland 
admits. 


GERMAN EXPORTS 


Will Be Peace 
Terms Are Modified, Says C. C. 
Speiden, Returning From 
Abroad 


If the Treaty terms are not 
modified sufficiently, said C. C. Speiden, 
who has just returned from three 
months’ Iuropean travel for Innis, 
Speiden & Co., Germany will be unable 
to export the things which the world 
demands. 

He found German industries greatly 
handicapped for lack of the coal which 
is being sent to France under the terms 
of the treaty, and the industrial break- 
down is intensified by the wretched con- 
dition of the railroads, which are crip- 
pled for lack of rolling gtock, lubricat- 
ing oil and other causes. 

Mr. Speiden stated that the present 
political disturbances in Germany were 
a reaction to the poverty and hunger. 
Though wages have increased five and 
six times, the mark has so depreciated 
that the worker’s purchasing power is 
less than before. Till Germany is given 
some encouragement by the Allies in the 
shape of a definite modification of the 
treaty terms, there is little chance for 
improvement, he said. 

Germany must and should pay for the 
damage she has wrought, but the amount 
must be such that payment is possible. 
And they must be given the raw mate- 
rials without which the great labor 
power of the nation is ineffective.

Carbon Black in Tire Making 


r+ e increasing use of carbon black in 
ss Soctare of automobile tires, Mr. Carr 
explained that the addition of earbon black to 
the rubber résulted in an increase of tensile 
strength in the tire from 4 to 26 per cent., 
depending on the amount usé d. It also gives 
superior resiliency to tires fe 3 the addition 
of carbon black increases the life of a tire but 
10 per cent.,”’ he added, ‘‘this wovld result 
in a saving of $80,000,000 a year to automobile 
owners.” 
Defenders of the use of natural gas in the 
manufacture of carbon black assert that this 
use of natural gas actually has been a con- 
servation measure, in that it has resulted in 
some good use of the natural gas fuel, where 
it otherwise would have been entirely wasted. 
On the other hand, it is admitted that the 
making of carbon black is a wasteful use of 
this valuable fuel, but, as Mr. Carr pointed 
ovt, “no other known pigment is as smooth 
and free from grit and has anywhere near as 
great covering qualities a 

“Carbon black manufacturers have followed 
the opening of virgin natural gas fields,’’ said 
Mr. Carr. ‘‘They have had to, because the 
short life of all natural gas fields has pre- 
vented the making of carbon black in any one 
field for other than a short period of time.”’ 


Double Gasoline Production 


He told the Natural Gas Conservation Com- 
mittee that the firm he represented had begun 
the absorption of gasoline from natural gas 
about three years ago; that last year they 
produced 1,000,000 gallons of high-grade gaso- 
line for blending with low-grade gasoline, and 
in 1920 would more than double this gasoline 
production. The remaining natural gas is then 
used for the making of carbon black 

The quality of the carbon black is dependent 
on many factors, the higher grades of carbon 
black being produced by the consumption of 
the greatest amornt of natural gas per pound 
of carbon black. Much of the carbon content 
of natural gas is not recovered as carbon black, 
admitted Mr. Carr, who asserted that if larger 
quantities of carbon black are taken from the 
natural gas that it results in an inferior prod- 
uct, and one not suitable for high-grade print- 
ing work, especially half-tones and illustra- 
tions. 


Neal Discusses Carbon Black 


Commenting on the economics of the carbon 
black industry, and discussing the justification 
for extensive use of natural gas in the manu- 
facture of carbon black, Roy O. Neal writes 
as follows in the Bureau of Mines Reports of 
Investigations :— 

“It is generally conceded that the most use- 
fvl purpose that natural gas can be applied to 
is for domestic consumption, but whether gas 
is of greater economic value for the manu- 
facture of carbon black than for other indus- 
trial uses is a question that must be decided 
on the basis of conditions existing in each 
locality in which a large supply of natural gas 
is available. 

“The utilization of low-pressure gas, dis- 
charge gas from natural gas gasoline plants, 
gas in isolated districts, and fields which have 
been abandoned by other gas companies on 
account of low pressure, for the manufactvre 
of carbon black, is in reality often a conserva- 
tion measure and is preferable to the com- 
mon practice of letting the gas go to waste

be made for a sufficient incentive to induce 
enterprise. Keeping gas in the ground for an 
indefinite period ties up money and resources 
m an vnremunerative way.

istics as to flocculence, strength of color and 
physical structure. These blacks are made by 
one of the following methods:— 


1. Formation by direct contact of a flame 
upon a depositing surface. 

2. Production by combustion of an oil, tar, 
etc., in an inadequate supply of air. The soot 
is allowed to slowly settle out on the floors and 
the walls of the collecting chambers. 


3. Carbonization of solids and subsequent 
reduction to a state of small subdivision. 

4. Production by heating carbonaceous 
vapors or gases to a decomposition temperature 
by external heating, with or without air in the 
forming chamber. This is usually referred to 
as cracking or thermal decomposition. 

Each black has its specific use that in most 
cases can not be met by another black. It is 
often difficult to apply the usual tests to de- 
termine which to use on account of the modi- 
fication in properties upon combination with 
other substances. In what follows the black 
resulting from the incomplete combusion of 
natural gas is taken up and is designated as 
carbon black, although often in the trade it is 
referred to as gas black, natural gas black, 
ebony black, jet black, hydrocarbon black, 
satin gloss black and silicate of carbon. 


Production in 1918 


The estimated production of carbon black for 
the year 1918 was 43,500,000 pounds, of which 
30,000,000 pounds was manufactured in West 
Virginia and only 1,500,000 pounds was manu- 
factured in Oklahoma. This year will prob- 
ably show a decrease in production of West 
Virginia and a material increase for Louisiana, 
where a large number of plants have recently 
been built. In the Monroe, La., gas field, 
which is probably the largest in the world to- 
day, the gas can be obtained for 2 cents per 
1,000 cubic feet, whereas in West Virginia the 
carbon black operators are paying about 3 
cents. The industry is necessarily a migratory 
one and usually finds its home in an isolated 
district where there is an abundant supply of 
gas with insufficient marketing facilities 
Judging from plant production the average 
yield of carbon black in pounds per 1,000 cubic 
feet is probably 0.85 for Louisiana, 1.10 for 
West Virginia, 1.1 for Oklahoma and 1.4 for 
Wyoming.

Under other uses are paint, carbon paper, 
typewriter ribbon, tarpaulins, carriage cloth, 
block leather, paper, bookbinders’ board, shoe 
polish, electric composition insulators, celluloid, 
buttons, etc. At present the export trade is 
small, pending the establishment of a stable 
basis of credit with Germany and Austria, but 
considerable quantities are shipped to England, 
France, Japan and China. During pre-war 
times one-third of the annual production was 


exported. 
First Made in 1872 


The first carbon black, made in 1872, sold at 
$2.50 per pound. This price rapidly decreased 
until it reached the low mark of 5 cents per 
pound in 1912. In 1915 support was given the 
carbon black market when the beneficial re- 
sults of the use of carbon black in rubber tire 
making was discovered. ‘The market price of 
carbon black has increased and has not since 
fallen below 8 cents; during the past two years 
it has sold for as much as 16 cents. The grade 
of black above mentioned is that used by the 
rubber and newspaper ink trade, and consti- 
tutes the bulk of the production, although 
there are some grades, such as the Peerless 
black, that bring as much as 35 cents at the 
present time. The latter is used in limited 
quantities in making embossing and high-grade 
lithographic ink. 


When planning the construction of a carbon- 
black plant information in the following points 
should be obtained:—Distance from railroad or 
navigable stream, depth of wells, thickness of 
gas-bearing strata, gas pressure, gasoline con- 
tent and knowledge as to whether gas is 
casinghead or dry, amount of proven territory, 
history of field, drilling practice, location of 
field in regard to large centers for domestic 
and industrial distribution of gas, distance 
from large trunk pipelines for transportation 
of gas, open flow capacity of gas wells on 
prospective leases, and a test on the richness 
of gas for the approximate quantity of carbon 
black that one expects to procure per 1,000 
cubic feet. 

The carbon black value is determined either 
by chemical analysis of the gas or by a test 
apparatus in which a known quantity of gas is 
burned and the carbon black that is deposited 
upon a plate is collected and weighed. By 
chemical analysis the yield of carbon black is 
computed from the percentage of ethane, heat- 
ing value and the carbon content. Louisiana 
gas contains 3.44 per cent. ethane, has a heat- 
ing value of 962, a carbon content of 33.8 
pounds per thousand and only 0.8 of a pound 
is obtained per thousand cubic feet, whereas 
Wyoming gas, which contains 43.1 per cent. 
ethane, has a heating value of 1176 and a 
carbon content of 44.3 pounds per thousand, the 
yield is 1.4 pounds. There are four commer- 
cial processes of making carbon black, classi- 
fied according to the quantity of carbon black 
prdouced. The order is as follows:—Channel, 
small disc, large plate and roller processes,

While the 
traffic managers railed against the un- 
toward situation, sales managers in all 
offices visited during the period re- 
ported a large volume of business. 
Prices held up steadily and for the 
most part the tendency was upward 
throughout the period. Weakness was 
rare and to be found in a few items 
of minor import. Generally, the entire 
drug list responded to a week of steady 
consuming inquiry not unmixed with 
a considerable export business, en- 
couraged by the position of foreign 
exchange. 

Among the crude drugs the usual in- 
terest was present in elm bark, nux 
vomica, buchu leaves, senega root, in- 
sect powder and kindred materials. 
Undercurrents pointed toward either 
steadily maintained position or further 
advances on shrinkage of the small 
holdings on the spot. On the other 
hand, turns in buyers’ favor were 
noted in cassia fistula, kola nuts, black 
haw bark of root, saffron flowers, blood 
and orris root. 

Such materials came in for the 
greatest share of attention on spot. 
Interest continued to be turned to- 
ward the future developments, how- 
ever. Importers of foreign botanicals 
stated that recent advances in foreign 
exchange illustrated the gambling 
thance which must be taken when 
buying abroad. Of course, where ex- 
change has had to be covered at the 
higher rates, the net landed cost has 
been sharply increased over the prices 
apparently in force when the goods 
were originally accepted. In fact, the 
entire basis of trade has changed. 
Three or four weeks ago _ foreign 
sellers were anxious to quote only in 
dollars, while the domestic importers 
insisted on quotations in foreign cur- 
rency. At present it is almost im- 
possible to get the foreign shipper to 
quote in dollars. Realizing the up- 
turn of his own money has made for 
increased profits through the medium 
of improved exchange, he has aban- 
doned quoting in dollars and cents. 
This naturally has resulted in higher 
priced goods landed here. 

While conditions have thus been agi- 
tated and unsettled in the fore ign crude 
drug markets, domestic c rudes tended 
quieter, although fully sustained for 
the most part on the spot. The gath- 
ering season has just begun and its 
influence may even now be felt. In 
en? sellers are prone to un- 
aman <* cautiously.

ACETONE.—Following an advance 
in acetate of lime to the basis of 34c. 
per pound, acetone was moved sharply 
upward and producers now quote 19% 
@21c. per pound, according to quantity. 

ALCOHOL. — Wood alcohol was 
sharply advanced by producers in the 
middle of the trading period. The up- 
lift amounted to 30c. per gallon above 
prices previously obtaining when real 
business was transacted. The advance 
was caused by underproduction of 
crude in the country. It has been esti- 
mated that the crude plants have been 
operating at 30 to 40 per cent. capacity. 
The reduction was caused by fuel 
shortage, snow, freezing and lack of 
labor to cut wood. The snow has about 
disappeared but the plants are away 
in the back woods and on narrow 
gauge railroads, fuel has not been 
brought either in or out and as a re- 
sult most of the plants have been shut 
down or were idling along. 

Another phase of the situation is the 
fact that wood is cut from one and a 
half to two years ahead. At present 
it is next to impossible to get workers 
and mechanical cutting devices are be- 
ing developed to take the place of 
men. As most of the trade look for bad 
times two years from now—hbad at 
least in the sense that prices will al- 
most certainly contract from the pres- 
ent too inflated position—as this re- 
duction is expected, the prices charged 
on wood alcohol at present are in- 
tended to cover the losses which may be 
entailed by sharp declines within the 
next two years. Labor is very high at 
present, demand from farms and road 
improvement work is such as to make 
the former wood cutter independent 
and possessed of a choice as to his oc- 
cupations.

QUICKSILVER Advanced sharply 
by the selling agents of the American 
mines following coincident uplift in the 
London market. At the moment the 
price is $103 per flask and the metal is 
said to be firm at this position.

QUININE.—Quiet and uneventful at 
the moment.

The American manufacturers report 
that they have reduced their export 
business sharply in order to take care 
of the domestic requirements of the 
trade. It appeared that the supply of 
bark now coming forward from Java 
was not sufficient to allow a free ex- 
port without suffering on the part of 
domestic consumers. Hence a policy 
of retrenchment as concerned export 
shipments was adopted by the leading 
producers. While importations of bark, 
all kinds included, showed a sharp rise 
over those of the previous year, it has 
been stated that shipments of South 
American bark have increased, while 
the landings of high-test Java bark 
have shown little improvement. Owing 
to the absurd manner in which records 
of imports of bark are kept, it is im- 
possible quickly to ascertain the offi- 
cial ratio between South American and 
Java shipments. These conditions were 
mentioned in order to place before the 
consuming trade in this country the 
reason why domestic producers still 
quote 90c. per ounce, while the Java 
sulphate is available at from 2c. to 10c. 
per ounce under that figure. 

SUGAR COLORING.—An advance is 
anticipated owing to sugar shortage. It 
is understood that some producers have 
made the advances already, and the 
movement is expected to be unanimous 
within a short time. At the moment 
$1.05@1.13 per gallon is quoted, but the 
price is subject to confirmation. 

SU LPHONMETHANE. — Reduced 
sharply by the makers owing to steady 
spread of competition.

CALABAR.—Quiet at the moment 
and quoted firm on the basis of 35@40e. 
per pound. Consumers appeared to be 
fairly well supplied at the present time, 
and inquiry was largely of a jobbing 
order. 

CASTOR.—Quotations were reported 
on the basis of 6@7c. per pound, de- 
pending on quality, quantity and sellers 
of the beans. Advices received from 
Caleutta, India, stated that demand 
and sales for export are nil. Sales are 
passing in Bengal and up-country sorts 
at Rs. 7 to Rs. 8 annas 4 per Bombay 
maund, weight, with gunnies, for local 
requirement according to quality and 
quantity without guarantee of refrac- 
tion or “Hoomkah” for prompt deliv- 
ery, ex-sellers’ warehouses in town and 
Howrah Railway freight house on the 
“cash system” generally. For clean 
Bimlipatam and Cocanada seeds, ap- 
proximate rates are Rs. 20 and Rs. 19 
per bag of two maunds, with gunnies, 
respectively, landed in Calcutta. The 
season is over. Offerings small. New 
crop is expected shortly. 

VANILLA.—Vanilla underwent little 
change during the week. So far as 
could be judged from domestic condi- 
tions, the supply available at this time 
is comparatively small and below the 
actual consuming requirements of the 
domestic trade. The position of foreign 
manufacturers of chocolate and flavor- 
ing extracts is well known, still ob- 
tains, and tends to become more criti- 
cal as time goes on and European sup- 
plies are consumed. At the close of the 
trading period a cable arrived from 
London stating that there had been 
considerable interest displayed in va- 
nilla at the vanilla auction held early 
in the period. From this cable it was 
learned that long Seychelles sold at 15s. 
per pound. On the New York spot the 
following prices obtained at the close 
of the trading period:—Mexican, whole, 
$4.50@5.50; Bourbon, $2.85@3.25; Ta- 
hiti, $2.50 per pound. 


Berries 

CUBEB.—At the recently established 
levels, cubeb berries were said to have 
held firm and well maintained through- 
out the entire trading period. Supplies 
on the spot are not large, and sellers 
report a steady consuming inquiry for 
all offerings. Powdered form of the 
material seemed particularly difficult 
to secure in some directions owing to 
conditions affecting the drug mills. At 
the close the following prices were 
quoted: Ordinary, $1.351b1.40; XX, 
$1.50@1.55; powdered, $1.40@1.45 per 
pound. 

JUNIPER. Reported firmer, al- 
though quotably unchanged at the end 
of the business period. Sales were ef- 
fected at 54%c. per pound, and the busi- 
ness came easier at that price than has 
been the case under competition of a 
late date. However, at the end of the 
week 5@7ec. per pound represented the 
market range. 

SAW PALMETTO.—Steady at the 
recent decline. Sellers said that inquiry 
was for jobbing lots alone and that at 
the moment the market was compara- 
tively easy at l6c. per pound as the in- 
side position. Up to 18c. per pound was 
asked, according to seller and quantity. 


Flowers 


ARNICA.—Although bullish views 
were not lacking on the spot, it is un- 
derstood that the actual spot market 
price is still 34@37c. per pound, de- 
pending on seller and quantity of flow- 
ers in demand. Up to 40c. per pound 
was asked. It is understood that it is 
possible to replace present stocks on 
the basis of 30@32c. per pound, c. i. f. 
New York. 

INSECT POWDER.—According to 
seller, prices varied slightly on the spot 
durin gthe past week. For goods 100 
per cent. pure, it was rumored that 95c. 
per pound could be done, although the 
general asking price was $1 per pound, 
On powder running 50 per cent. flowers 
and 50 per cent. stems, 70@75c. per 
pound was said to be the market. So 
far as could be learned, no further buy- 
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ing in Japan was being concluded for 
American account, European require- 
ments seemed fairly well taken care of 
for the time being at least, and while 
demand in America is steady, import- 
ers look for a drop in Japanese ship- 
ment prices. 

LAVENDER.—Selected lavender flow- 
ers have become a scarce article on 
the spot. It is understood that offer- 
ings from France have been almost if 
not quite nil and that until a new 
crop of flowers can be marketed at 
Marseilles little beyond high prices is 
to be expected. On the New York spot 
80@35c. per pound was asked, accord- 
ing to quality. Ordinary flowers were 
more available and were noted at 18@ 
24c. per pound, depending on how ordi- 
nary. 

SAFFRON.— Valencia saffron declined 
sharply during the trading period and 
while open offers were pegged at $16.50 
per pound, firm offers under sales con- 


ditions were not lacking at $16 per 
pound and at that price it is under- 
stood that business was transacted. 


Offers from the primary market were 
obtained at lower prices, recently land- 
ed goods were depressed by the to- 
arrive position, and hence the lowered 
tone of affairs was reflected by the de- 
cline to $16@16.50 per pound, the clos- 
ing quotations for the week. 


Herbs and Leaves 
BONESET.—Herb was reported in- 
side at 15@16c. per pound, although 
rumor had it that 14c. per pound could 
still be done with a firm order in hand. 
Leaves were still available at 16@17c. 
per pound but inquiry was restricted to 


jobbing proportions and little beyond 
this was transacted. 
BUCHU.—Most interest of the mo- 


ment is centered on the projected ar- 
rival of a boat from Cape Town—said 
boat thought to be carrying some badly 
needed buchu leaves to the spot. Vari- 
ous estimates of the extent of the 
landing have been made. Such range 
from 100 bales down to the conserva- 
tive figures of 10 bales. One factor 
who is usually fairly successful in 
foreseeing figures of such landings put 
his guess in at not more than 20 bales. 
Possibly as the boat is said to be close 
by, the ouija board might give an in- 
side tip as to the proper attitude— 
bullish or bearish. It has further been 
stated that at least 50 per cent. of the 
landing has already been sold. That is 
certainly bullish enough, according to 
an importer who was inclined to shave 
twigs down to 331-3 per cent. Be the 
eventuality as it may, the pressing fact 
is that at the present time there is 
mighty little buchu available; that the 
two or three bales available are being 
held at $3.75@4 per pound, and al- 
though the inner price is quoted, it is 
doubtful that goods could actually be 
obtained at less than $4 per pound. 
A large consuming interest is short and 
this served to keep the kettle boiling 
merrily. In the meantime, field glasses 
have been furbished up, spy glasses 
resurrected, and a sharp watch kept for 
the horizon smoke of the vessel from 
Cape Town. 

LAUREL.—Quiet, although quoted 
inside at an advance of 4c. per pound 
above the prices named at the end of 
the previous week. Stocks were lib- 
eral and competition considered very 
active owing to the fact that consum- 
ers appear to be well supplied at the 
present time. While open market 
quotations were named at 7@7%c. per 
pound, rumor had it that this might 
be shaded if a firm order should be 
presented. 

MARJORAM.—Depression continued 
an active factor in the spot develop- 
ments of the week. It is understood 
that offerings of French goods were 
fairly free on the basis of 37@38c. per 
pound and that sellers were inclined to 
press sales on this basis. Of course 
at this price German goods are going 
begging at 50c. per pound, and as the 
import cost will not permit competi- 
tion with the French goods, holders of 
the German goods are likely to show a 
loss on their venture. 

SAGE.—Spanish sage declined sharp- 
ly to the, basis of 10@1llc. per pound. 
Of course, interest in this material is 
limited when Greek sage is available 
at the present price of 14@14'%c, per 
pound, and hence the movement was 
little more than a desperate endeavor 
on the part of holders of Spanish leaves 
to get out from under. 

STRAMONIUM. — Gradually _ the 
range is shortening and at the close 
of the period 42@45c. per pound rep- 
resented the spot position of this ma- 
terial. Sales were effected on the basis 
of 38c. per pound early in the week. 
This was followed by an advance to 
40c. per pound, and by the end of the 
trading period 42c. per pound was rock 
bottom. 

UVA URSI.—Quiet on the basis of 
9@10c. per pound. Inquiry has been 
increased slightly of late, but as sup- 
plies are liberal at the present time, 
sellers look for little if any increase 
above present prices.

CHEMICALS 


ALUM.—There is a heavy demand 
and very little supplies at hand to take 
care of it. The makers are generally 
pretty well sold up in advance and 
prices are firmly maintained at the 
levels reported a week ago. Sales at 
ic, per pound for car lots of the lump 
ammonia were reported. Other types 
of ammonia alum were priced at the 
usual proportions. There has been a 
very good demand for the chrome 
grade, and this is offered in a restricted 
way at 15c. per pound. Potash alum is 
moving well and prices are generally 
well maintained on the basis of 8c. per 
pound. There is some shortage on 
spot. The chrome grade is very well 
maintained at 17c. per pound, 

ALUMINA SULPHATE.—The steady 
demand and the fact that there is a 
considerable shortage of the raw ma- 
terial, bauxite, the makers were forced 
to advance their prices on sulphate of 
alumina during the past week. The 
new prices are based on a quotation of 
Sec. per pound for the iron free. The 
situation in the commercial grade is 
slightly easier than that for the iron 
free, but prices also moved up and at 
the close better than $1.80 per pound 
could not be done on spot. 

ALUMINUM HYDRATE.—There is 
a very good demand for this material. 
Prices have been advanced in some di- 
rections, while in others they are held 
firmly at the old levels. It is said that 
the factors who have not advanced 
their prices really have very little to 
offer. The demand for the product is 
steady. Spot prices are held at 20@ 
22c. per pound for the light, according 
to seller. The heavy is priced at 10@ 
lle. per pound. 

AQUA AMMONIA.—There has been 
no change in the quotations of the pro- 
ducers of this material, but prices are 
more or less nominal on account of the 
fact that there is very little in the 
hands of spot factors. The producers 
are well sold up in advance and their 
prices are not to be taken as an indi- 
cation of the spot market. Nominal 
quotations on the basis of 8%c. per 
pound for the 26-degree test. Other 
grades are priced in the usual propor- 
tions. 

SAL AMMONIAC.—There is little 
change in the situation. There are 
ample supplies available for shipment 
from Western points, but the spot 
market is in an almost nominal posi- 
tion because of the shortage of cars 
and containers for the material. Prices 
on the white granular are quoted at 
from 16c. to 18ec. per pound, according 
to holder and position of the material. 
The gray is slightly easier on account 
of the lighter demand and is offered at 
18c. per pound. Lump goods are in 
fair supply, but the market remains 
very firm at the former levels of 25@ 
3le. per pound, according to seller. 

ANTIMONY.—There has been no 
further change in the prices of the 
producers of needle antimony since the 
report a week ago. There is very lit- 
tle spot stuff available and the pro- 
ducers are holding prices very firmly 
at the levels reported a week ago. The 
price of crude antimony is exceptional- 
ly high at present, and this is having 
considerable effect on the market for the 
needle and sulphuret grades. The lat- 
ter are practically off the spot market 
at present. Needle was offered at 13c. 
per pound during the period and the 
oxide at about %c. per pound higher. 

ARGOLS.—The market is very firm 
at the recent advance, and 10%c. per 
pound is still the inside price. There 
has been a very good demand during 
the past week and offerings are rather 
restricted. 

ARSENIC.—White arsenic is very 
hard to get on spot and consumers are 
willing to pay very high prices. The 
insecticides trade is in the market for 
heavy supplies and this is the real rea- 
son for the present shortage. It is un- 
derstood that contract withdrawals are 
heavy and that additional lots are also 
being taken by prominent buyers. The 
price ranges according to holder from 
1414%4c. to 16c. per pound. The red grade 
is rather weak at 20c. per pound and 
could possibly have been shaded frac- 
tionally on large business. 

3ARIUM PRODUCTS.—tThere is the 
same heavy demand for all barium 
products and the shortage is little less 
acute than it was a week ago. The 
shipping strike is said to be holding up 
some shipments from Southern ports 
and is thus contributing to the already 
serious situation. There is nothing 
available in the chloride, and quota- 
tions, which vary widely, are wholly 
nominal. Prices heard ranged from 
$160 per ton up. The carbonate is in 
fairly good supply compared with other 
products in the group. Prices are un- 
changed and stand at $75 per ton. The 
binoxide is about sold up and remains 
very firm at the former levels of 23c.

SILICATE OF SODA.—The makers 
are in control of the situation and re- 
port that the market is steady and 
fairly active. at the levels reported a 
week ago. The prices of these factors 
stand at $2.90 per cwt. for the 60 de- 
grees and $1.10 per cwt. for the 40 
degrees. There is some material in 
dealers’ hands, but it is usually quoted 
at about the same prices as those of 
the producers. 

SULPHIDE OF SODA.—The market 
remained very firm throughout the 
period and the praducers were gener- 
ally able to hold prices steady on the 
basis of 5c. per pound for the 60 per 


cent. and 2%c.. per pound for the 30 
per cent. 
SULPHOCYANIDE OF SODA. — 


There has been no further change and 
prices remain steady on the basis of 
90c.@$1.25 per pound. The market is 
about as active as usual. 
SULPHUR.—tThe market for refined 
sulphur has showed no change since 


the report of a week ago. Leading 
factors are still quoting on the basis 


of $1.60 per pound for tthe commercial 
flour and $2.@2.25 per pound tor the 
superfine commercial. 

SULPHUR DIOXIDE.—This material 
is.in the usual steady demand and the 
makers report that they are doing the 
usual business and that their recent 
advances are. held without difficulty. 
Prices lower than 10%c. per pound 
could not be located during the past 
week. 

TIN BICHLORIDE.—The market re- 
mains very steady at the former levels 
of 20c. per pound and the makers re- 
port that they are doing about the 
usual amount of business at this level. 
Prices hold well at the levels reported. 

TIN OXIDE.—There has been the 
usual demand and the market is still 
very firm at the levels reported a week 
ago. The makers have very little to 
offer at present and state that their 
supplies are pretty well taken up for 
some time to come. Prices stand at 
57@60c. per pound, with the bulk of 
the spot trading passing at the upper 
figure. 

ZINC CARBONATE.—This product 
is in good supply and while prices are 
very steady the market is hardly as 
firm as that for other materials in the 
same class. Prices at the close of the 
period showed no change and were still 
quoted on the basis of 18@20c. per 
pound, according to quantity. 

ZINC CHLORIDE.— The granular 
grade is still priced at 13144@1l4c. per 
pound, according to seller. There has 
been a steady demand for it during 
the past two or three weeks. Thé 
makers generally have very little to 
offer and the spot market is very tight 
at the levels named. In fact, some 
of the dealers in spot material are 
asking higher prices than those quoted 
and state that they are doing some 
business. 

ZINC SULPHATE.—The market is 
steady at the level reported a week 
ago. Consumers are taking on the 
usual supplies and it is said that the 
makers are rather short on raw ma- 
terials. Prices have not changed, but 
the undertone is very strong and some 
advances are not unlikely. Prices at 
the close of the week stood at 3%c. 
per pound for contracts and 4@4\4c. 
per pound for spot. 


ACIDS 


was featured by the 
sharp advance in the prices of the 
largest producers of acetic acid. This 
was, of course, occasioned by the fact 
that acetate of limé Was sharply ad- 
vanced by the makers. There were, 
however, other underlying reasons be- 
neath the advance. In the first place, 
the material is in very short supply 
on spot and the makers are generally 
in no position to ship for immediate 
delivery. They are sold up in some 
directions, while in others the shortage 
of containers and the high price of 
barrels and other indirect materials 
aré holding back deliveries in spite of 
the fact that quantities of the acid 
are awaiting shipment. The spot mar- 
ket during the last few days of last 
week was entirely in the hands of the 
dealers and they ran the prices of all 
grades up to above where they are at 
present, in spite of the fact that there 
had not been as yet the advance in 
the raw material which forced the rise 
in the producers’ prices. It is stated 
in some directions that the former base 
prices were not large enough to take 
care of the costs of the material and 
afford a reasonable profit even at the 2c. 
price on lime. It was expected in some 
quarters that the advance in the acid 
would be more than enough to cover 
the advance in the raw materials, but 
this was not the case.

of acetic lime forced the makers to re- 
vise their prices upward at the close 
of the week, and while second hands 
had been active at the new prices and 
higher throughout the period, it was 
not until Thursday that the schedules 
of the producers were issued. The 
leading factors now quote the market 
as follows:—28 per cent. commercial, 
$3.62%@4.37% per cwt.; 56 per cent. 
redistilled, $8.15@8.90 per cwt.; 80 per 
cent redistilled, $11.65@12.40 per ewt.; 

30 per cent. pure, $12.65@13.40 per cwt., 

and glacial 99 per cent., $15.50@16. 20 
per cwt. Second hand prices are gen- 
erally above those of the makers and 
the spot market is largely nominal, 
with prices depending entirely upon 
the individual transactions noted. The 
producrs are pretty well sold up in ad- 
vance. 

BATTERY.—There is a severe short- 
age of battery acid and prices are very 
firm at the levels reported a week ago. 
In fact, there is little to be had at any 
price, but when business is noted it is 
generally done at from 1%c. to 2c. 
per pound, according to quantity and 
seller. 

BORIC—The spot market is still 
very tight and prices are largely nom- 
inal. There were sales of the crystals 
during the past week on the basis of 
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15%c. per pound, while. the producers 
are quoting at 14%c, per pound. The 
makers are entirely out of the market 
at present and have nothing dt all to 
offer for delivery earlier than June. 

BUTYRIC.—The usual trading has 
been reported during the past week 
and the prices of the leading producers 
are unchanged since the close of the 
former trading period. Sales of the 60 
per cent. grade were reported during 
the week at 90c. per pound. The bulk 
of the business in the 90 per cent. is 
done on the basis of $1.45 per pound. 
The market is very steady at these 
levels. 

CAMPHORIC.—There has been a 
good demand for this material during 
the past week and the makers with 
one exception are sold up in advance. 
The only factor offering goods prompt 
is now demanding $8.40 per pound for 
his supplies. There seems to be a 
fairly active market in progress even 
at this high level. 

CARBOLIC. — Export carbolic is 
about off the market, and during the 
past week it was almost impossible to 
get hold of any supplies of this prod- 
uct. The demand has been heavy and 
the makers are well sold up for ex- 
port. The domestic market is very 
quiet and remains in the hands of the 
agents for the government supplies. 
These supplies are offered on the basis 
of 12c. per pound, and at this level the 
bulk of the consumers are being well 
taken care of, 

CHROMIC.—There has been no 
change in the quotations of the makers 
and their prices are steady on the basis 
of 75c. per pound for the technical and 
80c. per pound for the refined. The 
demand for the U. S. P. is negligible 
and prices are generally heard at $1.15 
per pound, although both trading and 
offers are restricted. 

CINNAMIC.—The price of this ma- 
terial has not changed and the market 
is still quiet and steady at the old lev- 
els of $5.50@6 per pound, according to 
quantity. There has been only the 
usual routine demand during the past 
week. 

CITRIC.—See Drug Market. 

FORMIC.—There has been no change 
in the prices of the makers of this ma- 
terial and prices are generally well 
maintained at the levels reported a 
week ago. The demand is slightly bet- 
ter, and this fact has prevented any 
further weakening of the prices. The 
amount of goods available, however, is 
still far in advance of the amount of 
business passing. Prices are held at 
28c, per pound for the 75 per cent. 
grade. Some factors quote slightly 
higher. 


Meeting all Standard Specifications 


GALLIC. — The market remains 
steady in the same position where it 
was at the close of last week. The 
prices of the producers are well main- 
tained and quotations are generally in 
the hands of these factors exclusively. 
The technical is moving better than the 
U. S. P. and is quoted at $1.05 per 
pound. The U. S. P. is offered at $1.40 
per pound and is attracting only the 
usual routine attention. 


HYDROCHLORIC.—There has been 
no change in the quotations of the 
makers of this material and prices are 
generally well maintained at their for- 
mer levels. The scarcity and high 
prices prevailing in the lower grades of 
muriatic are holding the price of the 
chemically pure grade to the same high 
levels which have prevailed for some 
time back. The market price at the 
close of the period was 8c. per pound, 
but there is no very large amount of 
the material available at this or any 
other prices. 

HYDROFLUORIC.—Contract prices 
are unchanged and remain at about the 
same levels which have prevailed for 
some little time back. It is stated, 
however, that the spot market is not 
supplied with the material to any ex- 
tent and that spot prices are generally 
somewhat higher than are those of the 
makers. The latter are having all they 
can do to take care of their contracts. 
The shortage of the raw material is 
holding production down. It is hoped 
that the first of May will see some re- 
lief from the situation and that busi- 
ness will be possible at more equitable 
levels after the mines open. Prices at 
the close of the period stood on the 
basis of 8c. per pound for the 30 per 
cent. grade in barrels. Other grades 
and containers are proportionately 
priced. 

LACTIC.—There has been no change. 
The demand is stronger and the mar- 
ket is firmer, but prices remain at 5c. 
per pound for the 22 per cent. grade of 
the material. The shortage of sul- 
phuric is responsible for the increase 
in the demand for this acid. Tanners 
are taking it on in better volume since 
they are unable to get the substitute at 
satisfactory prices. 

MIXED.—The market is very firm. 
Both sulphuric and nitric are in good 
demand and mixed acids are at some 
premium in some quarters. There are 
still offers on the old basis of 10c. per 
unit of nitric and 1c. per unit of sul- 
phuric, but it is understood that only 
small quantities are available at this 
price. Higher prices on contract are 
being asked in most directions. 

MOLYBDIC.—There is the usual 
steady market and business is fairly 
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active at repeated prices on the basis 
of $4.25 per pound-for the chemically 
pure grade. 

MURIATIC.—The demand for this 
acid is steady, and while it is hardly 
in as strong request as is sulphuric, 
the call for it is sufficient to take care 
of everything that is offered. The 
makers are pretty well sold up and of- 
fer little goods for prompt shipment. 
They are quoting at their former prices 
for goods in May and June. Spot goods 
in the hands of dealers command some 
premiums over the producers’ prices, 
which are on the basis of 2%c. per 
pound for the 22-degree test. 


NITRIC.-—The better demand for 


this material which has been noted 
during the past two or three weeks 
has forced prices up in the hands of the 
makers, and second hands, too, have 
had to advance their views of the 
market. Some factors are now quoting 


the material on the basis of 8c. per 
pound for the 42-degree test. There 
were offers at the close of the week, 
however, on the basis of 7%c. per 
pound, and this seemed to be the gen- 
eral asking price in the spot market. 
There is no shortage, but the market 
is very firm. 

OXALIC.—The prices of the pro- 
ducers and importers are unchanged, 
and the market seems to have steadied 
at 44@46c. per pound for the time be- 
ing at least. The consumers are taking 
all they can get and prices are gener- 
ally very firm and the makers are very 
short of supplies. Little change in 
prices is to be expected in the opinion 
of leading factors. 

PHOSPHORIC.—There has been no 
change in the quotations of the pro- 
ducers, They, however, are sold up in 
advance for some time to come. The 
market is very firm at the level re- 
ported and there is very little spot 
goods at hand. Quotations on the basis 
of 33c. per pound for the 85 per cent. 
and 24@25c. per pound for the 50 per 
cent. represent the quotations of the 
producers, but spot goods would prob- 
ably have brought somewhat higher 
prices had any been offered. 

PYROGALLIC.—There is no change 
in the situation, and the demand has 
been about as usual, with prices steady 
at $2.20 per pound for the crystals and 
$2.50@2.60 per pound for the resublimed 
grade. The former is in the better 
demand. 

SULPHURIC.—There is practically 
nothing available on spot and the 
makers are generally well sold up in 
advance. Spot prices at as high as $24 
per ton for the 66-degree test were 
an during the period.

Much interest centres on the potash 
industry at the present time because 
f the political situation in Germany. 
However, the American plants do not 
seem to be increasing their production 
materially. Some are suffering from 
jabor shortage, and all are more or less 
inclined to play a waiting game till 
they see how much of a factor the im- 
ported potash will prove to be. The 
temporary slowing up of imports from 
Germany may or may not be due to the 
political changes now taking place. It 
is argued that little or no potash can 
he expected at this season of the year. 
Qn the other hand, it is hard to see 
how such clashing unrest as is re- 
ported from Germany can fail to hin- 
der production and shipment for the 
time being. That it will long continue 
to have this effect is not believed, for 
potash production must continue 
strongly in Germany, under any po- 
litical arrangement. It is obvious that 
such a crowded nation must avail her- 
self of every possible resource, and es- 
pecially of potash, which is one of the 
easiest to exploit. Reports state that 
the workers are demanding nationaliza- 
tion of the potash industry, but a form 
of nationalization had already taken 
place, so the industry may not be seri- 
ously affected for better or worse 
should the process develop further. 
Sulphate of ammonia fluctuates 
slightly up and down, but continues to 
rule very strongly. Producers are so 
far behind with deliveries that they 
cannot yet spare any surplus for new 
business, though some sulphate for ex- 
port is being sold by people having lots 
for resale. But new contract prices 
are expected shortly by the leading in- 
terests, which indicates that produc- 
tion is catching up. 


Nitrate of soda is holding now at 
what was recently an outside figure. 
The standard price is now $3.90 a hun- 
dred pounds, flat. The Chilian Asso- 
ciation, which has a practical monop- 
oly at the primary markets, is demand- 
ing such strong prices that North 
American dealers are compelled to 
charge a high price to the consumer. 


In contrast to these items are the 
phosphates, which, if anything, are 
somewhat easier than last week. This 
is due to the weakness of exports more 
than to any other single cause. 

Following will be found a detailed

NITROGEN FERTILIZERS 


BLOOD TANKAGE.—Prices are 
holding even more strongly than last 
week at the $8 quotation. The strike 
of feeders in the stockyards is tending 
to firm the market still more. Unless 
a settlement is promptly reached, ad- 
vances in many packing house prod- 
ucts are probable, among them blood 
tankage. Demand is fairly good now 
and dealers were rather behind in 
Stocks before the strike, which will 
Serve merely to intensify a condition 
already existing.

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bullish argument is that demand will 
be far ahead of supplies for months 
to come. This fact must be admitted, 
but there is also much argument to 
the effect that a high, price policy will 
cause later reactions. No contracts 
are now being taken, for the producers 
are taxed to capacity filling standing 
orders, which are still far behind on 
delivery, though slowly catching up. 
The setback which the steel strike 
caused will not be overcome for 
months. 


Sulphate of ammonia in double bags 
for export is now selling at $7.15@7.25 
for export, on prompt delivery, with 
still higher prices for spot and easier 
prices for future delivery. The ten- 
dency of the market, in spite of tem- 
porary fluctuations, is towards easier 
prices, and it is expected that the time 
is not far off when a flat rate of $7 
for prompt delivery will be quoted. 


NITRATE OF SODA.—Prices are a 
little more firmly held than last week, 
and for practical purposes the quota- 
tion is $3.90 for one hundred pounds, 
instead of $3.85@3.90, as was the rule 
a little earlier. A little resale stuff 
sometimes sells five cents under the 
regular price, but first offerings are 
holding pretty well at $3.90 a hundred 
pounds. The new prices set by the 
nitrate association at Valparaiso are 
tending to firm the market and this 
tendency is increased by the steady 
and strong demand from regular ni- 
trate consumers and from fertilizer 
users who are compelled to buy more 
nitrate than usual in order to over- 
come the shortage of sulphate of am- 
monia. More Shipping Board vessels 
are in the nitrate carrying business 
now than two months ago, but the in- 
creased supply is not easing prices, be- 
cause the demand still continues to ab- 
sorb all the nitrate that comes to this 
country, and in fact could absorb con- 
siderably more. Europe is buying less 
than in pre-war years, but the United 
States and other South American na- 
tions are buying strongly. So the 
Chilian monopoly finds that the traffic 
is strong enough to bear all she is now 
charging. 


PHOSPHATES 


ACID PHOSPHATE.—There is a 
rather quiet tone in the acid phosphate 
market and in consequence prices are 
not very strongly held, though dealers 
have not found it necessary to set 
lower figures than those which have 
been before the trade for several 
weeks. The quotations are still $19 a 
ton, with $28 for Southern ports. De- 
mand is less active from domestic con- 
sumers than it has been recently, while 
the foreign demand is very weak at the 
present time. Not only are those na- 
tions which are suffering from a bad 
exchange rate out of the market, but 
there is much less buying than former- 
ly from Scandinavia, Spain and other 
European nations whose financial cir- 
cumstances are better than the others. 
In the Far East Japan and Java have 
greatly curtailed their ‘purchases, 
though a fair trade is being done with 
South America. 


Production is hardly any better than 
last week but the outlook for the con- 
tinued increase of shipments is good. 
Great difficulties are experienced in se- 
curing labor at this time when South- 
ern farmers and other employers are 
in the market more actively for 
workers. 


ROCK PHOSPHATE.—No changes 
were made in rock phosphate prices 
this week, nor was there any special 
reason why changes should have been 
made.. Demand is about the same as 
it has been fof several weeks, and pro- 
duction shows practically no gains over 
the amounts leaving the mines last 
week. Ever since the strike petered 
out there has been a gradual increase 
in production, but right now the up- 
ward curve of output has temporarily 
changed to a horizontal line. Labor is 
not so readily secured at this season 
in the Far South; farmers are seeking 
to divert surplus labor to their own 
uses and other kinds of outdoor work 
are being pressed more energetically. 
Florida prices, f. o. b. Southern ports, 
are:—Land pebbles, 68 per cent., $6.85; 
75 per cent. $10.50; high grade and 
rock, 77 per cent., $12.50. Tennessee 
prices are as follows:—F. o. b. Mt. 
Pleasant, domestic, 70 to 80 per cent., 
$11@11.50 a ton; 75 per cent., guar- 
anteed, $9.75@10.25 per long ton; 78 
per cent., $11@11.50 per long ton, with 
much business being done in the 69 
and 70 per cent. grades. Tennessee 
ground rock, 56 per cent., Mt. Pleasant, 
is $8, and 70 per cent., Mt. Pleasant, 
is $10, with 25c, q unit variation. 


POTASHES 


Potashes are ruling strongly at the 
prices quoted these last two weeks,

All the manufac- 
learn of mixtures are simply loaded up with 
orders which they experience the greatest dif- 
ficulty in filling because of inability to get 
railroad cars. Often a factory will call for a 
dozen or more cars and get one or two, or 
perhaps none at all, which has been the case 
here during the last week in various instances, 
The labor situation, too, continues to present 
difficulties, but it is mainly the scarcity of 
railroad cars that causes trouble and leaves 
the manufacturers in a position where they do 
not really know what to do. All are more or 
less behind in their forwardings, and the 
prospect of catching up is not at all encour- 
aging. Buyers are in the market in large 
numbers, and all manufacturers of mixtures 
could han@le far more business but for the 
inability of the railroads to take care of it. — 
With respect to crude stocks it is to be said 
that a decided scarcity exists and that no real 
progress in the direction of bringing them_up 
to a more adequate level has been made. This 
scarcity of crude materials is one of the out- 
standing features of the trade and is having 
its effect upon the general situation. Some 
time is certain to elapse before the stocks of 
crude materials get back to their freedom of 
supply which prevailed prior to the war. 
Meanwhile the needs of the buyers are certain 
to continue large, and there is every prospect 
of a progressive expansion in the calls, this 
expansion perhaps keeping ahead of the pro- 
duction, 


When all the ascertainable facts are taken 
into consideration’ the conclusion seems inevi- 
table that high prices are to be expected for an 
indefinite period. Certainly the conditions do 
not favor a belief that a décided recession will 
occur, so that the placing of orders for future 
requirements can be done with a very strong 
assurance that the market will not slump, 
leaving the purchasers who had bought at 
present levels high and dry. 

TANKAGE.—While the demand for tankage 
in this market does not attain extraordinary 
proportions it continues sufficiently active to 
maintain the quotations at the level which has 
been noted of late and with every indication 
that supplies are below rather than above the 
requirements of the buyers. The latest figure 
is around $8.20 and 10, c. a. f. basis Balti- 
more, for 11 and 15 high grade ground tank- 
afe, which is the same as last week and 
somewhat under the top figure that has been 
recorded. It is also to be said that the output 
of nearby producers is perhaps somewhat under 
this level, but as the needs of the market are 
far ahead of ability of the local producers to 
meet them the quotations based upon the West- 
ern supplies may be regarded as fairly repre- 
sentative of the Baltimore market. To what 
extent supplementary orders will be placed by 
the manufacturers of mixtures will depend 
largely upon the ability of the factories to send 
out mixtures. If the railroads prove more 
nearly equal to thg calls for cars and stocks 
can be shipped with reasonable expedition the 
additional needs are likely to attain impressive 
Proportions.

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NITRATE OF SODA.—Conditions as far as 
nitrate of soda are concerned have not under- 
gone any pronounced departure for weeks. 
Stocks are still small, most of the transactions 
being confined’ to resales. Some nitrate has 
come in from Chile of late, but the receipts 
were not of impressive proportions, one of the 
shipments being only part of a cargo, by far 
the greater balance having been unloaded at a 
Southern port. The prevailing figure is still 
around $3, with no signs now that a decided 
letdown will occur presently. 


SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—Conditions with 
respect to sulphate of ammonia remain the 
Same as they have been, with the domesiic 
product probably still going to foreign coun- 
tries, for the offerings in the home market are 
insignificant. Every now and then a lot is 
brought .out and quickly taken up, making 
really no impression as far as meeting the 
needs of the trade are concerned. Very few 
members of the trade have quotations, the price 
being generally governed by the circumstances 
surrounding each individual transaction or the 
needs of the buyer. Probably $7 is the price 
at which some material could be obtained, but 
in the most favorable aspect of the case the 
quantity forthcoming would not be big. 


POTASH.—The easing off as to potash, noted 
some time ago, continues, but the market ap- 
pears to be firm at the figures given, which are 
$2.75 for muriate and $2.40 for kainit and 
manure salt. Receipts from abroad are not of 
impressive proportions, falling far short of the 
domestic requirements, so that the home prod- 
uct finds a ready market also. The buyers of 
potash here, of course, must meet the compe- 
tition in Europe, which is keen on account of 
the heavy curtailment of production during 
and since the war. 


BONE.—There have been no developments in 
the market for bone which might tend to give 
it a decidedly different aspect. Bone, like all 
other ammoniates, is in very good request, 
with the available supplies exceedingly small 
and the market swept practically bare of 
stocks. No source from which important ad- 
ditions might be expected presents itself, and 
the sellers are therefore in a position to place 
their goods without the slightest difficulty at 
figures that bear a fairly close relation to those 
that prevail with regard to other animal am- 
moniates. The quotations are still $46 for 3 
and 50 ground steamed bone and $51 for 4% 
and 48 ground raw bone.

CHICAGO, April 1, 1920 


There were virtually no changes in the fer- 
tilizer market here during the past week. The 
market throughout was steady, but there was 
very little trading, although the prices during 
the past three weeks have tumbled consider- 
ably from the winter high levels. Dealers said 
that there would not be many more price 
changes during the spring and summer, al- 
though the variovs articles might still show 
slight declines. They said that even the labor 
trouble reported at the stock yards would have 
little effect on the market, as nearly all buy- 
ers have completed their stocks to a safe point, 
and that all spot sales to the consumers have 
been consummated and the goods delivered. 
Farmers will want very little more fertilizer 
now until late in the summer and next fall.

BIDS REJECTED 











Navy Throws Out Offers for 
10,000 Tons Placed on 
Sale 


WASHINGTON, April 2, 1920. 
The Navy has rejected all bids re- 
ceived on the 10,000 tons or more of 
sodium nitrate which it offered for sale 


on authorization of Secretary Daniels to 
assist in the production of an adequate 
supply of fertilizer. The material was 
never considered surplus, but was merely 
offered to relieve the agricultural urgency 
which is said to be most acute because 
of the delay of ships from Chile laden 
with nitrate of soda. 


The stock offered for sale is located 
at two places, approximately 925 tons 
at Perryville, Md., stored in bulk, and 


9,566 tons at East La Moine, Me., stored 
in 200-pound sacks. 

Twelve bids were received and not one 
was seriously considered, it was learned 
at the Navy Department, on account of 
the extremely low prices offered for the 
material, which cost the Navy about $87 
per ton. W. R. Grace & Co., New York, 
importers, submitted a joint bid on the 


entire quantity for themselves, duPont 
Nitrate Co., H. J. Baker & Bros. and 


Wessel-Duval & Co., 25 per cent. of the 
material to go to each. They offered a 
price 3.20 per 100 pounds, f. o. b. 
ears Perryville and f. o. b. cars or 
steamer East La Moine. A supple- 
mentary offer from these bidders quoted 
$2.90 per 100 pounds on the Perryville 
stock in bulk as it lies. Other bids and

COAL TAR ACIDS 


ANTHRANILIC.—There has been no 
further change in the quotations of the 
producers of this material since the re- 
port of a week ago. The demand for 
the material is steady and, while the 
general asking prices of the makers 
are well maintained, second hands are 
able to offer at considerable concessions 
in some quarters. Prices below the 
$2.50 per pound level quoted herewith 
were heard during the week, but would 
not be confirmed by actual business. 

BENZOIC. — There has been no 
change in the price of this material. 
The demand has been slightly heavier 
during the week, but the market is still 
rather quiet and very steady in the 
hands of the producers. These factors 
quote on the basis of 90c. per pound 
for the U. S. P., and 75c. per pound 
for the technical. 

CRESOTINIC.—There is very little 
action in the market. Prices are gen- 
erally based on individual transactions 
and on this account are widely variant 
with different sellers. Quotations at 
39c. per pound were the lowest re- 
ported during the period. 

CRESYLIC—There is still some 
stringency in the market for cresylic 
acid of the higher grades and the 
prices named by producers are con- 
siderably higher than those of the im- 
porters. The general run of quotations 
still stands on the basis of 90c. per 
gallon for the 97@99 per cent. and 85c. 
per gallon for the 95 per cent. dark. 
One large maker is quoting $1@95c. 
per gallon respectively on these two 
important grades. Lower grades are 
generally quiet and steady with prices 
unchanged at the levels which pre- 
vailed a week ago.

CRUDES 


BENZOL.—Spot benzol still com- 
mands considerable premium over the 
prices quoted on shipments by the 
makers. These factors have not as 
yet been able to recover from the ef- 
fects of the steel and coal strikes and 
are still somewhat behind in their ship- 
ments on contracts. They ask 25c. per 
gallon for the 90 per cent. and 27c. per 
gallon for the pure, but have none to 
offer. The 90 per cent. grade sold at 
30c. per gallon on spot during the week 
and the pure is practically off the spot 
market altogether. 

CREOSOTE OIL.—There has been a 
very steady demand for this material 
during the past week and the produc- 
ers are doing a good business in addi- 
tion to the usual trade of the importers. 
Prices are unchanged and still look 
very firm at 40c. per gallon for the 25 
per cent, and 20c. per gallon for the 15 
per cent grade. 

CRESOL.—There has been a fairly 
good demand for this material during 
the week and the importers report that 
they have had no occasion to change 
their prices from those quoted a week 
ago. Prices heard during the week 
were generally on the basis of 15%c. 
per pound for the imported goods. 
Some of the producers in this country 
are asking as high as 18c. per pound, 
and state that they are doing some 
business at this level. 


NAPHTHA.—There has been no 
change in the prices of the producers 
which are still held at 22@27c. per 
gallon. The spot market, however, is 
unable to get supplies from these fac- 
tors and is forced to depend on re- 
sale lots which are held at some pre- 
mium. Sales were reported during the 
period at as high as 26c. per gallon 
and probably even higher would have 
been paid on a firm offer of a fairly 
good quantity.

ANTHRAQUINONE.—Goods on a 
future shipment basis are all that are 
available in this important product. 
The producers are hampered in their 
production by the fact that there are 
such small supplies of high grade an- 
thracene available and also by the fact 
that they are being held up by the fact 
that orders for machinery and equip- 
ment for enlarging their plants have 
not as yet been filled.

BENZALDEHYDE.— There is the 
usual routine business passing, and 
supplies are ample t_ take care of all 
the demand experienced at present.

BENZIDINE.—There is very little of 
this material available in the spot mar- 
ket, and the prices of the producers are 
generally nominal or refer only to for- 
ward shipments. Quotations on the 
base range upward from $1.25 per 
pound, while the sulphate is very strong 
at the advanced level of $1.15 per 
pound. There has been a heavy call for 
both grades during the week, and the 
market remains in the very tight posi- 
tion noted a week ago. 

BETA NAPHTHOL.—There has been 
a fairly good demand for this material 
during the past week, and the produc- 
ers are doing about the usual amount 
of shipment business. The spot market 
is bare of supplies, and the only busi- 
ness noted on spot was on a few small 
resale parcels which were taken up at 
very high prices by the consumers. The 
price of the sublimed is generally made 
at 70c. per pound, although spot goods 
would bring more money. The distilled 
is quoted at 60@65c. per pound for 
shipment, but there is practically none 
available on spot. Prices are generally 
well maintained on the basis of $1.50 
per pound for the technical and $2.25 
per pound for the sublimed.

PARANITROORTHOTOLUIDINE.— 
The producers of this material continue 
to control the market and their prices 
hold well at the levels reported a week 
ago. Sales were reported at $3.50 per 
pound. There is the usual demand but 
no very heavy business was done dur- 
ing the week. 

PARANITROPHENOL. — There has 
been no further change in prices, but 
there is a very steady market in prog- 
ress and prices are generally fairly firm 
at their levels of last week. The pro- 
ducers are offering small parcels only. 
Prices on spot are rather difficult to 
get, but there were offers at $1.10 per 
pound during the period. 

PARANITROTOLUOL. — The _busi- 
ness passing during the week has been 
rather small and prices are generally 
very dull at the levels reported a week 
ago. The prices of the leading factors 
remained at $1.25 per pound through- 
out the week, but there was not enough 
business to establish any other level 
had quotations been altered. 

PARATOLUIDINE. — The makers 
are sold up so far in advance that even 
their future quotations are no longer 
interesting. The prices which they are 
asking are now held at $1.75 per pound, 
but spot goods are not available at less 
than $2 per pound, and some business 
was reported at higher levels during 
the past week. The prices of the sec- 
ond hands on their small supplies are 
generally well up to the $2 mark. 

PHEN YLA LPHANAPHTHYLA- 
MINE.—There has been no change in 
the situation and the market remains 
very quiet and steady, with prices held 
at $2.50 per pound in most quarters. 

PARA PH ENYLENEDIAMINE.— 
This material is also in the hands of 
the producers and they are holding 
their prices steady at the levels report- 
ed a week ago without difficulty. Prices 
are generally quoted on the basis of 
the former price of $2.50 per pound. 

PHOSGENE.—There has been no 
change in the quotations of the lead- 
ing factors in the market for this ma- 
terial. Prices are generally held at 
T5e.@$1 per pound, according to quan- 
tity. One factor only is offering sup- 
plies and the market is just about ac- 
tive enough to take up the supplies 
which are being offered. 

R SALT.—There has been no change 
in the quotations of the producers and 
the market remains steady and fairly 
active at the reported level of 70c. per 
pound. 

RESORCIN.—The market is weaker 
and the producers are now offering the 
technical grade at $3.75 per pound. 
There has been little action for some 
time and prices are very unsettled on 
spot. 

SCHAEFFER'S SALT.—The produ- 
cers have made no change in their 
quotations and prices are generally 
held at their former levels of 60c. per 
pound. Some small lots were turned 
over during the past week at from 65c. 
per pound up in the spot market. 

SODIUM NAPHTHIONATE.—There 
is very little spot goods at hand. Prices 
are generally well maintained at high 
levels on account of the scarcity of the 
raw material. Quotations during the 
week stood at 65c. per pound inside.

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at of the raw products. ‘ They 
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gold at once to the consumers upon 
arrival, and the market was no easier 
at the close than at the same time 
last week. Spot supplies are still at 
a very low point, and goods to arrive 
are not generally offered, either. The 
producers of extracts, however, were 
taken care of temporarily by the ship- 
ments and shortage of the finished 
materials is not so imminent now that 
hetter supplies of the wood are at hand. 
Other products have been more or less 
quiet and steady throughout the period.

In the extract group, there has been 
yery little in the way of price change 
during the past week. The list as a 
whole, has been remarkably steady and 
firm throughout the period. There is 
a steady demand for most of the tan- 
ning materials on the list, and these 
together with logwood and hematines 

» remained very firm at the levels re- 
ported for some time back. Supplies 
of most of the tanning items are ample 
to take care of the demand, and there 
is no shortage of any of the more 
important grades, but logwoods and 
hematines are very tight, and supplies 
are offered in very small volume and at 


exceedingly high prices. 
Albumen and starch products re- 
mained very weak during practically 


the entire period. Declines which were 
named at the close of the former week, 
brought egg albumen to a point lower 
than it has been at any time since 
the close of the war. The volume of 
goods in the market has been rapidly 
increasing during the past month or 
more, and with the consumers taking 
only very small quantities, and not 
anticipating their requirements to any 
exteni, prices were bound to fall.

CHEMICALS 


ACETATE OF SODA.—There has 
been another advance in the prices 
of this material and the producers are 
now holding on the basis of 8%c. per 
pound for shipment. The demand has 
been heavy and spot goods are limited. 
Prices are well maintained and on spot 
business was hardly possible at less 
than 9c, per pound. 

ALUMINA CHLORIDE.—There has 
been about the usual demand for the 
material during the past week. The 
market is very firm and the prices 
quoted are generally for forward ship- 
ment and not for spot supplies, which 
are very hard to get at present. Prices 
are generally held at not less than 4% 
@5%c. per pound for the liquid, the 
inside price being for shipment only. 
The powdered grade is not available, 
makers being sold up in advance for 
some time to come. 

ANTIMONY SALTS.—There hag 
been no change in the prices of the 
makers and their quotations are still 
held at the former levels of 60c. per 
pound for the 65 per cent. grade. There 
is a fairly good demand for the ma- 
terial and business is being put through 
in fair volume for this, which is the 
only grade available at present. Prices 
are expected to advance on the costs 
of the raw material. 

BICHROMATES.—There has _ been 
no change in the quotations of the pro- 
ducers of this material since the re- 
port of a week ago. The demand has 
been steady throughout the week and 
none of the producers is able to offer 
any supplies for prompt delivery at 
present. The spot market is in the 
hands of dealers and prices are gen- 
erally very firm, although showing a 
wide range, according to seller. The 
soda salt is offered on spot at 34@38c. 
per pound and the potash material is 
generally quoted at 38@42c. per pound. 
Little of either is available and condi- 
tions are no better than they have been 
for the past two months. 

HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA.—There 
is no change in the quotations of the 
producers and they are still taking on 
business on the basis of 3c. per pound 
for the ordinary crystals in barrels. 
Prices are generally very firm on the 
costs of the raw materials. 

NITRATE OF IRON.—Large pro- 
ducers are still holding their prices at 
the old levels and report that they are 
doing about the usual run of consum- 
ing business. Sales of the commercial 
grade, which is the more active, were 
reported at 2c. per pound. The true is 
offered on the basis of 9c. per pound 
and is moving in the usual volume. 

PHOSPHATE OF SODA.—There is 
very little doing in the spot market, 
for there are practically no supplies 
available for this class of the trade. 
The producers are delivering on old 
contracts at 3%@4c. per pound. Spot 
goods when offered bring as high as 
41% @5c. per pound. Little is offered and 
when any appears it is taken up at 
once by the consumers. The producers 
quote shipments at 4c. 

PRUSSIATES.—There has been the 
usual call for all prussiates during the 
past week and the producers and other 
leading factors are apparently pretty 
well sold up at present. This is espe- 
cially true of the soda salt. Makers 
have nothing to offer and, with a strong 
demand, spot supplies are at a very low 
point. Prices are generally heard at 
32@35c. per pound, according to seller. 
The potash grades are hardly as active 
as is the soda, although high prices for 
the soda have forced the demand over to 
the yellow prussiate of potash to some 
extent. Quotations on this grade are 
firmer and held at 35@38c. per pound 
during the period. There is very little 
doing in the red potash material and 
prices are generally very weak at $1 
per pound inside. 

TURKEY RED OIL.—There has been 
no change in the prices of the producers 
and they report a quiet but fairly 
steady market at the levels quoted a 
week ago. There is slightly less busi- 
ness passing than there was at that 
time, but prices are generally well 
maintained at 16%4c. per pound for the 
50 per cent. and 20%c. per pound for 
the 75@85 per cent. grades. 

TIN CRYSTALS.—There has been a 
good demand for tin crystals during the 
past week and the makers report that 
their new prices of 45c. per pound are 
well maintained and that business is 
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as active at this as at the old levels. 
Sales of large quantities were reported 
in several first-hand directions. 

ZINC DUST.—tThe shortage of the 
material and the fact that the bulk of 
the low grade goods in the market 
have been disposed of forced another 
advance in the price of this material 
during the past week. At the close of 
the period no offers eould be located at 
lower than 12%c. per pound, and some 
offeers of high grade dust or very fine 
screenings were reported at as high as 
14@15c. per pound, 


NATURAL DYESTUFFS 


ALBUMEN.—The weakness of this 
material featured the market at the 
close of last week and at the outset of 
the period just past. There were offers 
at very low prices and these offers 
were made openly for the first time, in 
spite of the fact that they had probably 
prevailed in secret transactions for 
some time back. The prices asked on 
zince-free Chinese egg albumen fell to 
$1.10 per pound, lower than at any time 
since the armistice. The technical grade 
was also offered at low levels and sold 
at 90c. per pound during the period. 
Blood grades are in better shape than 
are the egg, but they are also very 
weak and prices stand at 55c. per 
pound for the domestic and 65c. per 
pound for the imported, but could prob- 
ably have been shaded. There is no 
vegetable albumen in the market and 
very little inquiry for it. 

ANNATTO.—The demand for this 
material is light, but there was more 
movement during the past week than 
had been noted during the two or three 
periods immediately preceding it. 
Prices, however, showed no tendency 
toward firming up and there were still 
offers of the seed at 4%c. per pound 
and the fine was generally quoted on 
the basis of 32c. per pound. 


ARCHIL.—There has been no change 
in the situation and the importers are 
still unable to get supplies of the ma- 
terial for prompt shipment to spot. 
Prices are wholly nominal and no offers 
were reported during the period. 

BARBERRY.—This material is also 
very difficult to locate and prices are 
generally wholly nominal. Some small 
supplies were reported as offered dur- 
ing the period, but producers generally 
had nothing. Prices were nominally 
held at 35@40c. per pound during the 
period. 

BARWOOD.—There is no change in 
prices and the demand is about as 
usual. Quotations of holders stood at 
6@8c. per pound during the period, 
with a fairly heavy business passing. 
Supplies are apparently ample for the 
demand and prices are steady at the 
levels reported. 

BRAZIL WOOD.—There is nothing 
available. The makers of the extract 
are generally pretty well out of supplies 
and are offering high prices in the mar- 
ket, but with little success. Such small 
shipments as arrive are generally held 
at very high levels and are eagerly 
taken up by the consumers even at the 
prices demanded. Importations are 
smaller than they have been in months. 

CAMWOOD.—Chipped camwood is 
offered in the usual volume and there 
has been a good demand during the 
past week. Prices are generally held 
steady at the old levels and sales were 
made during the period on the basis of 
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l4c. per pound. This is about the levels 
of the general run of quotations. 

CHESTNUT. — There has been no 
change in prices. The demand is steady 
and the tanning interests are still in 
the market for very good quantities to 
fill out on their contracts. Makers 
state that the withdrawals on contracts 
are very heavy at present and that 
prices are maintained in part on this 
account. Quotations of the producers 
stand on the basis of 3'4%4,c¢. per pound 
for the 25 per cent. clarified extract in 
tanks. 

COCHINEAL.—The holders of this 
material are steady in their former 
views of the market. While there is 
very little business passing and prices 
are generally weak there were no offers 
at lower levels during the period and 
the bulk of the business was done on 
the basis of 65c. per pound for the rosy 
black grade. The gray is offered at 
62c. per pound, while the silver com- 
mands as high as 67c. per pound. 
Trading is very quiet and only small 
lots are being turned over at present. 

CUDBEAR.—There are still offers in 
some quarters at 21c. per pound. There 
has been very little doing during the 
past week and supplies are light but 
without the tightness noted in other 
items. The situation looks very steady 
and prices are generally subject to very 
little fluctuation. 

CUTCH.—There is enough of this 
material in the market to take care of 
all demands in good shape, and the 
holders report that they are doing very 
little business but that prices are well 
maintained on account of the fact that 
no reductions can be offered at present 
costs. The prices of the leading factors 
in the market are still held on the basis 
of 10c. per pound for the Borneo, 14c. 
per pound for the South American and 
18c. per pound for the Rangoon. 

DEXTRINE.—-There has been the 
usual demand for this material during 
the past week. Prices are very weak, 
with supplies far in advance of the 
amount of business being received. 
There has been no change in the quo- 
tations of the producers during the 
period, and the corn grade is. still 
steady in the hands of these factors. 
Prices stand at $6.19 per cwt. for the 
corn dextrine and $6.49 per cwt. for the 
British gum. The corn grades are con- 
siderably more speculative and prices 
on these grades were very weak during 
the period. Quotations at the close, 
however, showed no change from those 
of a week ago, though goods were sold 
at both higher and lower prices during 
the period. The Japanese grade was 
offered at 14c. per pound and the do- 
mestic at 131%c. per pound during the 
period. 

DIVI DIVI.—The market for this ma- 
terial is very firm at the levels reported 
a week ago. There is very little of the 
material available and the bulk of the 
business has been in the hands of the 
one or two importers who hold supplies. 
The result is a very firm market and 
no shading of prices from the former 
levels of $76@85 per ton. The extract 
is also very firm at the new prices, and 
quotations on the basis of 6c. per pound 
for the 25 per cent. tannin grade were 
reported during the period. 

EGG YOLK.—tThere is very little 
doing in this material. Prices are gen- 
erally weak, and considerable shading 
of the prices as given herewith was 
rumored but could not be confirmed 
during the week. Open quotations of 
70c. per pound for the spray and 60c. 
per pound for the granular were re- 
ported during the period, but there is 
little doubt that considerably lower 
prices could be done in a large way. 

FLAVINE.—There is no change in 
the situation since the report of a week 
ago The prices-of the producers are 
unchanged and are now steady on the 
basis of 90c. per pound for the orange 
and $1 per pound for the lemon. There 
is a good demand and the makers re- 
port a very firm market. 

FUSTIC.—The logs” are in ample 
supply and there is not much interest 
in any new offerings. Prices have 
showed no change for some weeks back 
and are still quoted at $35 per ton at 
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the close of the week. The extract is 
very firm and the demand is rather 
better this week than it has been. 
Prices are generally based on a quota- 
tion of 20c. per pound for the solid and 
22c. per pound for the crystals. 

GAMBIER.—The demand for all 
grades of gambier is very good and the 
importers are generally in control of 
the situation, with very little resale 
material offered. The amount of mate- 
rial available is good and importations 
have been noted in about the usual 
volume, Trading was reported at 11%c. 
per pound for the common grade. The 
other grades are priced at 12c, per 
pound for the plantation, 13c. per pound 
for the Java cubes and 17c. per pound 
for the Singapore cubes. The extract 
is in fairly good demand, but supplies 
are rather too large and prices are gen- 
erally rather easy at 10c. per pound for 
the 25 per cent. tannin grade. 

HEMATINE.—There were further ad- 
vances in the prices of this material 
during the past week, and the leading 
producers are now asking not less than 
29ce. per pound for the crystals. There 
has been a steady call during the past 
week, but the reason for the advance is 
not the demand for the material but 
the fact that raw material is so scarce 
and hard to get at present. 

HEMLOCK.—There has been about 
the usual call for this extract from the 
tanning interests during the past week, 
and the producers are doing a very 
good consuming business at the prices 
which have prevailed for some weeks 
back. Sales on the basis of 5c. per 
pound for the 25 per pent. tannin grade 
were reported during the period. 

HYPERNIC.—There has been no 
change in prices and the market is 
rather quiet. The strength of the raw 
material, however, is responsible for 
the fact that prices are very firm and 
cannot be shaded beiow 18c. per pound 
for the solid and 14c. per pound for the 
51-degree liquid. In fact, most pro- 
ducers are quoting at considerably 
higher than these levels. 

INDIGO.—There has been no change 
in the market and the producers are 
generally quoting at their former 
levels of the extract, with very little 
doing in the way of business. The 
price of the material is still 18¢e. per 
pound. The raw product is also dead, 
so far as business was concerned dur- 
ing the past week. Prices range from 
2.25 per pound for the Bengal to 95c. 
per pound for the Madras, but there is 
no business in any grade. 

LARCH.—The_ steady demand of 
the past two or three weeks has con- 
tinued and the market is still very 
active with prices well maintained at 
the levels reported a week ago. Sales 
of the powdered grade were reported 
during the period on the basis of 8%c. 
per pound. The liquid was offered at 
41,c. per pound in tank cars. 

LOGWOOD.—The arrival of a con- 
siderable amount of logwood was the 
feature of the week in the market for 
natural dves. The much needed ma- 
terial, however, never reached the 
market, as it was either sold to arrive 
or taken up directly by the consum- 
ers upon arrival. Prices are under- 
stood to have heen in the neighbor- 
hood of $50 per ton laid down in New 
York. The spot market is still bare, 
but the extract makers are taken 
care of fur a time at least, and that 
is the most encouraging part of the 
situation. At the close of the week 
prices on the extract stood at 23c. per 
pound for the solid and 27c. per pound 
for the crystals with the 51-degree 
liquid offered at 15c. per pound. One 
factor quotes the solid at 25e. and the 
erystals at 30c. per pound, but this 
seems to be slightly above the mar- 
ket.

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Red River Valley Controversy 


Time and tide, over which mere man has not 
the slightest control, acting in conjunction, have 
perpetrated a riddle that has involved the Federal 
Government and the States of Texas and Okla- 
homa in an unusual controversy. 

What is the correct boundary line between the 
States of Texas and Oklahoma in the Red River 
oil region ? 

This conundrum is answered by Texas in one 
way, by Oklahoma in another, and by the govern- 
ment in still another. The situation presents some- 
what the complexities of a French farce, in which 
everything is tangled, and then untangled and put 
to rights in the last act. If set to music, the situa- 
tion could be made the basis of a really charming 
opera bouffe. 

The plot unfolds itself somewhat as follows:— 
The State of Texas lays claim to the ownership 
of valuable oil lands located in the Red River 
Valley, and has granted permits or patents to some 
of this soil for the purposes of oil and gas develop- 
ment. Included in these grants are certain tracts 
located in the bed of the Red River. “The State 
of Oklahoma disputes the claims made by her sister 
State, setting forth that she, and she only, has title 
to the property in the river bed, going Texas one 
better and claiming jurisdiction and ownership to 
the entire bed of the river. To show her disdain 
for the absurd claims of Texas, Oklahoma has 
advertised for sale oil and gas leases on the area 
under dispute. 

(So far the action is slow, but from here on 
we promise that the movement will be accelerated.) 

Permittees from the State of Texas began to 
take possession of certain of the Red River Valley 
lands, while permittees from the State of Oklahoma 
unloaded their burros on certain other choice bits 
of property. It was all a case of who got there 
frst, however, for grants were being made by the 
two States for identical tracts of land. A Texas 
outfit would reach the site of a future oil develop- 
ment and discover that a group from Oklahoma 
had arrived on the scene first.

(Convincing and overwhelming, but tangling 
matters up so that even Solomon himself would find 
it difficult to unravel the knots.) 

However, the situation is not without its serious 
phases and legal complications. ‘The government 
filed a motion in the Supreme Court at Washington 
for permission to intervene in the matter to protect the 
interests of the United States and of Indians under 
its guardianship. Another motion, also filed by the 
Government through the Attorney General, asked for 
an injunction against both States, and for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver to take charge of the lands involved 
in the controversy. Both these motions have pre- 
vailed, the Supreme Court having issued the injunc- 
tion and appointed a receiver, who is no less a person 
than J. B. Dickinson, former Secretary of War. 

While it is true that Texas and Oklahoma have 
been issuing conflicting orders and have each named 
receiveys in at least one case for the same property, 
and that encounters between armed forces have been 
avoided with difficulty, it is equally true that the 
grantees, lessees, permittees and claimants are in 
no wise to blame for the muddle. Wells have 
been sunk on the lands in question, and thousands 
of dollars have been invested in fixtures, buildings 
and pipelines, and it seems unjust that those who 
have made these investments in perfect good faith 
should be made to suffer. 

Besides, the charge is made by Texas, and denied 
by the Department of Justice, that the government 
had acquiesced in the exercise of Texan jurisdic- 
tion over the area in dispute, and that it did not 
assert its rights until the discovery of oil in the 
Burkburnett field, since when the government has 
energetically been prosecuting investigations and 
preparations with a view to protecting , er and 
Indian rights. 

Without doubt the present conditions are con- 
ducive to trouble, but until it is ascertained definitely 
just what is the true boundary between the States, 
no permanent relief can be expected. To say that 
the south bank of the Red River, as of 1821, is 
the correct boundary, as is claimed by the govern- 
ment, may sound perfectly feasible, but Judge 
Wilson, in the Federal District Court, in the suit 
of the Cordhill Petroleum Co. against C. T. Taylor 
and others, has recently defined the bank of the river 
as the “‘limit of vegetation.” 

Erosion brought about by the action of wind and 
wave during the last century has changed the 
topography and contour of the banks of the Red 
River. Numerous islands on which the frogs used 
to croak a hundred years or so ago are now part 
of the mainland. To save trouble and annoyance 
to our great, great grandchildren, the correct boun- 
dary, once established, should be marked with 
monuments as lasting as the Pyramids, for the face 
of Nature is constantly changing. 


—s-o———— 
Field Reports Indicate Increased Activity 


Generally 

Without a single exception, the reports from the 
several producing fields of the United States, of 
Canada and of Mexico show that leading interests in 
the petroleum industry, together with the hundreds of 
smaller independent interests, are doing their utmost 
or planning to do their best toward the increasing of 
production of oil. These reports are virtually unani- 
mous in so far as they show preparations going tor- 
ward for the drilling of new wells and the reworking 
of old developments. They likewise show that the 
so-called ‘“‘wildcatter” is rapidly getting into his 
stride, so to speak, and that the best days of wild- 
catting in the past will be greatly exceeded this sum- 
mer, if present indications can be taken as any kind 
of an augury. 

While the reports as to the production of oil dur- 
ing the week were anything but unanimous as to in- 
creases in output, there were some good gains re- 
flected in the high-grade Eastern fields, not alone in 
the volume of new production, but in the number of 
new wells completed. California likewise showed a 
substantial increase in new production, this increase 


heine what might be regarded as a continuation ‘of the 
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increased activity during the month of February. 
Production in February was in excess of January so 
far as daily averages were concerned, but the volume 
of shipments continued to gain largely, with the result 
that there was a further depletion in storage stocks 
as a result of the greater volume of shipments over 
production. 


Similarly it was noted that the production figures 
for the North Central Texas region continue to show 
declines, with the output of the last week averaging 
165,000 barrels, as against 250,000 less than eight 
months ago. It is in this region perhaps that the 
greatest efforts are being made to increase produc- 
tion, and the vast unexplored fields of this region are 
offering exceptional opportunities to the wildcatter, 
who, it may be noted, is taking advantage of that 
some opportunity. 


The Gulf Coast regions are also showing some 
good work being pushed by the wildcatters, while 
at the same time the large and stable operators in 
the region are but slightly behind the wildcatter in 
their efforts to augment production to the utmost. 
Some large-sized wells were brought in during the 
week in the coastal region. 


Crude oil prices remained unchanged throughout 
the fields last week, though there were several ad- 
vances noted in different sections in the prices of gaso- 
line and some of the other refined products, though 
these advances were not general throughout the 
country. 





Eastern 

While the weekly report of activities in the high- 
grade petroleum fields shows that there has been a 
nice increase for the period under review in the 
number of finished wells and in new production, 
the most notable feature of the report may be said 
to be the indications that leasers are showing un- 
usual activity in the matter of taking up new acreage. 
These leasers are showing the greatest interest in 
obtaining rights to drill on land which is outside 
of the older defined pools. Other activities which 
are attracting more than passing attention include 
preparations to drill locations which had been over- 
looked in the defined areas and for the deeper drill. 
ing of many properties in the present producing 
areas. The high prices prevailing for the crude oil, 
together with the constantly growing demand and 
proportionate scarcity of the oil, has brought about 
this condition. Deeper drilling in all of the fields 
is expected to bring to light new producing sands. 
This is especially true of portions of Illinois and 
Indiana, in both of which States it is expected there 
will be some highly important and interesting work 
carried out in the approaching summer months. 
Meanwhile Kentucky, Tennessee and Northwestern 
Ohio are being closely watched, with Kentucky 
holding the center of the stage for volume of work 
under way. Pipeline runs in the last-named State 
for the week aggregated 193,403 barrels, a gain 
of 6,375 barrels over the previous week. A synop- 
sis of new work in the high grade fields for the 
week shows 199 wells completed against 160 in 
the previous week, with new production totaling 
3,306 barrels against 2,587. Dry holes totaled 
33, or 10 more than in the previous week, while 
the “‘gassers’’ aggregated 14, or one more than in 
the previous week. 





Canada 


Preparations are under way in the several petro- 
leum fields of the Dominion for extensive develop- 
ments, and considerable new work has already been 
gotten under way. In the last named category comes 
the work of the Viking-Battle Creek Oil Co. at 
Grattan Coulee, in Western Canada. This work 
provided the most important news of the past week 
in that a huge strike of gas was reported from there. 
The gas was reported flowing 5,000,000 to 6,000,- 
000 feet a day at a depth of 2,000 feet. Other tests 
are being put down rapidly in that vicinity by other 
interests attracted by the news of the strike. In the 
Pace River district, it is stated, there have been 
some showings of heavy oil struck recently along the 
river at Peace River town. Imperial Oil is reported 
progressing actively with its development work in 
Western Saskatchewan and in Southern Alberta.

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i California 

The latest report from the California oil fields 
shows that there were 8,001,910 barrels of oil pro- 
duced in those helds for the month of February, 
which represents « daily average output of 275,928 
bartels. This daily average compares with 274,510 
barrels every twenty-four hours in the month of Jan- 
yary, but the aggregate production for the month 
was less than that of January, which showed a total 
of 8,509,805 b irrels. While these figures are inter- 
esting, probably the most important fact indicated by 
the returns of the independent interests agency which 
compiled them is the excess of shipments over pro- 
duction. The monthly statistics show that there were 
924,556 barrels more oil shipped than were pro- 
duced within the month under review. Stocks of oil 
on March | were totaled at 25,969,174 barrels. 
This is regarded generally as a very small amount 
of reserve when the heavy drafts made upon storage 
stock within the two months previous are considered. 
During the first two months of the year the shortage 
of oil has mounted up to 1,835,217 barrels. While 
these figures may prove food for the pessimistically 
inclined, some ground work is provided for optimism 
in the statement that new production in February 
materially increased over January and that the num- 
ber of new wells has likewise largely increased. This 
Jast mentioned fact is expected to swell the production 
figures for the next two or three months and may 
serve to check the draft on stocks to a large extent. 
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Gulf Coast 


There are plentiful signs throughout the Gulf 
Coast petroleum fields that drilling will be more 
active than ever before during the coming summer, 
and already there are numerous new tests under way 
as well as preparations going forward for reworking 
of old developments in the hope of getting increased 
production from these old wells. Wildcatters are 
going forward at an unusual pace with their work 
and it is expected that there will be a substantial in- 
crease in the volume of output from the Gulf Coast 
regions. There were a number of new wells of good 
size brought in during the week in these fields, and 
some of them were such as to warrant the belief that 
there will be other and larger wells obtained in ad- 
jacent territory. These were obtained in West Colum- 
bia and at Hull. The big wells obtained in the 
West Columbia region continue to come in to the 
northeast of the original group of gushers. A sum- 
mary of the week’s completions and drilling and so 
forth for the week shows that there were 10 new 
wells completed, against 23 in the previous week. 
The new production equaled 9,865 barrels, as 
against 8,530 in the previous week, however.

Japan 

For the first time in a number of weeks a report 
from the petroleum fields of Japan is presented in 
the Petroleum Section, and it is interesting to note 
that the Japanese petroleum companies are turning 
their attention to the newer oil fields of Akita pre- 
fecture, rather than to the old wells in Niigata. The 
latter fitlds have for some time past been reporting 
declining production,- and because of this there has 
been a determined effort recently on the part of the 
Japanese producers to find new sources of supply, 





‘with the result that the Skita fields were only recently 


uncovered to any great extent. The report of the pro- 
duction for the Niigata fields for the last year shows 
that there were 1,174,539 koku of oil produced in 
those fields in 1919, a koku equaling 39.70 gallons. 





Kansas 
Production averages in Kansas were well main- 
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tained during the week covered in the current 
report, this statement applying more particularly, it 
is indicated, to the several large pools of the State's 
fields. The shallow sand districts, however, re- 
flected an increase in output figured at about 1,000 
barrels daily. The center of interest in the Kansas 
fields continues to be around the Florence and 
Covert wells. At the last report there were ten 
new rigs up around the Florence well and seven 
new tests going down in the vicinity of the Covert 
well. Lease speculation continues to run high 
around each of these wells. Completions in the 
State were about on a par with the aggregate for 
the previous week, some of the wells brought in 
in the Peabody-Ebling pool being exceptionally 
large. Swabbing of the wells from the walking 
beam by the producers, however, has cut down 
the production, but given the operators large quan- 
tities of oil in a short space of time, this probably 
accounting for the lack of any notable increase in 
the pipeline averages for the week. The Fox- 
Bush field has been drawing much attention and 
unusual activity is reported from that region. 
Qe 


Mexico 


The issuance of a new decree by President Car- 
ranza governing the exploitation of oil lands along 
water courses has caused considerable speculation in 
the industry in Mexico. Leaders in the industry are 
not exactly clear in their minds as to just what the 
new decree means and it is expected that some little 
time will be taken up in the study of the decree for 
the purpose of ascertaining just how this affects the 
old controversy as to the development of oil lands by 
foreign interests in Mexico. Meanwhile, it is noted 
that there had been a considerable stimulus gzven to 
drilling in the Tampico and Tuxpam fields through 
the granting of drilling permits, and production fig- 
ures have been steadily mounting upward within the 
last few weeks. Much new work has been laid out 
and there has been considerable progress made in 
carrying out some of these development plans, though 
there continues to be some hesitancy among the oper- 
ators as to going ahead with devlopments prior to 
the enactment of a definite petroleum law by the 
Mexican Congress.

North Central Texas 


All signs in the North Central Texas fields point 
to an exceptionally active drilling campaign from 
this time on through the summer months and until 
winter weather shall again have gripped the fields. 
Preparations are going forward by large and small 
operators for big developments, and the hum of the 
drill is expected to resound throughout the State as 
never before. That this is so is emphasized in par- 
ticular by the alertness with which the larger com- 
panies move when reports of successful wildcat drill- 
ing are received. Heretofore these reports were re- 
ceived and discounted largely, but now the big com- 
panies rush out their scouts at once to the scene of 
the wildcat strike and get into the leasing game as 
rapidly as the money-mad small lease speculator. In 
this manner the big operators are taking up more 
leases than heretofore at more or less speculative 
prices. The weekly report from the North Central 
Texas fields shows that production continues grad- 
ually to decrease, and at- the present time the output 
is averaged at 165,000 barrels daily, as compared 
with 260,000 less than eight months ago. This de- 
crease in part explains the unusual attempts which 
the operators are making to find new production. 
Burkburnett increased its weekly total of runs by 
1,445 barrels over the previous week, showing 76,- 
995 barrels for last week. Eastland county, how- 
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ever, shows a falling off, the week's total being 31,- 
175 barrels, against 34,750. The actual daily pro- 
duction for the week under review for the entire 
North Central Texas group is 164,103 barrels, 
which compares with 168,920 in the preceding week. 
Thus it will be seen that the Burkburnett field is the 
chief support of the field group and that something 
as good or better must be found to maintain the 
average, as the other fields are declining in a much 
too consistent manner to be overlooked. 


West Texas 


In the West Texas fields there is at present re- 
ported an unprecedented era of wildcat activity. Vir- 
tually every county which is comprised in the section 
designated as the West Texas fields shows signs of 
wildcatters at work or preparing to get to work, and 
the result is that there is generally an air of excite- 
ment and expectation prevalent throughout the region. 
The bringing to light of a small sign of oil is suffi- 
cient to cause rushes to the scene and in this manner 
there have been a number of booms started in various 
localities. This is true of McCulloch county in par- 
ticular. That county is the latest one to feel the 
effect of a rush, the most recent rush being caused 
by the bringing in of a big gas well reported to be 
making gas at the rate of 1,000,000 feet a day. 
Concho county is likewise excited over the striking of 
oil in a shallow field twelve miles from Paint Rock. 
These signs altogether indicate that the summer 
months will find the West Texas oil fields among the 
leaders in point of activity. 


REFINED PRODUCTS 


The market for refined products has been strong. 
Fuel oil buyers have offered as high as 10c. for 14@ 
16 degree oil, though orders placed some time ago 
on contract are going out at lower prices. Lubricating 
oils are in good demand, and lots of from a few hun- 
dred to 1,000 barrels of dark filtered cylinder oil 
were sold this week at 75c., the price named in prices 
current. Only small lots of light filtered stock are 
available. Bloomless oils are scarce and high in 
price. Spindle oil is not moving as well as formerly 
and prices are steady. The wax market is showing 
a good tone, and among the stocks difficult to obtain 
is match. The Texas Co. has advanced the price 
of gasoline two cents in Texas places, excepting Tex- 
arkana. This product in Minneapolis filling stations 
brings 28.2 cents per gallon. 

The Pennsylvania crude oil situation has become 
more stabilized in the last few weeks; reports from 
mid-continent are that difficulty is experienced in ob- 
taining stocks of crude for refiners. 


REFINED PRODUCTS AT CHICAGO 


The market for refined petroleum products at Chi- 
cago continues to show firmness in every branch, with 
the possible exception of kerosene, which is lagging 
somewhat under a lack of demand of importance. 
Other items are firm to strong, this being especially 
so of gasoline, fuel oil and gas oil. Gasoline is some- 
what quiet just at present, it is stated, but this is 
taken as merely the calm preceding the storm of 
summer demand, so to speak. As to gas oil, that 
commodity is probably the scarcest article in the list 
and prices are accordingly more nominal than actual.

Plaintiffs in Holland 


Plaintiffs in the suit are members of 
the New Netherlands Corporation known 
as Petrol-Maatschappiz Salt Creek. The 
defendants are Pierre Eugene de Cap- 
jane, Wyoming Oil Fields Co. and the 
Natrona Pipeline & Refining Co. Mons. 
Caplane is described as a resident of 
Paris, where he engages in the banking, 
investing and promotion business in 
partnership with Edmond Chopy and 
Henry Bondonneau under the firm name 
of Chopy & Co. 

The Wyoming Oil Fields Co., here- 
after called the Oil Fields Co., was or- 

ized on September 14, 1911, under the 


ws of Wyoming, to promote and de- 
velop oil leases in that State. The 
Natrona Pipeline & Refining Co. was 


organized on March 16, 1911, as a Wyo- 
ming corporation. Prior to January 1, 
1913, the Oil Fields Co. owned lease- 
hold interests on some 2.920 acres of land 
in Natrona county, Wyoming, in the re- 
ion commonly known as Salt Creek 
l Fields. This land contained exten- 
sive and valuable deposits of petroleum 
and the corporation was engaged in the 
production of petroleum. 

At the same time the Natrona Co. 
possessed an oil refinery located at or 
near Casper, Wyo., also a pipeline ex- 
tending from the refinery to and through 
Salt Creek Oil Fields; storage tanks 
and other equipment for receiving, stor- 
ing and transporting, refining and de- 
livering petroleum at said refinery; of 
cars for transportation of such products, 
and was engaged particularly in hand- 
noe ve produced by the Oil 
elds Co. 


Oil Fields Co. Stock 


ante plaintiff then was the holder of 
23 per cent. of the outstanding capital 
stock of the Oil Fields Co. and the Na- 
trona Co., while the Franco-Wyoming 
Oil Co., a Delaware corporation, held the 
remaining 77 per cent. of stock in both 
companies.

New Company Organized 


As the program provided, 
complaint, on March 8, 


states the 
1913, there was 


organized a new company called the 
Franco-Petroleum Co. Thereafter the 
agreement of February 24 was assigned 
to the new corporation pursuant to the 
arrangement. 

Then, it is alleged, Caplane_ secured 


either in his own name or for his part- 
ners, the agreed amount of stock upon 
payment of a nominal sum and subse- 
quently he became director and _ vice- 
president of the new company. 


On January 31, 1914, continues the 
complaint, another agreement was ob- 
tained through the connivance of Cap- 
lane, modifying the first agreement and 
being of further detriment to the stock- 
holders. This was followed by a third 
modifying agreement on February 2, 
1914, also characterized by the plaintiff, 
as disadvantageous. 


Thereafter in February, 1914, pur- 
Suant ‘to the second agreement, a corpo- 
ration known as the Midwest Refining 
Co. was organized under the laws of 
Maine and to it was transferred the 
agreement of February 24, 1913, as mod- 


ified, together with additional refining 
works. 
Motives Alleged 
Imputing ulterior motives to the de- 


fendant Caplane on this transaction, the 
plaintiff says :— 

“Plaintiff is informed and believes Cap- 
lane and his partners, pursuant to the 
agreement made in connection with the 
assignment, exchanged his holdings in the 
Franco-Petroleum Co. for stock in the Mid- 
west Refining Co. on the basis of $130 in 
par value of stock in the Midwest for 
$100 in part of preferred of the Franco- 
Petroleum Co., and* $85 in par value of 
stock in the Midwest for $100 common of 
Franco-Petroleum. 

“Plaintiff is informed and believes Cap- 
lane and his partners have secured for 
themselves a profit from the transaction of 
$5,000,000. 


“Caplane in June, 1913, the plaintiff be- 
ing in ignorance of his secret and corrupt 
agreement, at a meeting in Paris of the 
Board of Directors of the Franco-Wyoming 
Oil Co., stated he received a cablegram 
from the organizers of the  Franco- 
Petroleum Co., offering him either for him- 
self or his friends or for the Franco- 
Wyoming Co., 75,000 shares of $1 par value 
Franco-Petroleum preferred stock at 50 
cents per share with a bonus of 75,000 
shares of par value of $1 common stock, 
the benefit of which Mons. Caplane said 
he proposed to cede to the Franco- 
Wyoming Co., and in which the plaintiff 
was finally permitted to participate to the 
extent of 25 per cent.’ 


By this transaction the plaintiff avers 
it acquired 17,250 shares of preferred, 
and an equal amount of common stock, 
having the aggregated value of $8,625. 


Secret Understanding Charged 


Analyzing the transaction at this time 
the plaintiff says it is informed and be- 
lieves 75,000 shares of preferred and 
75,000 shares of common of the Franco- 
Petroleum stock received by Caplane was 
in furtherance of the secret understand- 
ing and also charges him with receiving 
the proceeds of the sale of the stock. 

It is charged that the plaintiff was not 
permitted to participate in the benefits 
or advantages so reserved by Caplane in 
connection with the agreement of Feb- 
ruary 24, 1913, with similar treatment 
being meted out to the Oil Fields Co. 
and the Natrona Co. 

“The agreements of February 24, 
of January 31, 1914, and of February 2, 
914, were and are severally and _ collec- 
tively injurious to the interests of the Oil 
Fields Co. and the Natrona Co.,”” continues 
the complaint, ‘‘as each tended to prevent 
and restrict the development of the proper- 
ties, reduce profits, increase the expense of 
handling, marketing and disposing of the 
products, and to divert from the com- 
panies to companies in which Caplane had 
greater interests a larger proportion of the 
gains and profits arising from the hand- 
ling of the properties and products; and 
caused to be transferred without adequate 
compensation and to create excessive, dis- 
proportionate and fictitious values in the 
other companies in which Caplane has been 
interested, at the expense of the Oil Fields 
and Natrona companies, all of which 
wrongful results were made possible by 


1913, 


means of the secret and corrupt arrange- 
ment.”’ 

The complaint explains that the plain- 
tiff corporation is composed largely of 
residents of Holland, who for the most 
part live in The Hague, where its Board 
of Directors hold their meetings. The 
Franco-American Co. is largely com- 
posed of residents of France, especially 
Paris, while the members of the Board 
of Directors of the Oil Fields Co. and 
the Natrona Co. are citizens of the 
United States residing chiefly in 
Wyoming. 

By reason of such wide dispersion of 
places of residence, members and direc- 
tors of the four companies infrequently 
meet and the complaint states that com- 
munication between them is slow and 
difficult. During the war period such 
conditions were aggravated, the censor- 
ship adding to the other delaying cir- 
cumstances. 

Following this summary of the physi- 
cal handicaps interfering with communi- 
cation the plaintiff says :— 

“The plaintiff and its directors were 
wholly ignorant of the benefits and advan- 
tages secretly secured by Caplane for him- 
self and his partners and did not come 
into knowledge of such arrangement until 
long after the agreement and its last modi- 
fication. The plaintiff was led by the mis- 
representation of Caplane to assent to the 
agreement of February 24, but at all times 


refused to acquiesce in the modifications 
and protested against them. 
“Since learning of the secret benefits, 


the plaintiff has repeatedly demanded the 
return of the advantages to the Oil Fields 
and Natrona companies and an_ annulment 
of the agreements. However, the plaintiff 
has been unable to prevail upon the direc- 
tors for a disaffirmance or cancellation, 
because Caplane controls the majority of 
the board.” os 

Because of the invisible understanding 
the plaintiff alleges it has suffered great 
and irreparable injury and that the com- 
panies have been deprived of large sums 
which otherwise would have been re- 
alized. Also it is alleged the defendants 
have wrongfully deprived the companies 
and stockholders out of their propor- 
tionate share of the profits. 

In conclusion the plaintiff asks that 
Mons. Caplane be required to account 
for the profits accruing from the agree- 
ments; pay to the Oil Fields and Natrona 
companies amounts so realized; an ac- 
counting and conveyance to the above 
companies of all shares of stock and 
other considerations, advantages and 
benefits received by him by reason of 
the secret agreement and any further 
relief the court. may deem necessary.

of enabling said Reed Co. to carry out the

_ (a) As one of the considerations for the mak- 
ing of this contract the Reed Co. shall on or 
before March 1, 1913, pay to the Natrona Co.

lields Co. sufficient money to buy for the Reed 
Co. all crude oil now held in storage by the 
Natrona Co. up to a total of one hundred 
thousand (100,000) barrels at the price of fifty 
cents (50c.) per barrel; said oil to be from the 
Sale Creek Oil Fields; 

(b) The Reed Co. agrees to finance its said 
operations and _ construction contemplated 
hereby to a total capacity of 3,500 barrel still 
capacity over and above the refining capacity 
of the Natrona Co.'s works as increased by the 
stills about to be constructed by it, and addi- 
tional pumping capacity for the purpose of 
pumping additional oil through the said pipe- 
line sufficient at all times to meet the require- 
ments of this contract as hereinafter specified 
with reference to the production, transporta- 
tion, refining and marketing of oil hereunder. 

(c) The Reed Co. shall commence the con- 
struction either of works additional to the 
present Natrona Refinery on the present re- 
finery site of that company, or a separate and 
distinct refinery on land to be acqvired for 
that purpose, not later than June 1, 1913, and 
shall complete the same for operation not 
later than December 1, 1913, said refinery 
work when completed to have over and above 
the capacity of the present Natrona Refinery, 
or any enlargement thereof now prepared for, 
a still capacity of at least 3,500 barrels; if 
such works be not completed by April 1, 1914, 
this contract at option of parties of the first 
part may be terminated. 


Possession of Lands 


(ad) The Reed Co. within not exceeding thirty 
days hereof, shall take possession of the said 
lands of the Oil Fields Co. and the pipeline 
and refinery of the Natrona Co. and all prem- 
ises and works, tracts and cars appertaining 
thereto, subject always, however, to the pro- 
vision, and it is hereby provided that such de- 
livery and such possession shall be held by 
the Reed Co. subject to the performance by 
the Reed Co. as agent for the Natrona Co. 
of the present contract existing between the 
Natrona Co. and the Texas Co. in accordance 
with the terms and provisions of said contract; 
and it shall be agreed between the Reed Co. 
on the one side and the Natrona Co. and the 
Oil Fields Co. on the other side, and hereby 
is agreed that while said pipeline and refinery 
shall be delivered subject to such perform- 
ance by the Reed Co. of the said contract with 
the Texas Co. as last provided, the Natrona

That the applications filed for making 
perforations in the federal zones of rivers, 
creeks, etc., are already very numerous in 
the region now known as oil producing, 
which applications t is deemed necessary to 
consider, it being to the best interests of the 
public finance as W ell as the petitioners to 
give them the necessary attention; 

The Ministry of Industry, Commerce and 
Labor is hereby authorized to grant, in the 
name of the executive, such concessions, sub- 
ject, however, until such time as the Con- 
gress of the Union issues the petroleum law,

GENERAL CONDITIONS 


General Conditions which will govern the 
concessions that may be granted by this 
Ministry of Industry, Commerce and Labor, 
to exploit petroleum and other hydrocarbons 
existing in the subsurface of the federal 
gones, beaches and beds of rivers, creeks, 
lagoons, estuaries, etc., of the national terri- 
tory:— 

Il. The concessions for the exploitation of 
petroleum and other hydrocarbons in the 
federal zones, beaches and beds of rivers, 
creeks, estuaries, lagoons, etc., may only be 
granted to Mexicans by birth or naturaliza- 
tion, or to corporations organized according 
to the Mexican laws. 

Il. Upon fulfillment of the foregoing re- 
quirement, the order of preference for ob- 
taining such concessions will be as follows:— 


1. Those authorized legally to exploit 
oi] lands bordering on the federal zones. 

2.The proprietors of the bordering 
lands, whenever the concession to exploit 
the subsurface of such lands has not 
been granted. 

3. The exploiters or proprietors of lands 
situated less than two kilometers from 
the federal zone, who show that they 
own a sufficient area to establish storage 
tanks and the other necessary accessories 
for the exploitation of tne subsurface 
eomprised in the stretch of federal zone 
which may be granted them. 


Ten-Year Concessions

The decree, while issued this 


From 1,000 to 2,000 cubic meters of daily 
production, 10 per cent. 

From 2,000 to 6,000 cubic meters of daily 
production, 15 per cent. 

From 5,000 cubic meters of daily produc- 
tion and up, 20 per cent. 

In liquidating the share on each month’s 
production, the average daily production in 
said month will be used as a basis. 

XI. The government will have the right 
to exast its share in cash or specie. For 
payment in cash the oil will be valued at 
the place of production. 

If the government should choose to re- 
ceive its share in specie, the grantees will 
only be obliged to keep it stored in their 
tanks during the fifteen days following the 
date of settlement. 


Failure to Deliver 


XIII. If the grantees should fail to de- 
liver, within one month, a quantity of pe- 
troleum equivalent to 50 per cent. of the 
productive capacity of their wells, the gov- 
ernment may draw at its expense, the share 
belonging to it, based on the productive 


capacity. 
XIII. For the foregoing effects the gov- 
ernment’ inspectors’ will measure each 


month, in the presence of 
of the grantees, 
the wells. 

XIV. The grantees will guarantee the ful- 
fillment of their obligations by making a 
deposit of 1,000 pesos for each kilometer 
or fraction greater than 500 meters of fed- 
eral zone granted. This deposit will be 
returned to them as soon as they obtain 
the first productive well, which will serve 
as well as others which they may drill 
thereafter, as a guarantee of the fulfill- 
ment of their obligations. 

XV. The terms provided for in this con- 
cession will be suspended in the event of 
circumstances of “force majeur’’ absolutely 
and directly preventing the fulfillment of 
the obligations stipulated, the Ministry of 
Industry, Commerce and Labor to extend 
such terms as long as may be deemed 
necessary. 

In order that the grantees may be able 
to use this grace they must demonstrate 
before said Ministry, with the necessary 
proofs, the circumstances of ‘force majeur” 
which prevented or might continue to pre- 
vent them from fulfilling their obligations. 
The advice and demonstration before the 
Ministry, of such ‘force majeur,’’ must be 
filed within one month from the day such 
circumstances are extant. 


Pipeline Rights 


XVI. The grantees will have the right to 
establish pipelines to carry the oil from the 
wells to the storing stations, as well as 
to establish in the fluvial routes to which 
the zone granted belongs, the piers neces- 
sary for exploitation, subject to the condi- 
tions that may be imposed by the Min- 
isteries of Communications and _ Public 
Works, Finance and Public Credit, and 
War and Marine.

XVII. The Ministry of

No Transfer of Rights 


XXI. In no case will the grantees pledge, 
transfer or in any way alienate the con- 
cessions or any of the rights and fran- 
chises contained in them to any society, 
government or foreign State, nor will admit 
them as partners, any such transaction 
which may be carried out to be declared 
null and void. Nor will they transfer the 


concessions to any private individual or 
corporation, without due permission, in 
writing, from the Ministry of Industry, 


Commerce and Labor, this obligation being 
permanent for all such corporations as may 
thereafter acquire the rights granted by 
the concessions. 

XXII. The grantees will have preferred 
right, upon the expiration of the period of 
their concessions, to renew it for the time 
and under the conditions which the Fed- 
eral Executive may. deem necessary. 

XXIII. The Ministry of Industry, Com- 
merce and Labor will punish the faults of 
the grantees which do not call for the 
cancellation of their concessions with fines 
fluctuating between 100 and 1,000 pesos, in 
accordance with the seriousness and fre- 
quency of the faults. 


Cause for Cancellation 


XXIV. The Ministry of Industry, Com- 
merce and Labor may administratively de- 
clare the cancellation of the concessions 
for any of the following causes: 

1. For the non-renewal of a_ concession 
upon the expiration of a concession; 

2. For failure to make the payments stip- 
ulated in Clause 10 of these conditions; 

3. For failure to perforate within the 
terms and conditions stipulated by Clause 8; 

4. For seeking protection from a foreign 
government, or transferring the conces- 
sions to it, or admitting it as a purtner. 
In any of these events the grantees will 
forfeit in favor of the nation all their 
installations; 

5. For defrauding the fiscal interests in 
any manner in connection with the exploita- 
tion of the zone granted. 

In case of cancellation, the grantees will 
forfeit the deposit of guarantee, if not 
previously returned, as well as the wells in 
process of perforation or those already pro- 
ductive, which will be turned over to the 
government in a _ state of immediate 
utilization. 

The Ministry of Industry, Commerce and 
Labor, before declaring the cancellation, 
will allow the interested parties a_ period 
of not less than sixty days for their defense. 

XXV. The stamps which must be adhered 
to the concessions must be paid by the 
grantees.

CARRANZA DECREE BEING STUDIED 
CLOSELY IN GOVERNMENT CIRCLES 





Washington Officials Have Impression It May Apply to Private 
Lands—May Apply Especially to British Company’s Holdings 


WASHINGTON, April 2, 1920. 


Particulars about the latest Carranza 
oil decree authorizing temporary conces- 
sions for oil well drilling in federal zones 
in Mexico have been received in Wash- 
ington. For some reason the impression 
has gained ground apparently that the 
decree is applicable to private lands. 
This is not so, it is stated on good au- 
thority. The decree may or may not 
especially affect the main controversy 
between Mexico and American oil in- 
terests, which revolves around the at- 
tempt of Mexican authorities to assume 
ownership or control over privately 
owned lands. 

Under the Carranza oil decree of 
March 12, it is stated, drilling permits 
for ten years may be obtained by Mex- 
icans or Mexican corporations applying 
to the so-called federal zones, which in- 
clude a strip of fifty kilometers wide 
along the seacoast and tén meters wide 
on each side or bank of rivers and 
other streams, also the beds of such 
streams and certain swampy areas. The 
new measure, it is said, might affect 
privately owned lands along waterways 
and within the boundaries of the so- 
called federal zones. However, it is 
stated that no American oil lands are 
known of within the  fifty-kilometer 
coastal strike. 

It is thought here that perhaps the 
decree would be much more likely to 
apply especially to the Aguila Co., which 
is said to be the only big company oper- 
ating in Mexico that is reported to have 
a concession covering waterway federal 
zones of great importance. If this belief 
is confirmed the British lion is expected 
to roar rather loudly on account of his 
interest in the Aguila Co. 

The new decree provides that no con- 
cessionairé may transfer his rights to a 
foreigner (from the Mexican standpoint). 
Royalties are prescribed to be paid the 
Mexican government. Drilling must be- 
gin within five years from date of 
concession. 

The following statement regarding it 
has been issued by the State Depart- 
ment :— 

The main provisions of the oil decree of 
March 12, 1920, by President Carranza, of 
Mexico, granting authority for temporary con- 
cessions for development of oil in lands on 
federal zones of watercourses in Mexico have 
been received by the Department of State. 
These provisions were promulgatd b = 


Mexican Government on March 19, to 


fective during the pendency of formulation of 
legislation by the Mexican Congress. 

Concessions are to be granted only to native 
or naturalized Mexicans or to companies or- 
ganized under Mexican laws, with first prefer- 
ence to those having authority to develop oil 
lands adjoining federal zones. Proprietors of 
adjoining lands who do not have concessions 
for exploitation of its subsoil have next prefer- 
ence, with owners or exploiters of the areas 
within a distance of two kilometers accorded 
third preference in the granting of these fed- 
eral concessions. The validity of the conces- 
sions is limited to ten years. Petitions for 
concessions and for denunciation proceedings 
in oil regions must be published. 

The extreme limit of the federal zone in 
the unpreferred concessions is ten kilometers 
and no concessions are to be granted for areas 
in the federal zone concerning which there is 
a contract, concession or permission for tem- 
porary occupation in force at present. Pros- 
pective concessionaires must specify the needs 
of the particular zone involved for six months 
from date of application. Drilling of wells 
must begin within five years from date of 
grant of concession—one well for every two 
kilometers or fraction. The first well is to be 
completed within the first year. 

Location of wells and temporary drilling in- 
stallations must be approved by the Secretary 
of Commerce and Labor at Mexico City. 

The annual rental charge is fixed at 100 
pesos for every kilometer or fraction. Royalty 
charges based on daily production are for first 
1,000 cubic meters or less, five per cent.; 1,000- 
2,000 cubic meters, three and one-tenth per 


cent.; 2,000-5,000 cubic meters, three and fif- 
teen-hundredths, and 5,000 or more, twenty 
per cent. 


Monthly production is to be ascertained for 
liquidation of royalty charges. The Govern- 
ment reserves the right to have the same paid 
in cash or in kind (petroleum), in which case 
the oil shall be valued at the region in which 
produced, and if the Government shall choose 
to exact these royalties in petroleum, the con- 
cessionaires shall store the same in tanks 
within a period of fifteen days after such 
liquidation. 

it the concessionaires do not obtain fifty 
per cent. of the capacity of the wells the 
Government may nevertheless secure the roy- 
alty for its own account. The concessionaires 
must deposit 1,000 pesos for each kilometer or 
fraction in excess of 500 meters which shall be 
reimbursed on the obtainment of oil from the 
first well. 

The concessionaires ‘may be required to sell 
the petroleum to the Government should public 
necessity so demand, which shall be at exist- 
ing prices at production places, and ,they are 
prohibited from alienating, transferring or hy- 
pothecating the concessions, franchises or other 
rights obtained to foreign companies or to for- 
eign governments, and they are not permitted 
to take in partners any such foreign com-

panies, states or governments. They are also 
prevented from transferring concessions to cor- 
porations or individuals without the sanction 
of authorities, which last requirement becomes 
permanent in the case of all concessions 
granted in future. 

The concessionaires are granted preferred 
rights for renewal of the terms on the ter- 
mination of the concessions under such stipu- 
lations and for such period of time which the 
executive power shall deem suitable 

The installations and the concessions may 
be adjudged void in the case of failure to 
comply with the provisions for the drilling or 
payment of royalties or rental charges, vio- 
lation of provisions relative to the transfer 
of the concessions, the admission of partners, 
or in case of practising fraud against fiscal 
interests, or where they pray for the protec- 
tion of other governments. 


OIL DEPOSITS IN 
CHIHUAHUA, MEX.>? 


Carranza Government Appoints 
Experts to Make Extensive 
Search 


MEXICO CITY, March 20, 1920, 
The explorations which have been inade 
in the northern portion of the State of 
Chihuahua for some years past have led 
to the well founded belief that extensive 
deposits of petroleum exist in that region, 
and as a result the Department of In- 


dustry, Commerce and Labor has ap- 
pointed a special commission of experts 
to make a careful investigation in this 
direction. The town of Ojinaga will be 
taken as the basis from which to carry 
the explorations, as oil is known to exist 
in that section. According to old miners 
familiar with the country deposits of 
chapopote or asphalt are to be seen not 
far from the Conchos River, near its 
junction with the Rio Bravo. Coal has 
an been found in the same neighbor- 

The belief in the existence of petroleum 
on the Mexican side of the river has 
within a few months caused many Ameri- 
cans to apply to the Mexican consul at 
Presidio for permission to exploit the 
same, and a number of such concessions 
have been granted. This has actuated the 
department in question to dispatch the 
special expert commission to make a 
thorough examination. 

More than twelve years ago reports 
were in circulation in that part of the 
country and also in the neighboring State 
of Coahuila that the well known Hearst 
estate in drilling wells for water for 
stock use on its immense properties in 
Northeastern Chihuahua had struck oil, 
but that the wells had been capped over 
and the matter kept a profound secret. 
being only known to the well drillers and 
to the owners of the estate. It was the 
former who disclosed to a few the in- 
formation of the oil discovery. 











Washington Hears of Proposed 
Search for New Fields 


WASHINGTON, April 2, 1920. 


Possible new oil resources in Mexico 
are to be investigated, according to in- 
formation received here. An official com- 
mission of the Mexican Government, 
headed by Engineer Jose del Rio, will 
shortly leave for Chihuahua to investigate 
reports of oil deposits not far from the 
American border, opposite Presidio, Texas. 
The commission will report to the Mexi- 
can Department of Commerce. New oil 
deposits are reported to have been dis- 
covered near Ciudad Victoria, capital of 
the State of Tamaulipas, and the Trans- 
continental Oil Co. is reported to have 
sent a commission of geologists to look 
into the situation. Ciudad Victoria is in 
the same Mexcan State as Tampico, but 
the bulk of the Tampico oil fields are to 
the southward of Tampico. 

The first oil well to have been brought 
in in March, it is reported, is known as 
Gipzine No. 3, by the Panuco Boston

Indiana Field Attracts 


After years of waiting it looks very much 
as though the trade would invade the 
southern half of Indiana, which has only 
a few tests made and that in a vast ter- 
ritory that contains some very promising 
structuers, and structures are_ plentiful. 
More test work has been done in the ex- 
treme western section of the south half 
than any other portion of that part of 
the State, and in most instances small 
showings of oil have been encountered. 
Some nice wells have been found at Birds- 
eye as well as near Loogoottee, which are 
in the western part of the south half of 
the State, and there is room for some 
productive pools there. This territory will 
be tested out during the coming summer 
if material and drilling machines can be 
secured to do the work.

KENTUCKY FIELDS 


Allen county, in the Western Kentucky 
division, becomes the most active develop- 
ment in the State at this time, and it is 
estimated that the daily production of the 
county is now greater than that of Lee 
county. There are more wells drilling in 
Allen county and double the number of 
wells were finished during the week in re- 
view. This gives Allen county the lead in 
wells drilling, with Lee county second, fol- 
lowed closely by Warren county. Law- 
rence county, in the extreme eastern part of 
the State, is getting up among the active 


counties. The oil in that county is not a 
shallow sand proposition, as the oil is 
found in the Bereasand at around 1,700 


to 1,800 feet, and quite expensive territory 
to develop, requiring a much longer string 
of casing than wells in other parts of the 
State.

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Large Operating Companies Branching Out in 
Leasing Big Blocks—Sensational Well Com- 
pleted Connecting Caddo and’ Breckin- 


ridge 


FORT WORTH, Tex., March 30, 1920. 
Things are stirring in oil in the North 


Central Texas fields. and from now on 
with good weather the hum of the drill 
will be heard in most every county with- 
in the borders of the State that shows 
structures worth the drilling. The —— 
operating concerns are branching out in 
their leasing of large blocks of acreage 
to hold in reserve. Just as soon as there 
is a report of a wildcat well drilling the 
large companies rush out their scouts to 
lease what they can and purchase the 
balance, realizing that if oil is found 
that they will be well set before lease 
prices advance out of -bonds. In this 
manner the big fellows take the chances 
and purchase leases at a normal price. 
Sometimes they lose, but more often 
they win out. 


The Beyers Tract Gusher 


The Gulf Production Co. has just brought in 
the sensational well of the week in the North 
Central Texas territory in the completion of 
the test on the Beyer tract, which is really a

wildcat venture, which virtually connects the 
Caddo and Breckenridge pools in Stephens 
county. The Beyer well is one of the largest, 
if not actually the largest, producer ever com- 
pleted in Stephens county. It is now reported 
flowing 7,500 barrels a day. An jnteresting 
feature in connection with the well is that the 
flow is natural, where other large producers 
in the county frequently have to be shot into 
production. 


The new well is a mile and a half northwest 
of the town of Necessity and something like 
a mile east and south of the Gulf Production 


Co.’s production on the White tract, which js 
considered in the Breckenridge pool. The 
Necessity territory, where there is already 
large production, is generally considered in the 
Caddo pool. It practically closed the three- 
mile gap between these two large producin 

pools of Stephens county. The well has a tota 
depth of 3,228 feet and is a little less than 
twenty feet in the pay sand. The Gulf Co. 
has just brought in another good well, which is 
also near the town of Necessity. It is the 
company’s initial test on the Satterwhite tract 
which is about three-quarters of a mile west of 
the townsite. The Satterwhite is making 1,200 
barrels a day from the pay at 8,275 feet. It 
has been completed. The Beyer tract well has 
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south from both these points, the Caddo line 
tending westward and the Breckenridge line 
tending eastward. However, there is consider- 
able production south of the town of the 
Breckenridge well down toward the Eastland 
county line, while southeast of Caddo a line 
of good production takes in practically the 
entire southeast part of the county and ex- 
tends over into Palo Pinto county. This does 
not take into consideration a vast territory 
with scattered production extending over prac- 


already been connected with the pipeline, and 
as much of the production as possible is being 
carried away. However, all the storage is 
overflowed and large gangs of men were en- 
gaged in throwing up earthen storage to care 
for the overflow.

The Timmons Test Being Watched 


Events of unusual importance have marked 
the progress of development in the North 
Central Texas oll fields. Discoveries have 
been made that probably will mean more to 
the future of the field than anything that has 
transpired for months. New production has 
been limited; in fact, a few of the producing 
areas show declines from last week’s produc- 
tion figures. 

Young county has been prominently in the 
foreground during the week by the discovery 
of oll on the Mary Timmons tract, five miles 
southwest of Graham, by the Cosden Oil & 
Gas Co. Operations have been under way in 
Young county for something like two years, 
yet the Timinons tract well gives indications 
of being the first big well in the county. Even 
should the Timmons tract well fail to come up 
to present expectations, operators declare that 
it affords a discovery that will ultimately 
mean the development of practically the whole 
of Young county. 


The production from the Timmons tract well 
is coming from the Caddo lime or gray lime, 
as it is sometimes called. The well was drilled 
through this formation and into the Ranger 
black lime at. a depth below 4,000 feet. It was 
then plugged back to the Caddo lime and shot 
from 3,600 to 3,675 feet. Since the discharge 
of the shot the well has been gassing and 
showing a production of from 700 to 800 bar- 
rels of oil, flowing by heads. 


The drill is still something like 1,000 feet 
off the bottom of the hole. The 720-quart shot 
of nitroglycerine filled the hole with such a 
mass of crushed lime rock that much of it 
will practically have to be redrilled before the 
well can be completed. It is generally be- 
lieved the production of the well will be 
materially increased when the hole is cleaned 
out and properly completed. 


Deep Sand Field Conditions 


The black lime or Ranger lime has been found 
in the western part of Jack county, three miles 
north of the town of Jermyn on the Graham 
Stewart ranch. The Cosden Oil & Gas Co.'s 
well drilling there went into the black lime 
at around 3,350 feet and got showings of both 
oil and gas. ‘This is the first well to reach 
the black lime in Jack county and the farthest 
north test in the field to get a showing of oil 
in this formation. Although the Stewart tract 
well has gone only five feet into the lime for- 
mation, the presence of oil and gas is encour- 
aging and will likely result in deeper drilling 
of the test, and probably stimulate and en- 
courage further drilling in northern Young and 
western Jack counties. 

Stephens county is one of the main attrac- 
tions at this time. With the big gusher on 
the Beyer’s tract and the good staying qual- 
ities of the wells in that part of the county. 
The well on the Ward tract in that vicinity 
that was completed some months ago with an 
initial production of 400 barrels, is still pro- 
ducing at about the same rate. A mile south 
of the Ward tract well is the Higginbotham 
tract well of Snowden & McSweeney, which 
had a flush production of 1,000 barrels, while 
the Sloan tract well of the Monitor Parker Oil 
Co., a half mile north of Breckenridge, is 
making 300 barrels from the top of the lime. 
Three miles northwest of Breckenridge the 
Empire Gas & Fuel Co.’s No. 1 Stevenson 
tract has been given a shot and the flow 
increased from 50 to 700 barrels. This well 
has been a small producer for some weeks. 

Operators say the Breckenridge district is 
beginning to look like a very productive part 
of Stephens county. It is of particular inter- 
est because of the apparent long life of the 
wells, as is evidenced by the No. 1 on the Ward 
tract. It is pointed out that few, if any, wells 
in the lime district have ever maintained the 
initial production for as long as five months’ 
time. 

Nothing of particular interest has transpired 
in the Eastland-Ranger district. About seven 
miles northeast of Desdemona the Tidwell 
tract well of Zueifell & Co. is showing about 
10,000,000 cubic feet of gas and about twenty 
barrels of oil. The production was found 
below 38,000 feet. 

There has been no late developments in the 
Pecos Valley district. The showing of oil in 
the shallow well of the Dixie Land Syndicate, 
north of Pecos in Reeves county, has failed to 
attract much attention from the larger com- 
panies. Some of the major concerns are going 
into the southwestern part of the State, pre- 
sumably in search of a deep strata of oil. 
Most of these had already acquired consider- 
able holdings in the southwest part of the 
State before the oil was found in the Bell well 
and apparently have not become excited over 
the new discovery. Apparently they already 
have what acreage they were looking for in 
that section of the State, and drilling pro- 
grams in other fields have prevented them 
from hurrying into Pecos county. 


Burkburnett Extension 


The BurkewWaggoner and the South Burk- 
burnett pools furnished the most interesting 
news of the week, the former showing some 
exceptionally good wells and the latter extend- 
ing its bounds with two more good wells from 
the 1,200-foot pay. A test of the 1,230-foot 
sand in the Price-Gamble well, on the Hansard 
tract in Clay county, has not yet been made. 
Six and five-eighths-inch casing has been set, 
with a packer, and completion of the well is 
expected shortly. Estimates of the well range 
up to 200 barrels, but the fact that the water 
trouble has not been controlled is preventing 
operators from being overoptimistic. Reports 
of water trouble continue to come from various 
tests in the Kemp-Munger-Allen district, and 
the number of completions remains at two—the 
original well and the well of the Humble Oil 
& Refining Co. 

The south end of the Michna tract, in_ block 
819 in territory that had been considered con- 
demned because of several dry holes in the 
vicinity, has witnessed the bringing in of two 
excellent wells. The Texas Co.’s No. 1 Birk 
tract is reported around 1,000 barrels, and the 
well of Danciger & Emerick and the Hull-Tex 
Co., an offset to it, is now reported as a 
producer of equal size. The W. G. George 
tract, which these wells offset, has for some 
months been considered the dead line for pro- 
duction in this section of the Waggoner pool, 
and the week’s developments have revived 
interest in that particular district. 

In the South Burkburnett district the well of 
the Pioneer Production Co. on the Roller tract 
at 125 barrels, and the well of the Associated 
Producers’ Co. on the Summerville at from 75 
to 100 barrels, extend the pool to the west and 
south, respectively, and give promise of much 
additional development in that shallow dis- 
trict. The wells extend the fleld about two 
miles in each direction, the Summerville tract 
being probably the closest production to Wich- 
ita Falls. Most of the acreage is held by the 
larger companies who have leases on big 
blocks. There are reports of a pew sand in 
the South Burkburnett field, the Tandy Co.’s 
test on the Roller tract having struck a new 
stratum at about 1,400 feet. Most of the 
procustion in that district is from about 1,200 
feet. 

In Tillman county, on the north side of Red 
River and atross in Oklahoma, two tests not 
far from the Testerman well are standardizing, 
proparaiery to completing. These are the 

"anhandle Oil & Refining and the Gypsy Co.’s 
tests, both in section 7. The Testerman well 
continues to flow by heads, but the work of 
standardizing has not been finished.

BIG WICHITA COUNTY DEAL 


A sale of 40 acres in block 821, Red River 
oil pool, in the Burkburnett extension, by 
Waggoner & Green to Charlies N. Haskell, 
former Governor of Oklahoma, and asso- 
ciates, Who are Hastern people, for $1,000,000 
cash, has been announced by EB. C. Metzner, 
who represented the buyers and sellers. The 
property includes one 30-acre tract owned by 
Waggoner & Green, with three producing 
wells and five more wells drilling, and a ten- 
acre tract owned by the Burk-Waggoner 
Oil Co., with one producing well. There was 
@ race on between New York capitalists and 
capitalists of Dallas, the New York people 
winning after the, trip in an airplane from 
Wichita Falls to Love field, near Dallas, and 
a ride in an army truck into Dallas, where 
Clo:s Green, one of the owners, was found 
and the deal was closed. 


Corsicana District 


The shallow well on the McPherson tract 
near Rice in the Corsicana district of Na- 
varro county, is reported on good authority 
to be good for between 20 and 25 barrels. 
Drillers and other well versed oil men pro- 
nounce the well a good one for a shallow 
sand. This well was drilled by a Dallas 
concern and is located four miles from Rice 
and north of Corsicana. Shortly after the 
oil sand was found a windstorm demolished 
the derrick and the work of bailing and 
testing was stopped, since the derrick was 
blown down. Oil has been slopping over 
the top of the casing. The weil is 640 feet 
deep and has no salt water. Forty feet of 
sand was found in the well. 


“In this connection it is recalled that years 
ago shallow oil was found near Rice, but 
as oil was worth only 50 cents a barrel, a 
10 to 20-barrel well was not considered a 
paying proposition. Now things are differ- 
ent, and a well of this depth good for 
even a couple of barrels is a money maker. 
Most of the shallow oil in Navarro county 
comes from territory east of Corsicana and 
some near Powell. This shallow well near 
Rice opens up a new shallow sand field that 
will be worth much to Navarro county. 
Much activity is being shown in leases in 
the vicinity of Rice, and some leases have 
changed hands at as high as $100 an acre. 


McAdoo Buys Leases 


Peter Oakes and W. J. McAdoo, Jr., son 
of the former Secretary of the Treasury, are 
reported to have purchased for the Ply- 
mouth Oil Corporation some 10,000 acres of 
leases in Hemphill county for a consideration 
involving a half million dollars. This is one 
of several large deals recently made in the 
Panhandle section of Texas. The California 
Mot.on Picture Co. is reported to have 
bought leases on 35,000 acres in the eastern 
part of Hutchinson county, just south of the 
Canadian well. Both of these deals are in 
territory northeast of Amarillo. They are 
based on the almost unanimous report of 
geologists that the oil strata of the Pan- 
handle runs in a northeasterly direction from 
Amarillo. The Wolf Creek Oil Co. holds 4,000 
acres in Lipscomb county. Recent reports 
from Amariilo state that the Hamilton well 
in Lipscomb county encountered a sand at 


1,100 feet which showed considerable oil. 
Also, the Bivins No. 1 gas well, located 
about twelve miles northeast of the other 


six wells, is reported as having much wetter 
gas than the others. 


The Stoner weli in the north part of 
Roberts county and a few miles south of the 
Wolf Creek Oil Co.’s holdings was reported 
as having spudded in a short time ago. 


Wilbarger County Showing 


The increasing number of completions for 
oil in the Wilbarger county field is giving 
operators much hope, and the general be- 
lier now is that production will take a west- 
ward trend from the Piper field. The aver- 
age daily production now in the Wilbarger 
field is around 3,000 barrels. The Magnolia 
Petroleum Co. on the Piper tract is about 
1,050 barrels daily; its Sumner tract is pro- 
ducing about 800 barrels, and its H. & T. C. 
tract around 400 barrels. The Texas Co.'s big 
Waggoner tract is producing 518 barrels and 
its Tate Waggoner tract about 80 barrels a 
day. Production on the Baker, Rodgers 
and miscellaneous tracts is around 250 bar- 
rels daily. This production is counted in 
with the Electra field. 

A showing that has widespread interest 
was created last week when the Tex-Wyo 
Oil Co., drilling on the G. F. Williams tract, 
four and a half miles south of Vernon, ran 
into an oil-bearing sand at 700 feet that 
gives evidence of production. This well is 
three and a half miles from the Castleberry 
tract gasser, which broke loose at 1,400 
feet several years ago. The bailer brought 
up mud with gas bubbles and a thin film of 
oll. The pit is also reported to have shown 
a rainbow of oil. Considerable gas pressure 
is noticed at the well, several pockets of gas 
being encountered while drilling. It is re- 
ported that the Burk-Peyton tract will be 
drilled to a depth of 3,000 feet by the Burk- 
Waggoner O:1 Co. At present the test is 
shut down at a depth of 2,000 feet fulfilling 
the contract. 

Work has been resumed on the Cobb well 
near Harrold. This well created consider- 
able interest last summer, when it was re- 
ported that the drilleres had encountered 
an oil-bearing sand below 1,700 feet. Liti- 
gation was started and the well was shut 
down. Obstacles have been removed and 
active drilling is under way. Officials of the 
company hope to get a well at 2,000 feet. 
A Star rig is over the hole. The derrick 
was blown down by the late storm, but they 
have put up a new ginpole. 


NEW WELLS 


There was an all around increase in de- 
velopment work during the week in the 
North Central Texas petroleum figld. The 
increase amounted to fifteen in ells fin- 
ished, 2,773 barrels in new production, 
three gas wells and nine dry holes. As 
usual, the Burkburnett field takes the lead, 
with second place for once being held by 
the Iowa Park field, in the number of new 
wells finished, but the production is rather 
small, being but 175 barrels new added 
production. New deals are being made 
from day to day and fancy prices are being 
paid for both producing properties and 
leased acreage. The production was ma- 
terially increased by the bringing in of the 
big gusher by the Gulf Production Co. in 
Stenhens county, otherwise there would be 
a small decrease. 

The trade has commenced to learn that 
lime formations do not hold up as well as 
the regular sand districts, and wells must 
be handled with gloves to get the results 
from the lime formations. If not handled 
just properly their production rapidly de- 
preciates, but if handled in proper shape 
and drilling not done too close together, at 
times the wells maintain a long life.

Texas Oil News 


Advice from Electra is that the Buffalo 
Texas Oil Co.’s well on the L. P. Douglas 
tract, in the Electra field, is making a very 
fine showing and adds quite a lot of unde- 
veloped territory to the old field. This is the 
most_important well found in advance of 
the Electra field for a long time, and oper- 
ators are flocking to the well and excite- 
ment is great. The Texas Co.’s No. 186 
Waggoner tract, in Willbarger county, and 
twelve miles south of Electra, broke through 
and drilled itself in as a gas well, with an 
estimated volume of 1,000,000 feet. 

According to advices there are possibilities 
of a shallow pay sand in the up-river exten- 
sion of the Northwest Burkburnett field. 
W. E. Hudson & Co. report the finding of a 
nine-foot sand at 862 feet and an eighteen- 
foot sand at 965 feet. The well is located 
in block 820 in the General district of Wich- 
ita county. The General Oil Co.’s second 
well on the Sparks tract, in the Red River 
bed, above the Northwest Burkuburnett ex- 
tension, in Wichita county, is reported as 
flowing and showing for a better well than 
did the initial venture. 

There are a dozen wells drilling along the 
Red River in Lamar county. The supposi- 
tion is that oil will be found along the Red 
River as far down as in Louisiana. The 
United Producers Co. will extend its pipeline 
from Ranger into the Stephens county field. 
This company is controlled by the Trans- 
continental Oil Co. 

The $1,000,000 Kemp Hotel located at 
Wichita Falls, with 225 rooms, will be opened 
for business some time during May. The 
Huckens people have secured a lease upon 
the property. Citizens are somewhat excited 
over the showing being made by the well 
drilling by the Prairie Oil & Gas Co. on the 
Weddington tract, about four miles north of 
Cisco, in Eastland county. There are several 
hundred fleet of fluid in the hole, which 
means a paying well. Reports from East 
Texas state the Saylers No. 1, a wildcat 
venture in the extreme southeastern part of 
Van Zant county, is showing for oil. The 
oil was found at a depth of 1,030 feet and 
the well is owned by Waco parties.

WEST TEXAS FIELD 








Unprecedented Wildcat Activity Continues in Va- 


rious Districts—Huge Gassers Obtained 
in McCulloch County 


SAN ANGELO, Tex., March 30, 1920. 


Oil activity in the wildcat West Texas 
field, which attained proportions during 
the second week in March heretofore un- 
equaled, was still undiminished last week 
and features were numerous. McCulloch 
county. with more than half a dozen 
tests drilling and one of them producing 
oil on the pump, reported a gasser mak- 
ing 1,000,000 cubic feet of gas per 24 
hours, and a good showing of oil. 


Concho County Excited 


Concho county experienced a flurry owing to 
the striking of oil in small quantities in a shal- 
low well twelve miles east of Paint Rock. In 
Runnels county a drilling firm took over four 
tests at which work had been lagging and will 
complete each of them. Coke county had two 
wells operating and a third about to be re- 
sumed at 2,973 feet, where gas was showing 
last year when work was halted. Late reports 
confirmed information from Pecos county to the 
effect that a shallow well drilled for sulphur 
twenty years ago is now flowing several bar- 
rels of oil daily. 

In Tom Green county, of which San An- 
gelo is the capital, oil that developed early 
in the month in the well of the Ranger In- 
vestment & Development Co. on the John W. 
Harris ranch, five miles north of the city, is 
still showing through 2,473 feet of water. In 


another effort to shut off the flow in order 
that a test may be made, the crew late in the 
week began drawing 2,462 feet of 4%-inch 
casing. This pipe was landed a month or more 
ago with a wall packer attached, but failed 
to keep out the water after drilling was re- 
sumed. An attempt was then made to drill 
a seat for the 4%-inch casing in an under- 
reamer lug lodged in the bottom of the well, 
but this operation, too, was unsuccessful. 


Now the hole will be straight-reamed and six- 
inch pipe will be set to the bottom. Because 
a new boiler could not be immediately ob- 
tained, work halted only for a day early last 
week and the old boiler is being used until 
a new one of forty-five horsepower can be se- 
cured. Water is being hauled to the well, it 
having developed that minerals in the water 
being used was damaging the boiler. 

Leases on close-in tracts are bringing $25 
and $30 an acre, while land two and three 
miles distant from the well is commanding 
$5 and $10. The boom which at first appeared 
to be imminent has not developed, pending a 
test of the oil showing. The San Diego & 
Texas Oil Co. has resumed drilling on the T. 
J. Clegg ranch, above Carlsbad, after under- 
reaming 8\%-inch casing to 2,425 feet. Three 
thousand feet of this size pipe arrived during 
the past week. On J. Willis Johnson's Door 
Key ranch, eighteen miles southwest of San 
Angelo, the Whiteside Oil & Gas Co. con- 
tinues fishing for tools and casing lodged in its 
2,850-foot hole, 
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Above Christoval, in the southern part of the 
county, J. T. Collier has abandoned the third 
shallow test well to be sunk by him on Wil- 
liam Anson's Head-of-the-River ranch. 


Schleicher County 


One of two locations in Schleicher county 
has apparently been given up, according to 
former County Judge George M. Brown, who 
was here during the week from Eldorado. 
Thomas & Ludlow had placed timbers for a 
derrick on section 42, block A, J. H. Gibson 
survey, but these were recently attached by 
the sheriff, for some reason unknown. The 
location was on the William Bevans ranch. 

In Mason county, Cochran & Stuart have 
abandoned their well on the Brandenberger 
ranch at 1,810 feet, after pulling casing from 
1,778 feet, where a crooked hole developed. 
The bit was in granite when work stopped. 
In Menard county the Lea Oil Co. on the 
Ball ranch has completed fishing for a bit at 
950 feet and will at once resume drilling. On 
the Ed L. Mears ranch the Brazos-Menard 
Oil & Gas Syndicate is setting casing to S42 
feet. The Delva-Tex Oil Co. in Kimble coun- 
ty drilled last week from 700 to below 825 
feet at its Patterson well. The firm set cas- 
ing to 500 feet in its Beasley test. 

In Concho county the Leonard Petroleum Co. 
on Sam Waring’s rancn below Eden has under- 
reamed 5;%-inch casing to around 3,100 feet 
and at the last report was making hole through 
red rock and sand between 3,160 and 3,200 
feet. The Shultz Oil Co. on the W. O. Shultz 
ranch near Paint Rock continued fishing at 
3,210 feet for casing that pulled in two several 
weeks ago. 

Concho county’s oil showing last week was 
obtained Thursday in the shallow test of the 
Texas-Meers Oil Co. of Brady on the ranch of 
Mrs. Cora M. Hartgrove, section 232. This 


. well was spudded sixty days ago to determine 


near-surface formations before beginning the 
drilling of a deep well. 


Wells in Runnels County 


The four wells to be immediately finished in 
the Lee Seals, both near Winters; the Safety 
Runnels county are the C. R. Hightower and 
first, three miles west of Ballinger, and the 
Mary Spreen, eight miles east of that town. 
Hazlett & Harbison have contracted for the 
work and have moved their crew from the 
Safety First Oil & Gas Co, test on the Will 
Allen farm on Los Arroyo to the Hightower 
location, The firm about three weeks ago com- 
pleted Nelson & Nelson contract with the Win- 
ters Oil & Gas Co. for a 3,000-foot test on 
this place, but the home company has now 
raised $5,000 for the carrying of the hole to 
3,500 feet. 

When Hazlett & Harbison complete this well 
they will take over the 1,660-foot test of Joe 
Bariles and associates on the Lee Seals. Work 
at this well stopped last summer for 84-inch 
casing. Before leaving the Safety First the 
Hazlett & Harbison crew underieamed 84-inch 
pipe to 1,795 feet. The Mary Spreen well—the 
fourth to be completed—was sunk last year by 
Nelson & Nelson to 600 feet. 


Herman Giesecke, of Ballinger, was reported 
to be in Houston last week, negotiating with 
a big company for the drilling of a fourth test 
on the holdings on the R. R. Russell ranch, 
fifteen miles southeast of Ballinger, which 
Giesecke and essociates recently acquired in 
taking over Russell No. 1 of the Gulf Produc- 
tion Co. Gas from No. 1 coming from 3,500 
feet, where the well is capped, is now being 
used by D. G, Lacy, of McAlester, Okla., in 
sinking his well on the Russell ranch, only 
two miles away. At the last report Lacy had 
run 6%-inch casing to 1,500 feet, the bottom, 
and had resumed drilling. 


Work will be resumed at the Runnels County 
Oi] Co.’s well on the Emil Pfluger farm, one 
mile north of Rowena, as soon as 8%-inch 
casing is obtained. Shareholders meeting in 
Rowena last week, placed an additional $2,000 
in stock in the home firm, which is incor- 
porated with a capital of $95,000, and voted 
100 shares to each of the following directors, 
who were re-elected:—W. D. Meadows, C. S. 
Guin, A, lL. Bucek, Theodore Schumann, A. 
K. Doss, J. J. Shiller and C. 8, Coleman. The 
Pfluger well is now shut down at 1,630 feet. 
It is the second to be drilled, No. 1 having 
been abandoned at 1,460 feet early in 1919 be- 
cause of tools lodged in the hole. The company 
has 30,000 acres under lease. 


Gas Well Obtained 


The Lohn Oil & Gas Co. of Alvarado, oper- 
ating on survey 595, four miles due north of 
Thad. O. Day No. 1, has obtained a gas flow 
of 1,000,000 cubic feet per twenty-four hours 
at 877 feet. After drilling through eighty- 
three feet of sand, and with a hole full of 
water, a good oil showing also was secured. 
The drill was stopped at 938 feet and the crew 
is straight-reaming 4%-inch casing to shut off 
the water. The confidence placed in this well 
was evidenced last week when Walter Bevil, 
superintendent, sold some close-in acreage at 
$75 an acre, setting a record for the vicinity. 

The Thad O'Day No, 1 struck oil last year 
at around 600 feet on the Hall-Dutton tract 
about eleven miles north of Brady, and since 
then the test has been on the pump and has 
been producing several barrels of oil daily. 
Scouts who have visited the test express the 
belief that in some deeper well a big field will 
be developed. The breaking of a crank oper- 
ating the walking beam caused a shutdown 
early in the past week at Day No. 2 at a depth 
of 450 feet, but drilling was resumed late in 
the week after Mr. Day had come to San An- 
gelo to have the crank repaired. 

The Lucky Stone Oil Co. on survey 1059, 
three miles northwest of Day No. 1 and one 
mile east of Lohn, is running 6%-inch casing 
to 500 feet. The contract calls for a test to 
the 950-foot level, which will assure reaching 
the sands struck in Day No. 1. The Casa Oil 
Co., Inc., on survey 1066 is running tower at 
about 800 feet at the Cooper-Shields well. 

While in Brady last week from California, C. 
S. Thomas announced that the Salt Gap and 
Whiteland wells will be drilled to 4,000 feet 
if necessary to secure production, unless oi] in 
paying quantities is struck higher up. The 
Salt Gap well resumed operations at 2,680 
feet last week after having been shut down 
since late fall owing to transportation diffi- 
culties, Repairing a defective belt, the crew 
at the Whiteland well started drilling at the 
same time at 3,250 feet. 

Smith & Jergins have resumed drilling at 
their well at 1,849 feet, after underreaming 
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84-inch casing to that depth from 1,792 feet. 
Moore Brothers have abandoned their well on 
the F. M. Richards ranch, eleven miles east 
of Brady, at 767 feet. 


McCulloch County 


McCulloch county expected to have a new 
well spudded during the week. Rigging up 
was about complete at the Marie well to be 
drilled by Cunningham & Devine on White 
Brothers’ ranch, fifteen miles northeast of 
3rady on the G., H. & S. A. Railway Co. 
survey 19. Machinery for a second test is now 
en route to Brady from Oklahoma. 

The Ryan Petroleum Corporation continues 
to make a drilling record in Crockett county 
at the Roy Henderson well. Early last week 
the depth was around 2,200 feet, the bit having 
gone down from 980 feet since early in the 
month. Twelve and one-half-inch casing was 
set at that level and at 1,775 feet 10-inch pipe 
was landed. Day and night crews are being 
employed. The Plateau Oil & Gas Co. is still 
idle at 510 feet on the F. F. Friend ranch 
waiting on 15%-inch casing. 

In Pecos county C. E. Menzie has received 
a string of 6%-inch pipe which is being set 
in the well on Sherbino Brothers’ ranch is now 
down 3,725 feet. Until this pipe was landed 
12\4-inch casing extended only to 600 feet and 
below that level the hole was open. On the 
Harral ranch the Circle Oil Co. last week was 
fishing at 940 feet for a bit. On the Corder 
ranch the Bethlehem-Texas Oil Syndicate had 
drilled 200 or 300 feet since spudding in March 
8. The Reilly-Texas Acreage Co. was setting 
Sys-inch casing to 3,130 feet on the Noelke 
ranch to shut off a flow of water. 

Paul Trees of Winfield, Kan., brother of 
J. C. Trees of the firm of Benedum & Trees, 
passed through San Angelo Wednesday en 
route from Edwards county, where Benedum 
& Trees are drilling on the Sid Peterson ranch, 
and it was learned that the correct depth of 
that well was 3,860 feet and that the crew 
was waiting on equipment with which to fish 
out tools and casing buried in black shale 
when heavy gas pressure caused a cave-in. 
It is reported that the firm will soon begin a 
second test on the Peterson ranch. The gas 
in No. 1 has dwindled to 50,000 cubic feet per 
twenty-four hours. 


Assignments Recorded 


The recording of eighty-five assignments of 
oil and gas leaseS at Fort Stockton last week 
reflected activity in Pecos county, resulting 
from the showing of oil in one of three shallow 
tests which the Copper Queen Mining Co. of 
Arizona drilled in 1900 on the ranch of Judge 


W. W. Turney of El Paso, on section. 19, 
block 140, Texas & St. Louis Railway Co. 
land. The three wells are within a_ short 


distance of each other. The deepest is 1,400 
feet and gas from it has been lighted at 
various times. The next is only 400 feet deep 
and the shallowest is 385 feet deep. It is the 
latter well from which Fort Stockton people 
last year pumped twenty barrels of oil and 
used it in sprinkling the streets. The removal 
of this amount of oil stimulated the producing 
sands in a manner similar to swabbing out, 
and two weeks ago the oil rose in the old 
casing and flowed twenty or thirty feet from 
the well mouth. Since then leasing has be- 
come brisk and land for which only $1 an acre 
was formerly paid is now commanding $30. 
The three wells are fourteen miles northeast 
of Fort Stockton, and in that vicinity a Cali- 
fornia company, which is planning to put down 
a deep test, has about twenty-four sections 
blocked. Pecos county is not very far south 
of Reeves county, where oil has been struck 
in the Ira J. Bell well, and oil men believe 
that the Fort Stockton country is to prove up 
a paying field. The Bell well in Reeves 
county is shut down at 757 feet, where the oil 
was struck, to await the arrival of a pump 
from Los Angeles. A deep test is to be sunk 
nearby. Since the oil appeared about 100 
drilling contracts have been awarded in the 
Pecos River Valley. 


Boom for Pecos City 


Pecos City, 214 miles east of El Paso on the 
T. & P. Railroad, has become a boom town, 
and its population of about 2,000 people has 
almost been doubled within four weeks. Lease 
operators have booths along the main street 
that resemble concession stands at a carnival, 
hotel accommodations are insufficient and peo- 
ple stand in line three times daily to get 
something to eat. 

Coke county, which at times last year had 
six wells operating, but which lately has been 
quiet, is livening up. President L. A. Stim- 
mons of the Robert Lee Oil & Gas Co., was 
out from Dallas last week and announced that 
drilling at the company’s well on the Stroud 
farm, near Robert Lee, would be resumed as 
soon aS a crew can be assembled and the 
machinery overhauled. Work stopped last 
summer at 2,973 feet when J. Moore filed 
suit to cancel leases. This litigation was 
recently settled in favor of the company. 

Mr. Stimmons was accompanied on _ his trip 
by Secretary W. P. Bentley, Dr. J. W. Beede 
of Austin, assistant State geologist, and by 
W. A. Rather, another geologist, and it is re- 
ported that the two latter made recommenda- 
tions for new wells on the 88,000 acres which 
the Robert Lee Co. has under lease. 


Coke County 


On the ranch of Harris Brothers, located in 
Coke county, twenty-five miles north of San 
Angelo, the Crotty Oil Syndicate is drilling 
below 1,700 feet. Allen & Chappin are in- 
stalling a standard rig on the Joe Arledge 
ranch in the northern part of Coke county, 
replacing a National machine, with which a 
well was sunk last year to 750 feet. Drilling 
likely will be gotten under way early in April. 
It is also reported that the West Texas Pro- 
duction Co. is making preparations to resume 
drilling at its J. T. Hamilton well near Black- 
well at 1,400 feet and at its 500-foot test on 
the G. A. Wilkins ranch near Bronte. 

The McCarley Oil Association in Sterling 
county is etting ready to resume drilling 
around 825 feet at its well on the D. D. Parra- 
more ranch. Work was shut down a month or 
six weeks ago when President J. W. McCarley 
of Beaumont was called to Shreveport on 
account of the death of his son. 

Activity in counties along the Texas & Pacific 
Railroad has been restricted of late owing to 
a lack of casing and supplies. At Big Spring 
a meeting between property owners and H. J. 
Hurd, a mining engineer and geologist from 
Tuscon, Ariz., was to have been held on 
March 25. The property owners offered Hurd 
a block of 15,000 acres for the sinking of a 
well, 
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Peabody-Ebling Pools Hold to Normal Output— 
Shallow Sand District Gains 1,000 Barrels 
Daily Production—Much New Work 





WICHITA Kan., March 30, 1920. 


Kansas production held up around nor- 
mal during the past week, showing but 
little change in any of the pools except 
the ghallow field district. In the shallow 
arts the production shows an increase of 


a thousand barrels daily. The Peabody- 
Ebling field held up to normal, but failed 
to put any noticeable increase in the pipe 
lines. One reason for this failure is the 
fact that a number of the larger wells 
have been swabbed from the walking 


beam, and the oil jerked out of the sand 
as rapidly as possible when the wells first 
came in. This method of swabbing the 
wells has cut down their production, but 
the operating companies got a big lot of 
oil in a short time.

The Florenze and Covert tests have held the 
center of attention during the week with new 
work starting around the wells. Around the 
Florence well there are ten new rigs now un- 
der construction, and practically every com- 
pany operating in the Kansas field has pur- 
chased acreage in the new field. The Robin- 
son Oil Co., the company which brought in 
the wildcat and started the rush tothe Flor- 
ence field, has rigged up No. 2 and will spud 
the first of the week. No. 1 is not yet on the 
pump, but is swabbing at the rate of 35 bar- 
re-s an hour for six and eight-hour periods. 
Lease speculation has run high around the 


new well, and every acre is now in the hands 
of settled operators who will drill out the 
acreage. It is said that at least thirty more 
tests will be started in the new field within 
the next sixty days. 

Around the Covert test seven new rigs are 
about completed and ready to spud. Ward 
associates have spudded the second test off- 
setting the well and are drilling. Five more 
locations are reported to have been made. The 
new well has gone on the pump and is mak- 


ing 170 barrels daily. 

Perhaps the most interesting feature of the 
week is the test of Ward-Carter on the Sellers 
in 28-21-4, a quarter of a mile east of the 
Covert well.

creasing—New Locations Being Tested 


and Old Fields Worked Over 


HOUSTON, Tex., March 30, 1920. 


Signs of new life in coastal fields are 
apparent on every hand. In wildcat. lo- 
calities, old tests that have hung fire 
for many months, most of the time shut 
down, are being abandoned and the rigs 
and crew utilized in drilling new tests, 
while a number of favorable localities 


‘will be prospected by the drill this sum- 


mer in which very little work has been 
done in the past. In other and older 
wildcat localities, new interests are en- 
tering for active prospecting and loca- 
tions for new tests by those already 
operating are also being made. 

While there has been no spectacular 
rush to get back to the drill, practically 
all of the coastal districts of Texas are 
increasing the number of rigs drilling 
either in working over old wells or 
starting new ones. Some names appear 
this week of companies who were active 
in the older fields a year or two ago, but 
who have not been operating in the past 
year, these are working over some old 
wells to increase production and some of 
them will no doubt drill new wells HBe- 
fore the summer is over. This is true 
of | Sour Lake, Saratoga, Batson and 
Spindletop. It is also indicated by more 
activity at Edgerly, South Louisiana, 


Activity All Around 


At Goose Creek all of the more important 
interests have one to half a dozen rigs running, 
working over wells and deepening them and 
drilling some new ones. At Damon Mound two 
good wells within the month speaks well of 
this most eccentric field, and the Sinclair com- 
pany is drilling two new tests, having aban- 
doned a number of old ones on which it had 
worked intermittently for a year or more, evi- 
dently doing just enough to keep its leases in 
force pending the time of better prices of 
coastal crude, 

At West Columbia and Hull new wells are 
added every week lately and an increasing 
number is shown of tests drilling and new 
locations. Hull is the best bet at this time, as 
equally good wells are completed in all parts 
of the field at four different levels. The oil, 
except in the northern part of the field, is 
almost entirely free from water and basic 
sediment, and while the wells do not average 
as large as those at West Columbia they last 
longer, average a lesser depth at completion, 
and not only produce crude of the usual coastal 
gravity (20 to 23 Beaume), but in some cases 
high-gravity oil testing 37 degrees, while in 
contrast one well just completed in the north- 
ern part of the field is pumping heavy black 
oil of 18 gravity. ‘The field reaches nearly two 
miles from southwest te northeast, and is 
nearly a mile across the other way, with its 
limits not yet defined. 

At West Columbia big wells continue to be 
completed northeast of the original group of 
gushers on block 25 of the Hogg subdivision, 
but the eastern limits of the pool seem to be 
pretty clearly defined by the recent completion 
of the Texas Co.’s No. 30 Hogg and the Sun 
Co.’s No, 4 Robertson, both big wells, but 
which soon went to salt water. New produc- 
tion is still being obtained in the older part of 
the field, but unless there is some new wells 
found to the west, northwest and southwest it 
is but a question of time until all the oil in 
the northeastern part of the field in the vicinity 
of the Japthet wells will have been exhausted. 
In the early days of the field a number of tests 
were drilled in the more western part of the

Hull 
comes second with a_ total of forty-four, of 
which twenty-one are drilling and twenty-three 
are derricks. Goose Creek ranks third with a 
total of forty-one, of which thirty-one are 
drilling and ten are new derricks. Somerset 
shows increasing activity, with a total of 
twenty-two, of which fifteen are actually drill- 
ing. It also has a number of wells testing. 
Other fields show a slight gain, so that the 
total number of rigs actually drilling in the 
coastal fields for the week number 214, a gain 
of seventeen over last week, with a total of 
101 new derricks or locations, three less than 
last week, with a total of rigs and derricks 
for this week of 315, or fourteen more than 
was reported last week. The number of wells 
completed this week was nine, twelve less 
than last week, yet the total new production 
from the nine was 9,805 barrels, or 1,275 bar- 
rels more than last week. There were no 
abandonments nor any completions in wildcat 
territory. 

At Batson, where only one test has been 
drilling, there are now two, with a location for 
a third, the Ade Bell Oil Co. having made a 
location for No. 1 Paraffine. Saratoga, Sour 
Lake and Markham each show an increase in 
number of rigs; also Edgerly. 

Ideal weather conditions prevail, and there 
should be considerable stirring in the coastal 
oil fields by the close of another month.

MEXICO 


Standard. Gauge Rail- 
road to Be Built 


Through Tampico 
Fields for 100 


Miles 


TAMPICO, Mex., March 27, 1920. 


According to authoritative announce- 
ment just made here the Mexican Aguila 
(Eagle) Petroleum Co. has obtained a 
concession from the Mexican Government 
for the construction and operation of a 
standard gauge railroad from a point on 
the Tampico-San Luis Potosi division of 
the National Railways to the port of 
Tuxpam, a distance of about 100 miles. 
The route of the proposed line is 
through the heart of the oil fields of the 
Gulf coast region. The Mexican Aguila 
(Eagle) Petroleum Co. is now controlled 
by the Royal Dutch-Shell and British 
interests. 








Tuxpam at Center 


It is throuh the ocean-loading pipe lines 
leading out from the port of Tuxpam that 
enormous quantities of oil are now shipped. 
Tributary to it is a rich but little developed 
agricultural region, adopted to the successful 
growing of vanilla, coffee, sugar cane, fiber 
plants and a variety of other products. It is 
stated that orders have been placed for the 
materials that are to enter into the construc- 
tion of the proposed railroad and that it is 
planned to have it finished and ready for regu- 
lar traffic by next fall. It will be of great 
benefit in the matter of transporting ma- 
terials and supplies to the different oil fields. 

According to advices received at Monterey 
from the City of Mexico the Carranza authori- 
ties are expecting that many applications for 
concessions for the exploration and exploita- 
tion of lands in Mexico for petroleum will take 
place in the immediate future as‘a result of 
the new Presidential decree that was issued 
a few days ago. One of the features of the 
decree is the provision which requires all con- 
cessionaires to observe all existing laws and 
regulations governing the oil industry as well 
as laws that may be enacted hereafter relat- 
ing to the industry. 


An expenditure of approximately $8,000,000 
gold is to be made by tne Corona Oil Co. 
at Chijol, situated a short distance south of 
Tampico. This enormous sum of money is to 
be used by the company in the construction 
of a refinery, shipping terminals, loading racks, 


storage tanks, administration building, club 
houses, public service plants and 268 resi- 


dences for its employes. The complete plans 
for this new industrial center have just been 
finished by Paul Ligtvoet, architect, of the 
City of Mexico, and have been approved by 
the officials of the company. It is announced 
that in the layout of this new community spe- 
cial provision is made for the welfare of the 
families of the Mexican laborers. The plans 
call for the erection of a large gchool building 
which will be bujlt and equipped along most 
modern lines, including athletic apparatus and 
playgrounds. The school will be conducted at 
the expense of the company. The homes of 
the employes will consist of 20 residences for 
the officials to cost $8,000 each, 50 residences 
for mechanics to cost $5,000 each, and 198 
residences for the laborers to cost $3,000 each. 
All of these homes will be built along sani- 
tary lines and with the idea of the greatest 
—— comfort for the families occupying 
them. 


The large refinery will cost approximately 
$5,000,000 gold, it is stated. At Pueblo Viejo 
a group of storage tanks, each of 55,000 barrels 
capacity, will be erected. A loading station 
also will be built at that place. Material 
for the big amount of construction work that 
is to be done at Chijol is now arriving on the 
ground, and building has already been started. 

The Corona Oil Co. is a subsidiary of the 
Royal Dutch-Shell Syndicate and has been 
sperating extensively in Mexice for several 
years. t is stated that it is not to be merged 
into the Mexican Aguila (Eagle) Oil Co., 
although the Royal Dutch-Shell interests ac- 
quired control of the latter several months ago 
by the purchase of the holdings of Lord Cow- 
dray in that company. 

It is reported here that Lord Cowdray re- 
tired from the Mexican oil industry because of 
the alleged antagonistic attitude of the Car- 
ranza Government toward the Mexican Aguila 
(Eagle) Oil Co. According to advices just 
received here, he has become the head of a 
new British syndicate which plans to invest 
$25,000,000 in petroleum exploration and ex- 
ploitation in the Comodoro Rivadavia district 
of Argentine, South America. These fields are 
situated about 1,000 miles by sea from Buenos 
Aires in the extreme south of Chubut Terri- 
tory and are close to the shore. Roughly, the 
yield is now 700,000 barrels per annum, though 
recent official statements put it at 28,000 
barrels a week. This is obtained from a rela- 
tively small number of weils sunk within a 
gone of 12,230 acres declared as reserved state 
oil lands. The consensus is that the oil area 
is wide and contains a supply capable of being 
exploited for many years. 


JAPAN 


Crude Production of Nii- 
gata Fields Continues 
to Decline 


TOKIO, Japan, March 1, 1920. 


The production of crude oil at the Nii- 
gata oil fields continues to fall off and 
it is deemed a good policy on the part of 
the Japanese petroleum companies to 
turn their attention to the newer fields 
in Akita prefecture rather than their old 
wells in Niigata. According to a report 
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just rendered available the total yield of 
crude oil in the Niigata fields was up to 
1,174,539 koku (koku is equal to 39.7033 
gallons). In June last year that month’s 
production ran up into a big figure, 102,- 
110 koku, and it seemed as _if the old 
fields had been. reviving. However, in 
July the monthly production fell off to 
100,433 koku. In August the production 
was reduced further to 99,437 koku. In 
December the production was only 95,314 


koku.

The government report for 1919 is not yet 


available, but the census up to November, 
which has just been published, states that the 
yield for the eleven months of 1919 was a de- 
crease of 8.4 per cent., as compared with the 
corresponding months of 1918, the total yield 
being up to 1,644,200 koku, including the yield 
at the fields other than the Niigata wellg. 

On February 26 the Standard Oil Co., the 
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Rising Sun Petroleum Co., the Nippon Oil Co. 
and the Hoden Oil Co., which are the leading 
suppliers of petroleum in Japan, announced 
jointly the increase of their standard whole- 
sale prices of lamp oil by 0.20 yen per case, 
on the ground that the supply of lamp oil was 
inadequate, as Japanese oil companies refined 
their crude oil into gasoline, light oil or ma- 
chine oil, and failed to keep up their normal 
supply of illuminating oil. Closely following 
this announcement in the market crude oil pro- 
ducers at Niigata fields passed a resolution to 
raise their standard quotation of crude oil by 
0.70 yen per koku. This is understood in the 
petroleum market to lead soon to a wholesale 
rise in the price of gasoline and machine oil. 

In view of this condition of the petroleum 
market the leading Japanese oil companies are 
energetically carrying out their plans of in- 
creasing production. The Nippon Oil Co., which 
has been endeavoring to collect pipes, borers 
and other materials and equipment for some 
time past, is actively at work at its new con- 
cessions in Akita to strike new veins. The 
Héden Oil Co. is going to follow the example. 
At the close of February the company held a 
meeting of its officials in Tokio, when it was 
decided to call up the payment of its uncalled 
stock capital by May. This month the com- 
pany will call a meeting of the company’s 
leading proprietors in Tokio and refer to them 
a plan of increasing the company’s capital 
from 20,000,000 yen to 40,000,000 yen on the 
complete payment of the company’s uncalled 
stock capital in May. According to the au- 
thorities of the company the company will em- 
ploy the funds thus to be placed at its dis- 
posal in buying new equipments and materials 
with which to enlarge the company's activity 
at the new fields in Akita. 
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Gas Now Reported in Western Regions—Heavy 
Oil Found in Peace River District—Western 
Saskatchewan Developments 


CHATHAM, Ontario, March 30, 1920. 
The most important development in 
Western Canada is the reported striking 
of a large gas flow in the Viking-Battle 
Creek Oil Co.’s No. 2 well at Grattan 
Coulee, eight miles west of Wainwright. 


It is reported that the gas flow was 
tapped around 2,000 feet depth and 
started between 5,000,000 and 6,000,000 


cubic feet a day. Small flows were pre- 
viously encountered around 1,745 feet 
and 1,920 feet. It is reported that the 
production will be piped to Wainwright. 
In the Viking field the outfit of the W. 
B. Mitford syndicate, which has been for 
some time inactive, is reported to have 
been purchased by a syndicate headed by 
George Robinson of Calgary, who will 
move it to a location in the Monitor 
district. where considerable leasing has 
been done. The English syndicate which 
owned this outfit did some work in the 
Sardston district of Southern Alberta a 
couple of years ago, but had no success 
there; the ouifit was then moved to the 
Viking field to drill for oil. The Viking 
test was just spudded in, however, and 
as the field developed only gas in other 
tests, the venture was shut down. 

It is reported that a test is being lo- 
cated near Pekisko, Alberta, on the Mike 
Heenan ranch property. This is an old 
range property, where there is a strong 
gas seepage. Imperial Oil, Ltd., is re- 
ported to be behind this venture. 


Northern Alberta 


In the Peace River district of Northern 
Alberta the Victory Oil Co.’s test at Peace 
River town, which recently reported a show 
of heavy oil in the bottom of the Creta- 
ceous formation, is shut down for several 
weeks. A packer will be put in and the 
hole narrowed before trying to drill 
through the water lever into the Devonian 
limestone. 


The Tar Island Oil & Gas Co., which 
has an unfinished test drilled to about 960 
feet on section 12-85-21-5 in the Peace 
River district, is being taken over by To- 
ronto men, who will reorganize the cum- 
pany and resume drilling. The test was 
carried into the heavy oil showing in the 
Cretaceous, but has been practically idle 
since the early part of 1919. The showing 
secured is reported the best in the Peace 
River fleld, and might be finished as a 
small pumper at this depth without drill- 
ing further. It is understood, however, 
that the new owners are shipping in casing 
and will resume drilling at once: The 
original venture was financed by local men. 
Oo. J. Laing of Peace River will continue 
as local manager, and has gone to Toronto to 
assist in the reorganization. 

In the Athabaska tar sand district, A. F. 
A. Coyne of the Anglo-Canadian Co., 
backed largely by British capital, has ar- 
ranged to drill a number of tests near 
McMurray. The company has secured a 
franchise to supply gas to Athabaska town. 


Imperial Oil Operations 


Recent reports indicate that Imperial Oil, 
Ltd., is paying consdierable attention to 
ail prospects in Western Saskatchewan. 
Leases have been secured on twenty sec- 
tions of land south of Consul, Saskatche- 
wan, along the Battle Creek line. The 
company is also reported to have been 
leasing in Southwestern Saskatchewan and 
Southeastern Alberta, near the Medicine 
Hat gas field. So far no definite locations 
have been announced in these _ sections. 
Prospects in the vicinity of East End, 
Saskatchewan, are being investigated. 
In Southern Alberta the Imperial test 
located and now reported drilting about 
thirty miles west of Nanton, on section 29- 
14-2-5, is starting with a twenty-four-inch 
hole and will be carried to 3,000 feet or 
more if necessary. As geological conditions 
in this area seem similar to those in the 
Okotoks pool, both fields being on the foot- 


hill belt, deep drilling will likely be re- 
quired to secure commercial production. 
The test here was located last fall by 


George B. Sammons of the Imperial Oil 
geological staff, now in the Peruvian fields, 
and the work of rigging up was carried 
on through the winter by W. L. Taylor. 
Head Driller Gilson, who had considerable 
experience in the Okotoks pool, is now in 
charge of the work. 

Imperial Oil, Ltd., is enlarging its dis- 
tributing plant at Hanna, Alberta. A site 
is being secured and two storage tanks 
with a combined capacity of 60,000 gallons 
will be erected. 


MANITOBA 


It is announced that the Manitoba pro- 
vincial government is investigating the oil 
possibilities of the Dauphin district in that 


province, following the recent reported dis- 
covery of a show of shallow ol on the 
Allan McKay farm on the east shore of 
Lake Dauphin. Hon. G. A. Grierson, Min- 
ister of Public Works, has instructed Prof. 
R. C. Wallace, a commissioner of Northern 
Manitoba, and Hugh McNair, of the Pro- 
vincial Public Utilities Department, to sub- 
mit a report on the oil possibilities of the 
Dauphin district. Should this report prove 
favorable, the public works department 
will send a ‘light drilling outfit into the 
district for a practical test. The depart- 
ment now has several such outfits, capable 
of drilling 1,000 feet, and these should be 
sufficient for a fair test, as the outcropping 
formation is Devonian. Professor Wallace 
expects that the production, if any, will 
be found at comparatively slight depth. 


ONTARIO 


Systematic supervision of the develop- 
ment ‘work in Ontario was arranged at a 
conference held at Chatham on March 23 
between E. S. Estlin, provincial natural 
gas commissioner, and the oil and gas in- 
spectors for the province. Under present 
arrangements the producing areas are 
divided into three parts, the Niagara or 
eastern district being looked after by A. E. 
Near of Port Colborne; the Tilbury-Essex 
or southwestern area by J. W. Beno of 
Chatham, and the Lambton county and 
adjacent fields by John Scott of Petrolia. 

The new regulations place all oil and 
gas drilling under the supervision of the 
provincial gas commissioner and his staff. 
One of the important duties of the in- 





CHICAGO PETROLEUM MARKET 


Fuel and Gas Oils Continue Firm Position Pre: 
viously Noted—Kerosene Lags and Gasoline 
Quiet but Holding Strong 








CHICAGO, April 1, 1920. 


The last of the month of March wit- 
nessed what has become a regular thing 
and that is the appearance of soft spots 
in the market. It is not a weakening of 
the situation, but the effect of the month- 
ly evening up of contracts and accounts 
generally. Contracts may call for a lit- 
tle more than is needed and this is taken 
and pushed for sale. Tanks are too full 
and the surplus is acceptable as cash, 
which also causes some concession to 
move the goods. There are a dozen rea- 
sons for this and right now it should be 
and was more apparent in the lighter 
oils than in the fuel and gas oil section. 


Fuel and Gas Oils Firm 


The situation in the fuel oil end of the indus- 


try has been complicated by the threat of a 
coal strike and the subsequent announcement 
that there would be no strike and the state- 
ment that the miners would continue at work 
pending the settlement of the wage question. 
Buyers of fuel oil had started to purchase on 
something of the same scale as they did last 
December before the announcement that there 
would be no strike came through, and as a 
result there is some resale oil on the market, 
but not much. The report comes from the 
Pittsburgh district of many cars on the track 
that are not needed, but reports of this sort 
are to be taken with some doubt. Other re- 
ports say that the amount is small. The Pitts- 
burgh natural gas supply was turned on late 
last week, and this will take a number of the 
large fuel consumers out of the oil market for 
the warm weather season. 

Otherwise and elsewhere the industries are 
using fully their regular amount of fuel oil. 
From now on some of the plants will be able 
to use the heavy oils, which are so much richer 
in thermal units but which require some spe- 
cial heating apparatus for their best use in 
winter. There are always a certain number of 
consumers who switch from fuel oil to gas oil 
on the advent of freezing weather and change 
back again in the spring. 

There is a continuance of the demand from 
the Atlantic seaboard for fuel and gas oil, and 
even Nova Scotia has applied for oil to the 
Chicago market. There will be a little more to 
spare for the East with the present kind of 
weather, but the continuance of this demand 
is strengthening to prices. During the height 
of the coal strike scare fuel oil sold as high as 
$3.60 to Pittsburgh and $3.40 to Ohio, with 
$3.20 to $3.30 for Chicago and Indiana terri- 
tory These prices were reduced, when the

Naphthas Are Scarce and in Demand 


da for naphthas is very lively just 
a Sea. both blenders and those who use 
them in the industries are buying heavily. The 
paint and varnish trades, which have been 
dipping more and more into the mineral tur- 
entine for their paints and varnishes, have 
feen forced by the scarcity of the real article 
to learn to use the mineral variety, and today 
orders for large numbers of cars at a time 
are common. The price is between 21 and 22 
cents for the grades wanted. The requisite is 
a quick evaporation and no grease. The Cali- 
fornia naphthas, which have been the best 
liked, are becoming very scarce and will prob- 
ably cease to cross the mountains altogether in 
a short time. In fact, California as a whole 
has become a buyer of naphthas and gasoline. 
Many casinghead plants are in operation and 
these require naphthas for the blending of the 
roduct, and the Standard Oil Co. is putting 
fh or has put in a battery of Burton_ stills, 
and these stills ‘‘crack’’ naphthas and mix- 
tures of casinghead with naphthas and with 
fuel ofl. California will no longer be the place 
of cheap fuel. 


Lubricants Firm 


Lubricants continue very firm. There is 
about the same amount being made and no 
accumulation of stock. Just how much the 
industries of the country are speeded up is a 
question, but it is a guess at about one-third, 
which has some support in various ways. The 
bank clearings have been running one-third 
ahead of last year in a number of cities. Then 
the railroads report that they have loaded 
% per cent. more cars this year than last. 
Add one-third to a fairly full production as 
the actual business done and the result is a 
great demand for all the essentials for doing 
business. This sufficiently accounts for the 
demand for lubricants and assures a continued 
demand as long as the industries continue 
occupied. Cylinder stocks and California red 
oils are mentioned as peculiarly scarce, but 
the condition is usually shifting from one 
commodity to another. The supply becomes 
be' in one article as the stock in another 
is exhausted. 


New a of Crude

the next big oil strike is to come if anywhere 
in this country. Late developments in Utah re- 
call a conversation had with an old-time 
Western prospector and oil scout in a way.

T. F. Kuper, of the Midco Oil Sales Co., has 
recovered from his temporary indisposition and 
is to be back at the office by April 3. He was 
last reported from Oklahoma, but is expected 
to make a trip to Denver and come from there. 

Homer H, Johnson, of the Johnson Oil Re- 
fining Co., is making a trip to the various 
offices of the company at Detroit, Cleveland, 
Pittsburgh and the like. 

Most of the refiners in this city do not think 
that the privilege of using the Burton process 
is worth the price asked. On first thought the 
expense of installing a working process is 
high and the probability of making it a suc- 
eess after paying the royalty asked seems 
problematical. but the Standard assures them 
that the price asked is that paid by the affili- 
ated companies of the Stendard group. 

R, S. Ogilvy, vice-president of the Invader 
Oil & Refining Co., in charge of their Chicago 
office, says that the refinery is now under the 
management of the man who built it, but the 
name has slipped his memory.

OBITUARY. 
OLIVER W. CHAMBERLAIN 


Word was received at Petrolia, Ont., 
this week of the death at Swan River, 
Manitoba, of Oliver W. Chamberlain, at 
one time a well known Petrolia oil pro- 
ducer. Mr. Chamberlain was born in 
Oxford county, Ontario, in 1839, and came 
to Petrolia in 1860 as a young driller. 
The first oil discovered in Lambton county 
had, been made only a couple of years 
before. 

In 1862, Mr. Chamberlain branched out 
as a producer, continuing active along 
that line for 40 years. He saw the epoch 
of the Oil Springs flowing wells, the rise 
of Petrolia as an oil town, the develop- 
ment of the early refining industry, and 
the gradual extension of the Oil Springs, 
Petrolia and other shallow fields. He 
was for some time interested in the busi- 
ness as a refiner as well as a producer, 
and one of his partners in the oil busi- 
ness at one time was Hugh Smiley, fam- 
ous as a helper in the drilling of John 
Shaw’s gusher well at Oil Springs in '62. 

In 1902 Mr. Chamberlain purchased 
large land interests in Alberta, where he 
engaged in the cattle business. Later he 
resided at Edmonton, and more recently 














has been in business at Swan River, 
Manitoba, continuing active till his 
death. 


Mr. Chamberlain was a member of the 
first council of Petrolia, was 27 times 
councillor for that town, was reeve for 
several terms, served in the Lambton 
county council, and was also the chief 
of Petrolia’s first fire brigade. He was a 
charter member of Petrolia’s first Ma- 
sonic lodge. and a great sportsman. His 
wife, one daughter and one son survive.

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OPERATING REGULATIONS DISCUSSED BY 
GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS AND OIL MEN 





Opinions Sought on Tentative Draft of Rules Relating to Working 


of Properties Under Federal Supervision—Duties of 
Lessees Under Land Leasing Law Defined 


WASHINGTON, April 2, 1920. 


A conference was held yesterday morn- 
ing at the Bureau of Mines between offi- 
cials of the Interior Department, officials 
from oil-producing States, and represent- 
atives of commercial oil interests, on the 
question of the final adoption of regula- 
tions relating to the economic operation 
of oil and gas properties under govern- 
ment supervision as provided in the 
newly enacted mineral land leasing law. 
Assistant Secretary of the Interior Alex- 
ander Vogelsang presided at the meeting. 
Van H. Manning, director of the Bureau 
of Mines, opened with a brief address 
explaining its purpose and welcoming ex- 
pressions of opinion from those in attend- 
ance on a tentative draft of operating 
regulations. J. O. Lewis, chief petroleum 
technologist of the Bureau of Mines, read 
the tentative regulations and answered 
several minor questions as to interpreta- 
tion. Other department officials present 
were Director George Otis Smith and W. 
C. Mendenhall ot the Geological Survey ; 
B. H. Wagy of the Bureau of Mines, and 
Clay Tallman, commissioner of the Gen- 
eral Land Office. 


Those Present at Meeting 


State representatives and _ oil men 
present were R. L. Peeler of Los Angeles, 
representing the Independent Oil Pro- 
ducers’ Agency of California; A, W.. An- 
drews, representing the Chamber of 
Mines and Oils of Los Angeles; Fred W. 
Freeman of Denver, representing the 
Colorado ‘ Chapter of the American Min- 
ing Congress; N. S. Wilson, C. A. Fisher 
and M. G. Saunders for Governor Sharp 
of Colorado; F. M. Mason and Charles 
B. Henderson of Reno, Nev., for the Min- 
ing Department of the Reno Chamber of 
Commerce; Mark D. Hoyt and J. Bruce 
Bremer, representing the Governor of 
Montana; H. E. West and John McFad- 
den, representing the Gevernor of Wyo- 
ming; I. N. Knapp of Philadelphia, and 
A. P. Lucas of Washington, D. C., rep- 
resenting the American Institute of Min- 
ing and Metallurgical Engineers; A. F. 
Corwin and W. A. Williams of New York 
city, representing the American Petro- 
leum Institute; James A. Veasey of 
Tulsa, Okla., representing the Mid-Con- 
tinent Oil and Gas Association: C. F. 
Robertson, a Wyoming oil producer: W. 
L. Alexander of New Orleans, represent- 
ing the State Conservation Board of 
Louisiana, and Fayette B. Dow of Wash- 
ington, D. C., counsel for the National 
Petroleum Association and the Western 
Petroleum Refiners’ Association. 

There was little discussion which 
would show the attitude of those present 
toward the tentative draft of regulations 
which was prepared by the department 
and on which opinions were invited. On 
the whole they seemed to be well satis- 
fied, the only objections raised being as 
to details of an administrative charac- 
ter. The conference continues today. 
The producers are getting together and 
going over the tentative regulations with 
a view to formulating united effort in 
the way of constructive criticism for 
later discussion. 

Dr. Lewis of the Bureau of Mines is 
of the opinion that there will be no diffi- 
culty experienced in reaching an agree- 
ment, and believes that the tentative reg- 
ulations prepared by the department will 
be a for adoption practically in- 
tact. 

The section pertaining to the duties of 
lessees under the tentative draft is as 


follows :— . 
Duties of Lessees 


15. Before actual drilling or development 
operations are commenced on the leased lands, 
or within not Jess than thirty days from the 
date of approval of these regulations in case 
of producing leases or leased land on which 
such operations have been commenced prior 
to such approval, the lessee shall designate in 
writing a local or resident representative for 
each permit or lease or for each group of 
permits or leases, whose addresses shall be 
the nefirest postoffice to the permit or lease or 
group of permits or leases on whom the super- 
visor or other authorized representative of the 
Department of the Interior may serve notices 
or otherwise communicate with, in securing 
compliance with these regulations, and shall 
notify in writing the supervisor of the name 
and postoffice address of the representative so 
appointed. 

In the event of the incapacity or absepgce 
from the designated address of such designated 
local or resident representative, the lessee shall 
designate in writing some person to serve in 
his stead, and in the absence of such repre- 
sentative, or of notice of the appointment of a 
substitute, any employe of the lessee upon the 
leased premises or the contractor or other per- 
son in charge of drilling operations thereon, 
shall be considered the representative of the 
lessee for the purpose of service of orders or 
notices as herein provided, and service upon 
any such employe, contractor or other person 
shall be deemed service upon the lessee. 

16. Lessee shall not commence to drill, re- 
drill, deepen, plug or abandon any well with- 
out prior notification to the supervisor or his 
deputy. 

17. Lessee shall keep upon the leased prem- 
ises accurate records of the drilling, redrilling 
or deepening of all wells showing all the forma- 
tions drilled through and contents of such 
formations, if any, and casing used during the 
drilling of such wells, and upon the completion 
of such wells copies of such records shall be 
transmitted to the Supervisor by the lessee 
within ten days after the first completion of 
any well, and of any further drilling there- 
after. Lessee upon instructions from the 
supervisor or his deputy shall test any forma- 
tion passed through for oil, gas or water and 
shall obtain samples of oil, gas, water or 
formations encountered in the well. 

18. Lessee shall clearly and permanently 
mark all rigs or wells in a conspicuous place 
with the name of the lessee and the number 
or designation of the well, and shall take all 
necessary precautions for the preservation of 
these markings. 

19. Lessee shall effectually shut out and ex- 
clude all water from any oil or gas-bearing 
stratum and take all proper precautions and 
measures to prevent the contamination or pol- 
lution of any fresh water supply encountered 
in any well drilled for oil or gas. 


20. In drilling operations in ideat’’ terri- 
tory or in a gas or oil field whe high pres- 
sures are known to exist the lessee shall place 
on the innermost string of casing an approved 
gate valve or other approved controlling device, 
securely anchored, and keep same in place and 





in proper condition for use until the well is 
completed. 

21. When natural gas is encountered in com- 
mercial quantities in any well, primarily a gas 


well, lessee shall confine such gas to its natural 
stratum until such time as the same can be 
produced and utilized without waste, it being 
understood that a commercial quantity of gas 
produced by a well is any unrestricted flow of 
natural gas in excess of 1,000,000 cubic feet per 
24 hours; provided, that if in the opinion of 
the supervisor gas of a lesser quantity shall be 


of commercial value the supervisor shall have 
autnority to require the conservation of said 
gas. Water shall not be introduced into any 


well where such introduction will operate to 
kill or restrict the open flow of gas therein. 


22. Lessee shall separate the oil from the gas 


when both are produced in commercial quanti- 
ties from the same formation or under such 
conditions as might result in waste of oil or 
gas in commercial quantities. 


23. Lessee shall not use natural gas from a 
distinct or separate stratum for the purpose of 
flowing or lifting the oil from a well unless 
such gas be saved and efficiently used after 
being used to flow or lift the oil. 


24. Lessee shall prevent oil or gas, or both, 
from escaping from any well into the open air 
and not permit any oil or gas well to go wild 
or to burn wastefully. 

25. Lessee shall not use natural gas under 
direct pressure in place of steam to operate 
engines or pumps except with the special per- 
mission of the supervisor or his deputy. 

26. Lessee shall not use natural gas in flam- 
beau lights save as authorized or approved by 
the supervisor or his deputy. 

27. Lessee shall use every possible precaution 
in accordance with the most approved methods, 
to stop and prevent the waste of gas and oil, 
or both, in all drilling and producing operations 
and from connecting lines, and he shall not 
use wastefully oil or gas. 

28. All dry or abandoned wells on leased 
lands must be properly plugged. If such aban- 
doned or dry wells be in a coal bed or other 
mineral deposit, or be in such condition as to 
warrant taking extraordinary precautions, the 
supervisor or his deputy may require such 
variations in methods of plugging and filling 
as may be necessary, in his judgment, to pro- 
tect such seams or deposit against infiltration 
of gas or water, and to protect all other strata 
encountered in the well. 

29. In the event the lessee shall fail to plug 
properly any dry or abandoned well the super- 
visor may, after ten days’ notice to the parties 
in interest, plug such well at the expense of 
the lessee or his surety. 

30. Lessee shall recover and put into market- 
able condition all oil from B. S. or emulsion 
when same is commercially profitable. 

31. All B. S. or emulsion from which the oil 
cannot be profitably recovered, or water from 
tanks or wells, shall be drained off into proper 
receptacles located at a safe distance from 
tanks, wells or buildings, to the end that same 
may be disposed of by being burned or trans- 
ported from the premises. 

32. Lessee shall make a full and complete 
report to the supervisor of all accidents or fires 
occurring on the leased premises.

Three permits in each State to explore 
in wildcat oil lands may be obtained by 
an interested party by complying with 
the necessary requirements, according to 
announcement here modifying the regula- 
tions issued under the oil leasing law. 
Those regulations originally allowed only 
one permit per man or company in the 
entire United States. This aygd other 
changes in the regulations are set forth 
in the following circular from the General 
Land Office :-— 

The regulations (Circular No. 72) ap- 
proved March 11, 1920, for the administra- 
tion of the oil and gas provisions of the 
Act of February 25, 1920 (Public No. 146) 
are hereby amended, modified and supple- 
mented as follows:— 

1. Section 1, paragraph (c) strike out the 
words “provided that no stockholders are 
citizens of nonreciprocating countries as 
provided in section 1 of the act;” 

2. Section 4, paragraph (b) strike out 
the words “and evidence that none of its 
stockholders are citizens of another coun- 
try, the laws, customs and regulations of 
which deny similar or like privileges to 
citizens or corporations of this country,” 
and substitute therefor the following:— 
“and a showing as to the residence and 
citizenship of its stockholders;” 

3. Section 4, strike out paragraph (c) and 
substitute therefor the following:— 

“(c) A statement that the applicant is 
not the holder of more than twa other sub- 
sisting permits in the same State, nor of 
any permit in the same geologic structure, 
together with a statement of any other 
applications for permits in the same State, 
in which the applicant is directly or in- 
directly interested. In this connection at- 
tention is directed to the limitations and 
exceptions of Section 27 of the act.’

Improved Road Condi- 
tions Aiding Develop- 
ment Work — Gas 
Company to Cut 


Melon 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., April 1, 1920. 


The outstanding feature in the oil news 
of West Virginia fields during the past 
week is that regarding the melon that is 
to be cut in the near future by the United 
Fuel Gas Co., a purely ‘local concern for 
which the parent company is the Columbia 
Gas & Electric Co. of Cincinnati and 
Louisville, acting as the funding company 
for the local organization, which is said 
to have developed into one of the largest 
gas concerns doing business in the State. 


Reports are to the effect that the United 
Fuel, the principal offices of which are in 
this city, will shortly increase its capital 
stock from $10,000,000 to $30/000,000, and 
that this increase is to be followed shortly 
by the declaration of a 200 per cent. div- 
idend, of which more than 50 per cent. 
will go into the treasury of the Columbia. 
Owing to the tremendous earnings of 
United Fuel Gas, which are officially de- 
scribed as being still in their infancy, this 
new stock will be worth between $25,000,- 
000 and $30,000,000 to the parent com- 
pany, or more than 50 per cent. of its 
authorized stock. 


In addition to the reports concerning 
the United Fuel, there is talk that Colum- 
bia may declare a large extra dividend, 
following the United Fuel melon. TFEarn- 
ings of Columbia at the present time are 
reported to be running in the neighborhood 
of $13 a share, but it is intimated that 
its real earnings are about double that 
figure. Earnings from gasoline this year 
alone are expected to be around $10 per 
share, which means that the gas and oil 
of the company will go far beyond that 
amount. At the present time the United 
Fuel & Columbia Gas are reported to be 
the best paying investment of the kind 
whose business is conducted mainly in 
West Virginia. 


Field Report Brighter 


Strong March winds which have prevailed 
during the past week, taken with the light 
rains which have fallen, have put the roads 
in all sections of West Virginia, especially in 
the oil fields, in such an improved condition 
that it is now possible for the operators to get 
material out to the locations that have been 
standing idle for the past three or four months. 
The result is that many new wells will be 
started within the next week or ten days and 
also that wells which have been held up be- 
cause of the inability to get pipe and other 
material will be pushed to completion. The 
outlook in all sections of the State are brighter 
than they have been during the past six 
months, and it will now be but a short time 
until there will be a large number of wells 
=e to the different formations every 
ay. 


The oil fields of West Virginia hold more 
undeveloped territory than those of any other 
States in what is known as the eastern or white 
sand section, and the chances for the develop- 
ment of strictly new territory is better than 
anywhere in the East. The outlook now is 
that the lower counties of West Virginia, bor- 
dering on Virginia and Kentucky, will be sub- 
jected to a more thorough test than in the past. 
There has not been a great deal of work in the 
past on either of these borders, only desultory 
work having been done. 


In the lower tier of counties which border 
on Kentucky there have been a number of good 
wells completed in the past to the Berea Grit 
formation, and as oil contniues at its present 
high price the holders of leases in this section 
are going in for the development of their prop- 
erty in order to get what they can while the 
market is good. 


Light Wells Are the Rule 


Throughout the State during the past week 
light wells have been the rule in all sections, 
none of those completed being good for more 
than 25 to 30 barrels, with the exception of one 
completed in Kanawha county by Ira G. Sayre 
on Lens creek, about twelve miles from this 
city, which is being made a mystery. The 
well when first completed was reported to be 
making at the rate of 100 barrels a day, but a 
gauge of the tank after four days shows 140 
barrels in a 250-barrel tank. The well is re- 
ported to have been shut in, but for what pur- 
pose cannot be determined, as all the leases 
within miles of it have been taken up and are 
being held by this and other large concerns. 

This well is only a short distance fromthe 
first test completed on the Bradford tract by 
Sayre and his associates. Their No. 1 on this 
tract was drjiled into the Weir sand, and from 
that formation is reported to have been a large 
gasser. The fact that oil in good quantities 
has been found within a few locations of tha 
big gasser would indicate that the pool which 
is always adjacent to gas in West Virginia 
may have been tapped. At any rate, there is 
considerable excitement over the reports from 
No. 2 on this lease, and the big companies 
which have holdings there are getting ready to 
drill several wells on their property.

All three of the companies 
mentioned, in addition to several independent 
concerns, have several strings of tools run- 
ning and some of the wells should be com- 
pleted within the next week or ten days. Work 
on the part of the Heck Development Co. is 
further advanced than any of the others oper- 
ating in that section, and their wells are ex 
pected to reach the sand first. Most of them 
are located close to the first well completed 
in that section and are reasonably certain of 
being producers of some sort. 

Ritchie county came to the front with the 
largest number of completions during the week, 
but none proved of importance, one being 
abandoned and the others either being gas 
wells or small pumpers. Another good well, 
the Hope Natural Gas Co.'s test on the Bow- 
yer-Camden tract, has been completed in Gil- 
mer county, some distance from the big wells 
which were drilled in that section a couple of 
weeks ago. It is showing for better than 94 
barrels a day, and from its location would 
indicate there is something good between it 


and the 90 and 100-barrel wells recently com- 
pleted in that. section. 


Shallow Sand Producer 


Hopkins, Wright & Co.’s No, 4 on the Oliver 
jorrell, reported last week to have reached 
the top of the sand and showing for a well 
from the Cow Run formation, in Pleasants 
county, has been completed and the gauge 
shows that it is holding up at better than 20 
barrels a day, which is a good gait for the 
wells in that sand and territory. To offset 
this good producer there were two dry holes 
completed in the same county. Nothing has 
been heard from the Berea grit territory in 
Boone county this week with the exception that 
a number of new wells are being started and 
the drilling wells are going along as rapidly 
as possible. The coming week ought to bring 
something worth while from this section, as 
the Ohio Cities Gas Co. and other producers 
who are operating there have some wells deep 
enough that they ought to get the pay shortly, 
probably by the first of next week. 

Old fields of the State which are being 
drilled over by the holders of leases are not 
now and the indications are they will not be 
prolific in new production. Quite a number 
of wells have been completed in these sec- 
tions, especially in the northern and central 
sections of the State, and because of this the 
list of smaller pumpers, light gassers and dry 
holes has been considerably increased lately. 


Depending on Wildcats 


Talent in the oil business in West Virginia 
is looking forward to the completions of new 
tests which have been started in the southern 
and central sections of the State. This is 
especially true of the new developments in 
Gilmer county, where some good wells have 
recently been completed; the Roane county 
section, where the outlook is bright because of 
the wells that have been completed there dur- 
ing the winter; Boone county, where a new 
and prolific territory appears to have been 
opened up in Sherman district, and in the 
counties along the southern border, where 
there is much new work being started. 

In Braxton county there is considerable test 
work being started, the operators being at- 
tracted to that section by the big gasser which 
was drilled in a couple of months ago by the 
West Virginia Gas Co., and which is reported 
to be holding up close to its initial production 
of about 30,000,000 cubic feet per day. Shallow 
fields are being exploited to the greatest de- 
gree at this time for the reason that it does 
not take so long to drill a well, and the pro- 
ducers want to get all the oil into the pipe- 
lines while the price is at the highest figure 
jt has reached for more than half a century. 


Results of the Week 


The number of wells completed in the State 
during the past week does not appear to have 
been as large as during the previous week, 
but some of them are of equally as great im- 
portance for the reason that they have ex- 
tended the territory in which they have been 
drilled and in some instances defined a larger 
area than had been expected.

Oil Corporation May Float Issue of 
Short Term Notes—May Range 
to $75,000,000 


It has been learned that officials of 
the Sinclair Consolidated Oil Corporation 
are sounding out bankers as to the ad- 
visability of putting out a new issue of 
securities at this time. It has been re- 
ported that the company might endeavor 
to float an issue of short term notes con- 
vertible into stock of the company at a 
figure much higher than the prevailing 
quotations for the issue. From an offi- 
cial source it is learned that whatever 
new security may be determined upon 
will not carry a convertible feature. 

According to those thoroughly famil- 
iar with affairs of the Sinclair Corpora- 
tion, it is not absolutely essential that 
new financing be done at the moment, 
although in the face of the high costs 
obtaining for all classes of materials, in- 
creased operating expenses, etc., has 
become necessary for that corporation

CADDO CENTRAL 


Balance Sheet of Refining Company 
Shows Surplus of $483,336— 
Expanding Continually 


The report of the Caddo Central Oil 
and Refining Corporation for the nine 
months ended December 31 last shows 
gross profits of $747,560; expenses, 
taxes, ete., of $128,487; net profits of 
$619,072, and other income of $28,156. 
The total income is $647,229; interest 
charges, etc., totaled $163,893, leaving a 
surplus of $483,336. President E. Kirby 
Smith, in his report to the stockholders, 
says that contracts for 400 new steel 
tank cars of 8,000 gallons’ capacity each 
have been let .and deliveries will start 
within the next 30 days. Increased 
storage capacity has been provided 
through arrangements for five new steel 
storage tanks each of 55,000 barrels 
capacity of which 200,000 barrels ca- 
pacity are now completed and filled with 
crude oil having a present market value 
of upward of $700,000. 

On December 31 the company owned 
85 producing wells with six drilling rigs 
in operation and 135 miles of pipelines 
and gathering lines with pumping sta- 
tions attached. The Caddo refinery, with 
a daily capacity of 3,000 barrels, and 
the Shreveport refinery, with a daily ca- 
pacity of 500 barrels, and the company’s 
easinghead gasoline plant at Moorings- 
port, La., are all operating substantially 
at capacity. A new refinery at Cedar 
Grove, La., with a capacity of 3,500 bar- 
rels a day, is now under construction 
and approximately 55 per cent. complet- 
ed. This plant should ‘be in operation 
August 1 next, he said. 


MILLIKEN CO. 
NAMED IN SUIT 


Lakeside Petroleum Co. Asks 
$1,000,000 Damages for Al- 


leged Breach of Contract 


ST. LOUIS, March 25, 1920. 


Suit for $1,000,000 damages for alleged 
failure of the Milliken Co., refiners, at 
Arkansas City, Kan., to deliver petroleum 
products on contract, was filed in the 
United States District Court at St. Louis, 
March 23, by the Lakeside Petroleum Co., 
of Chicago. The defendants are the Mil- 
liken Company, which was in control of 
the late John T. Milliken, Millard F. 
Watts, Forest P. Tralles, directors, Vir- 
gil M. Harris, an officer, executors and 
trustees of the Milliken estate, the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce in St. Louis, 
John G. Lonsdale and Hanau W. Loeb. 


They are alleged to have conspired to 
ruin the business credit of the plaintiff by 
agreeing that the Milliken Company 
should refuse to ship petroleum products 
to the Lakeside concern after January 1 
of this year. It is charged that it was 
further agreed that if the plaintiff failed 
to meet trade acceptances due in January, 
February and March, the National Bank 
of Commerce, as an innocent holder 
should sue for collection in its own name, 
The bank has sued Blodgett & Fisher, at- 
torneys, who filed the suit say on trade 
acceptances of $250,000 in the Chicago 
Municipal] Court. 


On the plea that the credit of the plain- 
tiff has been so greatly impaired that it 
is unable to borrow money on advan- 
tageous terms and that its business has 
been curtailed and permanently damaged, 
actual damages of $500,000 and punitive 
damages of $500,000 are asked. 

After pointing out that John T. Milli- 
ken took charge of the Milliken company 
“for operation of its properties, business 
and affairs’ November 1, 1918, and con- 
tinued in control until his death, Janu- 
ary 31, 1919, the petition sets forth that 
the executors and trustees assumed 
charge of the property and continued to 
operate it until last December 31. 

About December 23, it is alleged the 
Milliken company was leased to the Sims 
Petroleum Co. for a year beginning Jan- 
uary 1, 1920. under agreement by the 
Sims company to carry out all contracts 
the Milliken company then had on its 
books for the sale of petroleum. products 
to its customers and to hold the Milliken 
company free from any loss on them. 

During 1919, it is further alleged, the 
Milliken company entered into a con- 
tract with the Lakeside company where- 
by the latter agreed to give the Milliken 
company “certain alleged trade accep- 
tances for petroleum products without in- 
voice or bill of sale, for petroleum prod- 
ucts accompanying the same, on the ex- 
press understanding and agreement he- 
tween the Milliken company and _ the 
plaintiff that the said alleged trade ac- 
ceptances were solely for the accommo- 
dation of the Milliken company and were 
accepted by the plaintiff solely upon this 
agreement and _ basis.” 

It is recited that the Lakeside concern 
gave to the Milliken company about $25,- 
000 worth of these acceptances in Octo- 
ber, November and December of 1919, 
due 90 days from date, and that at the 
close of 1919, the Milliken company owed 
to the. plaintiff on these orders $1,000,- 
000 worth of petroleum products, none 
of which has been.delivered. Much of 
this is said to have been resold to cus- 
tomers at the then prevailing market 
prices.

The commission, in an opinion issued, 
sets forth that gas companies should be 
allowed from 12 to 20 per cent. on their 
investment, which includes depreciation, 
according to value of the service, costs 
and wisdom, prudence, skill and enter- 

shown in the operation. It allows 
12 per cent. to these companies, 8 per 
cent for depreciation and 4 per cent. on 
the investment, the latter being small be- 
cause of the poor service. 

The companies wanted 10 per cent. for 
depreciation and 8 per cent. on the invest- 
ment. The commission values the prop- 
erties of the companies at $3,497,893.36, 
and its net earnings during the last three 
years have been as follows:—1919, $263,- 
849.10, or 7.5 per cent.; 1918, $395,888.72, 
or 11.3 per cent., and 1917, $135,390.30, 
or 3.1 per cent. 

The commission estimates that the gas 
productioin of the companies has declined 
10 per cent. since 1913, while its consum- 
ers have increased 700 in number since 
1917. Opposing the increased rates were 
the following cities and towns :—Elkins, 
Mill Creek, Philippi, Elks Garden, King- 
wood, Thomas, Bowlesburg, Keyser, 
Ridgeley, Davis, Hendricks and Parsons. 

Commissioner E. D. Lewis did not pass 
on the application, being formerly attor- 
ney for the applicant. 

G. C. Wiles, chairman of the com- 
mittee, stated the point of view of that 
body in this decision. A gas company 
should receive from 12 to 20 per cent. on 
the investment, he said, according to the 
ability, enterprise, initiative, foresight and 
other qualities displayed by the man- 
agement. 

Such companies should be paid back 
the capital while the gas is yet in the 
ground, for when once depleted, he said, 
there is nothing left but the salvage. 
Therefore, rates should take into consid- 
eration the depreciation minus the value 
of salvage.

Mexican Petroleum Co. Constructnig 
Two Pipelines in Tampico Fields 
at $7,000,000 Cost 


The Mexican Petroleum Co. is con- 
structing a ten-inch and a five-inch pipe 
line to Tampico, the cost of the under 
takings, including construction of pump- 
ing Stations and boiler houses, to be ap- 
proximately $7,000,000. The ten-inch line 
will be completed in September and the 
smaller one in 60 days, according to yres- 
ent estimates furnished to a representa- 
tive of this paper on April 1.

RED RIVER OIL LAND CONTROVERSY 
INVOLVES FEDERAL GOVERNMENT 


Supreme Court Issues Injunctions Halting Squabble Between Texas 
and Oklahoma—J. C. Dickinson, Former Secretary of War, 
Appointed Receiver—Public Interest and Indian Rights 
Endangered 


WASHINGTON, April 2, 1920. 
The United States Supreme Court yes- 


terday granted the Department of Jus- 
tice motions to intervene in the ted 
River oil land case, otherwise known as 
Oklahoma against Texas; issued an in- 
junction against both States, and ap- 
pointed Jacob M. Dickinson of Chicago, 
former Secretary of War, receiver for 
the lands and properties in dispute, fix- 
ing his bond at $100,000. 


The receiver is ordered to report to the 


court in 30 days plans for prospecting, 
developing and producing oil and gas, 
and until that time he may operate or 
permit others to operate lands and oil 
properties and shall sell their products 


at market prices. Full accounts shall be 


kept covering such operations. The 
court hereafter will fix the receiver’s 
compensation. 

As to land described and not claimed 


by Texas in its proprietary capacity, the 
State is given 15 days to file a response 
to the government’s motion for injunc- 
tion and receiver, and on filing such 
response Texas or claimants under pat- 
ent, lease or permit from that State shall 
be at liberty, the court’s order provides, 
to request modification of the order 
deemed essential or appropriate for the 
right or full protection of the interest 
of such State or claimant. 

Hither the plaintiff, Oklahoma, or the 

United States, the court says, may by 
amendment of its pleading make any 
claimant claiming under Texas or any 
other claimant a party to the cause and 
have the requisite process issued and 
served, so that all parties claiming an 
interest in the subject matter may be 
before the court. And the like permis- 
sion is granted to Texas in respect of 
parties claiming under the State of Okla- 
homa or under the government of the 
United States. 
_ The plea for permission to intervene 
in the case is based upon the proposi- 
tions that the case involves a controversy 
and conflict of jurisdiction between the 
States concerned which affects the public 
tranquility and the interests of the gov- 
ernment and the country; that the con- 
struction of a treaty between this gov- 
ernment and another is also involved, 
upon which depends government and In- 
dian property rights of great value and 
importance, and that on the case also 
involves conflicts of jurisdiction between 
the eourts of two States, which embar- 
rass the government in protecting its 
own and Indian properties. 

In the motion for leave to intervene, 
the government states that the boundary 
between the two States in the region in- 
volved in the controversy, that is, from 
the point where the 100th meridian inter- 
sects the south bank of the Red River 
to the eastern border of Oklahoma, is 
the line of the south bank of the river 
as it existed when the treaty of 1819 was 
ratified. The Attorn General states 
that at that time this government was 
the fee simple owner of the lands in 
Oklahoma and still holds them or has 
made allotments to Indians, to whom it 
is responsible to a considerable extent, 
or has sold portions of the land to white 
settlers; that the allottees are owners 
of a portion of the bed of the Red River. 
The government itself is declared to be 
owner of a large part of the bed of the 
river and of numerous islands therein 
and of land formerly islands, but now 
attached to the south bank of the river. 

The Attorney General in his motion 
declares that the State of Texas claims 
lands in disregard of the rights of the 
United States, far north of the true 
boundary and has granted permits or 
patents to some of this soil for oil and

gas development, including part of the 


bed of the river. On the other hand, 
the Attorney General also says that the 
State of Oklahoma claims title to the 
entire bed of the river and has adver- 
tised for sale oil and gas leases on lands 
belonging either to the government or to 
the Indian allottees. 

The government states that permittees 


from the State of Texas are taking pos- 


session of certain of the lands, while at 
the same time a number of people are 
acting on the assumption that the bed 
of the river, islands therein and land 
formerly islands are part of the public 
domain and have located oil placer min- 
ing claims thereon. Some of these fil- 
ings include Indian allotments and oth- 
ers’ land that is government property. 


Many Controversies 


The attention of the court is called to 
the fact that many controversies have 
arisen between the two States and_ be- 
tween the several classes of people above 
mentioned; that the State courts have 
been issuing conflicting orders and have 
named receivers in at least one case for 
the same property; that armed encoun- 
ters have been avoided with difficulty. 
The Department of Justice denies the 
statement made in behalf of Texas that 
the government ever acquiesced in the 
exercise of jurisdiction or claim over 
lands north of the old south bank of the 
Red River. The government, it is ad- 
mitted, had no occasion to assert its 
rights, as State claims were not deemed 
important until the discovery of oil in 
the Burkburnett field, since when the 
government has been prosecuting inves- 
tigations and preparations with a view 
to protecting Federal and Indian rights. 

The Attorney General in his motion 
and brief answers the statements made 
in the Texas brief, declares that present 
conditions are conducive to trouble, and 
asks leave to be permitted to present 
evidence in the case, examine witnesses 
and be heard in argument. The 
court is asked to declare the south bank 
of the Red River as of 1821 to be the 
correct boundary between the two States, 
which should be established and marked 
by permanent monuments. : 

The court is told in the department’s 
motion that there are many concerns en- 
gaged in drilling wells and producing oil 
and gas; that. the lands are being ex- 
hausted of these resources; that the con- 
cerns in question are without tangible 
assets except their oil properties, ma- 
chinery, etc.; that they are liable to ac- 
count to the government for “vast quan- 
tities of oil and gas already illegally re- 
moved from the lands described amount- 
ing in value to many millions of dollars,” 
and that unless the relief prayed for is 
granted the government will be without 
effectual remedy; that present operations 
are being conducted in hasty, reckless, 
careless and unworkmanlike manner, to 
the injury of the oil fields and loss of 
the government. 

Referring to the conflict over the Red 
River lands, the Attorney General says 
in his motion submitted to the Supreme 
Court that claimants under mineral land 
laws of this government have been forci- 
bly driven off of property where they 
drilled. wells, by Texas forces, which lat- 
ter decline to obey an injunction issued 
by a Federal court in Oklahoma; that 
the governor of Texas has issued a 
proclamation calling State militia to re- 
sist the injunction order, and that great 
pressure is being brought to bear in Ok- 
lahoma to have the militia of that State 
called out to resist the encroachments of 
the State of Texas. 


ENGLAND ARE 
OIL MAN DECLARES 





H. W. A. Deterding, Managing Director of Royal Dutch-Shell 
Group Also Denies Control by Oil Ring as Suggested 
in Trade Board Report 


The recent assertion that gasoline 
prices in England are excessive, as de- 
clared in the report of the special inves- 
tigating committee of the London Board 
of Trade, is emphatically refuted by H. 
W. A. Deterding, managing director of 
the Royal Dutch-Shell group. He like- 
wise denies any control of prices by an 
oil “ring.” 

The report, made by a sup-committee 
of the Board of Trade’s standing commit- 
tee on investigation of prices, alleged a 
concentration of control of prices and 
distribution of gasoline in two big com- 
bines, Standard Oil and Royal Dutch, and 
suggested that the matter should com- 
mand the attention of the League of Na- 
tions. As to the committee’s report_that 
a price of £7 10s. a ton, f. 0. b. New York, 
would be a fair price, Mr. Deterding 
states in a letter to the chairman of the 
Board of Trade that “we cannot, as a 
matter of fact, buy petrol in the United 
States at less than £25 at Atlantic ports.” 
Regarding the claim of price control, he 
says :— 

No one is in a position to dictate any re- 
duction to the thousands of oil producers in the 
United States who sell in the open market in 
which we buy. These producers try to get the 
best price they can secure in competition with 
one another, and we have to pay this price for 
the very large quantities of American petrol 
necessary to satisfy the requirement of our 
clients over and above eastern production. 

It is unquestionable that the world demand 
for petrol, even at present, exceeds the supply, 
and the great shortage already existing in other 
European countries is evidence of this fact.

Some further interesting figures of 
costs are given by Mr. Deterding in an 
interview published in the London Daily 
Mail. “‘The price of petroleum in New 
York and district is 31 cents (normally 
ls. 34%4d., now approximately 1s. 8d.) per 
American gallon (five American gallons 
to four Imperial gallons), which works 
out at 39 cents (normally 1s. 94d., now 
approximately 2s. 3d. per Imperial gal- 
lon,” he said. 

In Oklahoma the price today is 22%c. and 
adding another 2%c. for transport to the Gulf 
the price there is 25c. (normally l1s., now ap- 
proximately ls. 3d.). Add storage and other 
charges and the price is brought up so as to 
approximate to the New York market. We 
have a turnover of millions of tons a year. 
Naturally, our expenses are high. . Be- 
fore the war we could construct a tank steamer 
for about £11 a ton deadweight. Now we pay 
about £70 a ton. Wages and materials and 
coal all cost immensely more. 

Referring to the suggestion that the matter 
be considered by the League of Nations, he 
said:—If the governments can agree to ration 
the supplies among themselves, well and good. 
Thén prices will come down. If the tonnage 
available is increased by the builders turning 
out more work, freights will come down and 
retail prices will be lower. The man who puts 
the price up today is the man who outbids 
another buyer—and so it goes throughout the 
world in all products. We make no secret 
that 60 per cent. of the capital of our com- 
panies is Dutch and 40 per cent. British. Let 
me be frank. If we and our enterprises are 
not welcome here (England), let us be told so

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EUREKA TO FILE 
HIGHER RATES 


Pineline Company to Cover Penn- 
sylvania Oil at 6 Cents a 
Barrel Increase 


A new rate schedule will shortly be 
filed by the Eureka Pipeline Co. with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission in- 
creasing its rate 6 cents a barrel to 39 
cents, effective May 1. It is expected 
there will be no objection to the new 
rate and that it will operate from the 
date set. 

New rate will cover the transportation 
of crude oil from the company's gather- 
ing system to the seaboard refineries. 
It will affect the oil which the company 
transports from Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia and Southeastern Ohio fields. 

Eureka handles about 22,500,000 bar- 
rels of crude annually. About 40 per 
cent. of this, 10,000,000 barrels, origi- 
naies in the territory in which the new 
rate will be effective. The balance of its 
crude comes from the Mid-Continent and 
Kentucky fields. 

While other pipeline companies have 
not yet disclosed their intention of filing 
higher rates, it is believed they will do 


so as soon as they are meeting the same 
conditions which oblige Eureka to in- 
crease its rate. Southwest Pennsylvania 
Pipeline Co. is understood to be ready 
for such a move. 

The immediate cause for the increase 
in Eureka’s rates is the fact that oper- 
ating costs have advanced considerably. 
This includes labor, cost of material and 
increased insurance, due to the greater 
value of the crude transported. Another 
factor is that the usual loss of oil, 
through evaporation, now amounts to a 
great deal more money with crude oil at 
its present high price. This is particu- 
larly true of Pennsylvania grade which 
is now $6.10 a barrel, so that the loss in 
value which occurs in piping is twice as 
great as when Pennsylvania crude sold 
at $3.05 a barrel in 1917. 

With the exception of an increase in 
the rate for gathering lines, which be- 
came effective September 20, 1919, there 
has been no change in pipeline rates 
since 1915. In that year the revision in 
rates was downward. Since then operat- 
ing expenses have mounted constantly 
and the cost for steel pipe today is about 
the highest in history. An_ eight-inch 
line now costs nearly $20,000 a mile, 
laid down, while a little more than a 
decade ago it cost around $6,000 a mile. 
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POLISH OIL DECREE 


Of June 5, 1919, Concerns Maximum 
Delay Allowed for Exploitation 


of Minerals 
WASHINGTON, April 2, 1920. 


3 Owing to the great interest expressed 
in the Polish oil industry we repeat here 
the important decree of June 5, 1919, 
concerning the maximum delay allowed 
for the exploitation of minerals contain- 
ing bitumen :— 

Article I. In case it has been stipulat- 
ed in a contract made prior to August 
1, 1914, concerning the cession of rights 
of exploitation of minerals containing 
bitumen (Art. 1 of the decree of May 
11, 1884, Law Journal (Journal des 
Lois), of the Austrian-Hungarian mon- 
archy, No. 71), that the contract could 
be rescinded if the work of exploitation 
was not begun in due time or if such 
work was not satisfactory, then such 
cancellation of the contract can not be 
performed on account of non-exploitation 
arc August 1, 1914, and December 

Article 2. A petition for an extension 
of time within which to inaugurate or 
continue the exploitation of such mines 
may be directed to the judge of the dis- 
trict in which such mine may be located. 
The length of extension will be fixed by 
the judge. Before giving a decision the 
judge has a right to consult the mining 
office of such district. If exploitation of 
the mine is not begun before the expira- 
tion of the extension fixed by the judge 
of the district, then the contract shall be 
declared null and void. The party in in- 
terest has the right of only one appeal 
from the decision of the judge of the 
district. All expenses incurred will be 
calculated and assessed against the party 
in interest according to the provisions of 
the Civil Code. 

Article 3. The Minister of Industry 
and Commerce has the right, if he con- 
siders it necessary for the public good, 
to order the stoppage or continuation of 
drilling and general exploitation. If the 
party in interest does not conform to the 
orders of the minister within the time 
fixed by the latter, the contract may be 
canceled.

PERU'S 1919 OUTPUT 


Totaled 2,561,291 Barrels, Compared 
With 2,458,376 in 1918— 
High Gasoline Content 


The 1919 production of oi in Peru amount- 
ed _ to 2,561,291 barrels, compared with 
2,458,376 barrels in 1918, a gain of 102,- 
915 barrels. The two fields whose produc- 
tion is controlled by International Petro- 
leum, a Standard Oil subsidiary, had a 
combined output of 1,827.914 barrels in 
1919, an increase of 38,601 barrels over 
1918. Peruvian oil is especially rich in 
gasoline and lubricating content, yielding 
17 per cent. of lubricating oil compared 
with 14.5 per cent. obtained from Penn- 
Sylvania and 14 per cent. from California 
crude. Gasoline yield amounts to 24,2 per 
cent. compared with 25 per cent. refined 
from Pennsylvania crude. 

Exports of Peruvian oil are about 75 
per cent. of the total output, and are 
shipped to Canada, the United States and 
South American countries by the Impe- 
rial Oil Co., which owns International 
Petroleum and is in turn controlled by 
the Standard Oi ompan of Ney —

during the term of this contract and any ex- 
tension thereof, hold, use, operate and enjoy 
said lands, improvements and pipeline and re- 
finery in its exclusive possession, and shal) 
have the exclusive right during said time to 
produce, transport, refine and market the oil 
from said lands subject only to the said con- 
tract with the Texas Co., as hereinbefore pro- 
vided. for. 

(g) The Reed Co. shall pay the Natrona Co. 
a rental for the use during the term of this 
contract of the tankage, pipeline, present 
Natrona refinery, and appurtenances, which 
rental shall, for the first year from date of 
the completion of the new refinery works to 
the extent above specified, and commencing 
therewith, but in no event later than December 
1, 1913, be figured upon a basis of six per 
cent. (6%) on a valuation thereof of eight 
hundred thousand dollars ($800,000.00) or, to 
wit:—a rental for said year of the sum of 
forty-eight thousand dollars ($48,000.00); each 
year thereafter the rental shall be figured at 
six per cent.

The Reed Co. shall pay the cost of repairing 
and maintaining said pipeline and branches 
thereof and replacement of breaks therein, and 
of repairing and maintaining the present re- 
finery buildings; and, at the expiration of its 
contract, or any extension thereof, will return 
the said present refinery buildings, stills, tanks 
and appurtenances to the Natrona Co. in as 
good order and condition as when received, 
subject only t odestruction by fire, cyclone, 
lightning or other similar disasters, and also 
ordinary wear and tear excepted. The Reed 
Co. shall carry and pay insurance at least to 
the extent of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000.00) 
on the present refinery buildings, structures 
and improvements, and shall pay taxes there- 
on, and on the lands connected with the same;

by the Reed Co. and the Natrona Co. in the 
same proportions as are profits made by each, 
under the terms and conditions hereinafter set 
forth; but taxes on oil in transit or in storage 
shall be paid by the Reed Co. 

All new improvements placed by the Reed 
Co. on lands of the parties of the first part 
shall belong to the Reed Co., and at the ex- 
piration or termination of this contract 
shalle be purchased by the parties of 
the first part at a reasonable appraised 
value, or if such value cannot be reached 
then at the option of the parties of the 
first part such improvements shall be re- 
moved.

The Oil Fields Co. agrees that if it be found 
that the legal title to the leasehold estate in 


any of said lands be in any other person or 
corporation affiliated or subsidiary the Oil 
Fields Co. will cause contract by the proper 


company to be executed by_such sibsidiary, 
and likewise the Oil Fields Co. agrees that it 
has or will fully obtain for itself or by some 
subsidiary company its proper leasehold estates 
arranged for a time commensurate with and 
agreeable to the terms of this contract and 
the renewal thereof contemplated hereby. 


It is hereby further agreed that in the event 
there shall be found to exist any valid mort- 
gage or indebtedness, or any valid encum- 
brance, lien or charge heretofore created by 
any person or corporation in the chain of title 
of any of said land, which would, if fore- 
closed, deprive the Oil Fields Co. of its title, 
or its lessor or lessors of their title, or the 
Reed Co of its possession, and the same is in 
fact foreclosed and becomes a cloud upon the 
title, then the parties of the first part agree 
that they will pay or cause the same to be 
paid and discharged, or fully arrange the same 
in such way as to entirely. protect the title 
of said premises, or upon their failure so to 
do the Reed Co. may pay the same, or take 
adequate steps for protection against the same, 
and charge the cost and expenses thereof 
against any monies coming due to the parties 
of the first part, or either of them, vnder the 
terms and conditions of this contract. 


(h) The Reed Co. shall be required to operate 
and produce oil for the purpose of carrying 
out this contract only from those lands speci- 
fied by the authorized representative of the 
legal department of the Oil Fields Co., but 
nothing herein contained shall limit the right 
of the said Reed Co. to operate and produce 
oil from other of said lands if it is satisfied 
with title conditions. The Reed Co. shall at 
all times keep its production up to a pvint 
fully adequate to meet the requirements of 
this contract, if such lands be reasonably 
capable of producing the same.

(i) The parties hereto shall co-operate in 
experiments to ascertain the true value and 
best method of handling the oils from the 
Shannon Fields, such co-operation to com- 
mence in not exceeding thirty days from date 
hereof, and when such experiments shall have 
demonstrated the best course to be pursued 
with reference thereto, then the said oil shall 
be produced, transported, refined and marketed

(j) The Reed Co. agrees with the Natrona 
Co., and it is hereby agreed that in the event 
it shall seem desirable to the Reed Co. to make 
any contracts respecting the sale of said oil or 
products thereof to consumers or purchasers 
thereof for a definite supply which would 
lessen the average current profits of the 
parties of the first part to less than eighty 
cents per barrel, then the Reed Co. before 
such disposition by contract or sale is consum- 
mated shall submit the proposed contract of 
sale to the Natrona Co. for its approval, and 
such contract of sale shall not be made if the 
Natrona Co. disapproves thereof; but upon 
receiving notice of such proposed contract of 
sale, which notice shall be in writing or by 
cable to its president and vice-president, the 
Natrona Co. shall within ten (10) days after 
receipt of said notice express its position and 
upon failvre so to do the Reed Co. may pro- 
ceed upor the assumption that consent has 
been granted by the Natrona Co. 

The amount of oil to be produced, marketed, 
refined and sold by the Reed Co., and the 
terms of settlement therefor, shall be as fol- 
lows, to wit:— 

(1) Prior to the completion of the refining 
works to the extent required by this contract 
to be completed by December 1, 1913, the Reed 
Co. will produce, transport, refine and market 
the total amount capable of being refined in 
the present Natrona refinery and enlargements 
thereof which may be installed prior thereto, 
refining so much thereof as shall be required 
to be delivered to the Texas Co., as the agent 
of the Natrona Co. for the purpose, and re- 
fining so much thereof as shall not be re- 
quired to be delivered to the Texas Co., as the 
independent operation of the Reed Co.

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NAVY OIL SUPPLY 
STILL UNCERTAIN 


May Commandeer to Fill Needs 
—President Halts Plans to 
Establish Reserves Abroad 


WASHINGTON, April 2, 1920. 

Secretary of the Navy Daniels says 
that the navy fuel oil situation is still 
under consideration by experts. He de- 
clines to indicate what will be done, but 
the understanding is that announcement 
of rejection of the fuel oil bill recently 
received by the Navy Department will be 
accompanied by a statement of the pol- 
icy of the department for getting the oil 
it needs. It looks as if this will be by 
commandeering oil under the war pow- 
ers of the government, but various other 
steps have been considered, among them 
being the taking of all oil produced on 
Osage Indian lands, open market pur- 
chases, taking government royalties un- 
der the leasing law in oil rather than 
cash, and stoppage of the exportation of 
oil. It is said this latter could be done 
under the powers of the administration. 

Secretary of War Baker has received 
a letter from President Wilson on the 
oil situation as presented to the Execu- 
tive by the Council of National Defense. 
The contents of this letter, except that 
it is understood to stop Dr. Manning's 
plan for an investigation of oil resources 
in Mexico, is not known. Mr. Baker is 
out of town. 


The question whether tne President’s 
vote will stop all foreign oil explorations 
by a government commission of experis 
remains unanswered to the Reporter cor- 
respondent, but it is feared that it does. 
Dr. Manning, however, has not yet given 
up hope that some steps to establish oil 
reserves for America in other countries 
will be taken. 

Meanwhile the Interdepartmental Com- 
mittee under the Council of National De- 
fense is co-ordinating all information 
available about the oil situation that is 
in the hands of the several government 
departments concerned. This is some- 
what in line with Dr. Manning’s idea 
that one branch of the government serv- 
ice should have charge of the oil situa- 
tion.
